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A PREFACE 


TO THE READER), 
' CONCERNING TRAVELLING. 


mn HEMN I firf ſet pen to 
Paper to handle this fu b- 
jett, I had not the leaf 
thought of the preſle;nor 
of erecting my /elfe into 
an Author. 7 onely diſcharged my me- 
mory haſtily of ſome thin 8s which f 
had ſeen, 1m Italy; and 1 wrapt vp that 
entimely Embrio m five sLeets of pa= 
per, for the wſe of a noble perſon, who 
ſet me that tashe.Tet this Embrio [the 
mg the perſon for whom it was con- 
cemed , obliged me to lick, it ouer and 
oner agaime , and bring it into better 
forme. Second thoughts, and ſucceding 
voyages mto Italy , hane fintshed it at 
laſt; "and hane made it what it is; ; A 
compleat Voyage , and an exatt 
Itinerary throx 0h 1 [raly. 

And here I theurht to hane drawne 
I bridle 


bridle and reſted, after ſo long a tours 
ney,when a learned friend hauing per- 
uſed this my Deſcription of Italy , 
deſired much to ſee a Preface to n,of 
my f.rshion, aud Cocerning Traucling. 
I could refuſe nothing to ſuch a freina; 
aud haue done it here willingly , both 
for my owne, and my countryes ſake. 

For my owne sake;to preexcuſe ſome 
things in my booke » which ſome pere 
chance may diſlike. 

For ſome, I feare, will quarrel with 
my English; and juſtly, ſeeing three 
long woyages into Flanders , ſx into 
France, five mto Italy , one into Ger- 
many, and Holland, hawe made mee, 
line half of my life time in forram 
conuntryes,to the diſturbance of my ewne 
language. Vet if | bring not home fine 
language » f bring Lome fine things : 
ana ] haue ſeen great Laityes, both 
n France, andEngland, buy fin4e things 
of chkmney-{weepers , and Pedlars, 
that ſpoke but courſe Lombard lau- 
L#u7ge, and groſſe Scotch. 

Others perchance will finde fault, 
that / w- te merrily ſometimes: And 
w/7 or 7? Sceing I write to young men, 
and for them : and mirth 15 neuer ſo 
tawfull as in traveling , where it thor: 

ens 
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tens long miles , and ſweetens bad 
wage ; that 1s , makes a bad dinnar 
ON and a bad horle go on. 

Others will ſay, that I fill my booke 
with too much Latin : But theſe 
muſt be minded , that 1 am writing of 
the Latin country ; and that 1 am 
caruimng for Schollers > who can aiſ- 
geſt ſolid birts , hawing good ſtomacks. 

Others will ſay > 7 icere now and 
then: And would any man haue me 
go through ſo many diuers countries, 
and prayſe all I ſee ? Or m earneſt, 
do not ſome things deſerue to be icered ? 
when things cannot be cured but by 
rerimng, wering, ſayth Tertullian, 's 4 
duty : and I thinke the Cynick Phile- 
ſophers ſtruck as great a blew at vice, 
as the Stoicks. 

Others will ſay, I change ſtile often, 
end ſometimes runn ſmoothly, ſomett- 
mes joltingly: True: I traucled not all» 
wayes vpon ſmooth ground, and pace-= 
ing horſes: Swillerlande and Sauoye, 
are much different , from Campania, 
«nd Lombardy ; and its one thing ro 
deſcribe a Pleaſant garden , an other 
thing to deſcribe a Venerable Cathe- 
arall: and if in the one , and the other, 
we kane ſencral lookes ; much more 

a 1) onnhs 
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ought we to haue ſeutral words in de- 
fertbmg them. 

Others will ſay, I affet a world of 
exotickh words not yet natwralized in 
England: No, I affett them not; I 
cannot awoyd them: For who can ſpeak, 
of Statues , but he muſt ſpeak of Ni - 
ches 2 or of Churches , Wrought 
Tombes , or inlayd Tables ; but hee 
muſt fheak, of Coupolas ; of baſh ri- 
leui; and of pictre commelle 2 JF 
any man wnierſtand them not, ts his 
fault, not mine. 

Others w'll ſay , I hunt too much 
» aficy Ceremomess anl (hurch ants« 
quuyes. No, I onely meet them. And 
4s a man cannot ſpeak of Hercules, 
but he myſt ſpeak. of clubbs, of com- 
bats, of Labours, «nd victories: ſo F 
cannot ſpeak, of Rome the Chriftian, 
but I muſt ſpeaks of Relicks, Cere- 
monies , and Religion . Tet / beleene, 
I giue my Reader a full drought 196 
of prophane antiquityes, Maſcarades, 
Shews, dreſſings, nd paſletimes. 

Others im fine will ſay, that 1 do but 
athmg done allready; feemg two others 
haze written of this ſubrett m English. 
Well; if others haze written vpon this 


ſubiett, why may net I * They did the 
beit 
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beſt they could, 1 beleene;but they drew 
not wp the ladder after them. The 
one writes much of Italy, and ſays M. W 
little : the other writes little and __ , mia 
leaweth out muck; which 1 :mpute tothe M. bs y- 
ones writing out of old Geographers, mond, 
long after he had been there : and to 
the others short Ray in Italy , when 
he was there. And if theſe ingenious 
grn_ haye painted owg Italy in 
uſto onely , and profile; why may not 
I paint her out at full face, andat her 
full length? Jf they, like ancient Stas 
tuaryes , haue repreſented Italy wnto 
vs like a naked ſtatue ; 1 hane ſee 
her out in all her beſt Attirc,and lew- 
els. eAnd thus much for my owne 
fake 
For my countryes ſake; To read 
to my countrymen 1wo profitable Let- 
fons. The firſt , of the Profit of tra«+ 
ueling. The ſecond:of Traucling with 
prohi. 
1. For the firft, towit the Profit of 
Traucling , ts certain , that if this 
world be a great buoke, 45S. Augu(- The profir 
tin calls it , noxe ſtuddy this great 9 *-ok* 
Booke /o much as the Traxeler. They OS 
that newer ſtirr from home , read one- 
ly one page of this booke ; and like 
a 11} the 
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the dull follow im Pliny , who told 
neuer learne to count further then fine, 
they dwell allwayes wpen one lefſon. 
They ave like an acquaintance of mine, 
who had alwayes 4 booke tmaeed lyemng 
open upon a deske;but u was obſerued 
that it lay alhyayes open at one and 
the ſame place , and by long cuſten e, 
could lye open no where elſe. He then 
that will know much ont of this great 
booke ,the world, muſt read much m 
it : and as Vlytles rs ferforth by 
Homer as the w:/eſt of all the Gres 
cians, becauſe be had traueled much, 
and bad ſeen multorum hominum 
mores & Vrbcs , the Cuttycs and 
cuſtomes of many men : ſo his ſann 
Telemachus 15s held for a very shallew 
wited man : and Homer gies the 
reaſon , becauſe brs mother Penclope, 
mftea1 of ſending him abroad to ſee 
forram countrjes , had allwaves kept 
him at home , and ſo made him a 
meere Onocephalus, and «4 homeling 
Mammacuth. So true # the ſaying of 
Seneca , that Imperitum cſt animat 
homo, & finc magna experientia re- 
rum, (1 circumſcribatur Natalis ſolt 
ſui hne.

bleman from ſurfening of bu parents, 
and weanes him from the dangerous 
fondneſs of his mother. It teacheth him 
wholeſome hardship;to lye im beds that 
are none of his acquamtance ; to ſpeak. 
to men be nener ſaw before ; to trawel 
in the morning before day , and in the 
evening after day 3 to endure any horſe 
and weather, as well as any meat and 
drink, Whereas my country gemlemarn 
that newer traueled , can ſcarce oo to 
London wuhout makeing bu Will, 
at leaſt withowt werting h1s hand- 
Kercher. And what generons mother 
w:ll not ſay to her ſoun with that an- 
cient? Malo tibi malt cfle , quam 
molliter : I had rather thou shouldſt 
be lick, then foft. Indeed the coral- 
tree # menther hard, nor red , il ta« 
ken out of the Sea, its native home- 
LAna 1 haxe read that many of the old 
Romans put out their children to be 
nurced abroad by Lacedemonian nur- 
ces, till they were three yeares old ; 
then they put them to therr Vncles , 
till ſeawen , or temn ; then they ſent 
them mito Tolcany to be inſtrutied un 
Religion; awd at laſt mie Greece to 

fuaay Philoſophy. 
3+ Traweling takes my youg noble- 
a 14 man 
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man four notches lower , in his ſelf- 
concert and pride. For wher« the coun. 
try Lord that never ſaw any body 
but his Fathers tennants, and M. Par- 
ſon, and never read any thing but lohn 
Stow, and Speed ; thinks the Lands- 
end to be che Worlds-end ; and that 
all ſolid greatneſſ, next vnto a great 
Paſty, conſiſts in 4 great Fire, and 4 
great eſtate . Wheras my traueling 
Jong Lord , who hath ſeen ſo many 
greater men,and Eſtats then his owne, 
comes home farre more modeſt and 
emil to his inferiours , and farre leſſe 
pufft vp with the empiy concert of his 
ewne greatneſſ. Indeed nothing cured 
Alcibiades hz pride ſo much, as toſee 
m a Map ( shew! him for the nonce 
by Socratcs ) that his houſe and lanas, 
of which he was ſo prowl, enher ap- 
peared there not at all, or onely a [utle 
ſpot,or dab: and nemo in pulillo mag» 
nus. 

4. Traueling takes off, in ſome ſort, 
that aboriginal curle , which was 
layd wpon markind even allmoſt at the 
beginning of the world; 1 meane , the 
confuſion of tongues : which # ſuch 
a curſe indeed , that 1t makes men , 
who are of one kind, and made to be 

ſocrable 
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fociable, ſoſtrangely to fly one an other, 
that, 4s great S. Aultin ſayth, A man 
had rather be with h1s dog, then with 
a man wheſe language he wnderſtanis 
wot. Nay, this drwuerſuty of language , 
makes the wiſeſt man paſſe for a joole 
wm aſtrange conmry, and the left max, 
for an excommunicated perſon , whoſe 
conwerſation all men aucy4. Now , 
traxcling takes off this curle, and this 
moral excommunication , by making 
vs learne many languages, and com 
nerſe freely wuh people of other coun- 
Iryes. 

S. Traneling makes vs acquainted 
with « world of owr h:inred we newer 
faw before. For ſemg we are all comme 
from one man at firit , and conſequent« 
ly all ah,mn to one another ; 11s but 4 
reaſonable thing, thats a man Shomnld, 
once at leaſt in his life time, make « 
journey imto forrarn counaries , ts ſte 
bts Relations, «nd viſit this Kinred: 
hanemg allwayes this ſaying of young 
Joleph wn his month , quzro fratres 
meos 

6. Traxeling enables & man much 
for his countyyes ſeruice. It makes the 
merchant rub , by chewing him what 

abewnds, 


abounds, & wantes , in other coun. 
1t1yes; that ſo he may krow what tg 
1mport, what to export. It m« hos the 
mechanick come loaden heme with 
a world of experimental kr owledge for 
the tmprouemg of his trade. Jt makes 
the feild officer, a knowing Leader 
of an army, Ly teaching him where 
an army m forram countryes , can 
warch ſecurely , paſſe rivers eaſily, tm. 
camp ſafely, auoid ambuſcades and 
narrow paſſages diſcretly , and retreat 
orderly. It makes the Common (ol- 
dier play the ſpy wel, by making him 
ſpeak the ennemyes language per felt. 
ly , that fo mingling with them, he 
may find their deſignes , and croſſe 
their plottes. In fine » ut makes 4 
nobleman fitt for the nobleſt employ« 
ment , that 1s , to bee Amballador 
abroad for his king im forram coun« 
iryes , and carry abow with him his 
kings perſon, which he repreſents, 
and his kings word, which he engag- 
eth, 

7. Traueling brings 4 wan a world 
of particular profits. 4t contents the 
mmade with the rare diſcomſes we 
heare from learned men, as the Queen 
of Saba was rau1shed as the wi/dome 
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of Salomon. It maker a w'/eman 
much the wiſer by m<king him ſee 
the goo4 an1 the bad m others. Hence 
the w:/eman ſayth : Sapicns 1n terram 
alienigenarum gentium pertranhier: 
bona enim & mala in hominibus 
tentabit. /t makes a man think him- 
ſelf at home euery where, and ſmile 
at vniuſt exile : It makes him wellcome 
home a gaine to his Neighbours , 
ſought after by his betters, and liſte- 
ned unto wh admiration by his infe- 
riours./t makers him ſit pill in his old 
age with ſatisfattion ; and trauel ower 
the world agame m his chair and bed, 
by diſcourſe and thoughts. In fine its 
an excellent Commentary vpon hiſto. 
ryes; and no man wnaerſtands Liuy 
and Cxlar, Guicciardin aud Mone 
luc, lhe him , who hath made exattly 
the Grand Tour of France , aud the 
Giro of Italy. 

S. Trauelling makss my young No+ 
bleman returne home againe to his 
country like a bleſſingSunn, For asthe 
Sunn, who hath been traueling about 
the world theſe five thouſand an1 odd 
yeares , not onely enl:!ghtens thoſe plas 
ces which hee wviſtis ;hut alſo enrich 
eth them with all ſorts of fruits, 

ard 


and mettales « fo the nobleman by © 
long traweling , hanmg enlightened his 
wnderſtaniing w'th fine notions , comes 
home lithe a glorious Sunn , and doth 
not onely shine birght m the firmament 
of his country , the Parlament houſe; 
but alſo bleſſeth his inferiours with 
the power full influences of his knowmg 
writ, 

9. In fine, Examples ( the beſt 
Philoſophy ) shew ws , that the grea- 
teſt Princes Europe hath ſeen, theſe 
many years , tow't, Charles the V.,

laſt left his ſupreame (ommand of 
Mytelen ro rranel ) were all great 
travelers; and that S. Hicrome ( who 
bemg no Bishop, «nd conſequently not 
obliged ta reſidence ) hauing traueled 
mto France, Italy , Greece, and the 
Holy Land , purchaſed ro himſelf 
ſuch rare acquiſitions of learwing, by 
his trauels and languages, that among 
all the ancient Fathers and Doctors, 
The Church, in her (ollett on his day, 
calls him onel”, Doftorem maximum, 
the greateſt Doctor. eAnd ſo much 
for the profit of Traucling, 

Now for as much as concernes the 
ſecona Leſlon, ro we , the Traueling 
with profit , diuers things are to be 
taken notice of ; ſome by the Parents 
of thoſe that trauel ; others by thole 
themſelucs that tragel : of all which 
1 will fpeak, breefly. 

As for the Parents , thery greateFF 
care ought to be of prouwidems there 
children ( I ſpeak to men of high con- 
dition ) 4 good Goucrnour , to trauel 
with them, and haue a care of their 
Perions, and breeding : that ts , play 
the part of the Archqogel Raphacl 
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fro Jong Tobie, 4xd Lead them Gate 
abroad, and bring them fate home: 

Ego ſanum ducam & reducam filium 
tuum. Tob. 5.v.20. And here 1 could 
wh indeed that Parcnts coul4 be 
as happy m their choyce, ant finde 
men «Angels for Goucrnours to t err 
chil4ren, wpox condition they should 
regu? them, as youg T obic offered to 
requrte the Archangel his Goucrnour, 
whom he tothe to be a man. Fur the 
education of children 15 4 thing of chat 
hich cencerre to the Commonnyealth, 
rat m this, Parents sLoul4 pair 
0 coſke whatſoeuer ; but rather 1m 
gate the old Lacedemonians,who tocke 
more care of their youth, then of any 
thing els in their Commorycath., BA 
much that when Antigonus asked of 
them fifty yorg youths for Leſtages,they 
an{weired him , that they had rather 
gine him Inp1ce 4s many made men, 
Sens then youg youths are the fucure 
hopes of ' families, andCommonnealihs, 

their education ought not to be com- 
muicd but to men of great parts and 
excellent breeding. For I have aliwave; 
thouoht, that a your? Noblemans tram 
ought to be like his Clothes, F115 Lac- 


quais «nd tooimen are like his Ga» 
loshes,

of VIiyſſes; Eudorus of Patroclus; Da« 
res of Hetor; Epitides of Iulus,Con- 
nidas of Theſcus ; all of them choyee

Others hane been obſerued to [ell therr 
pupils ro Maſters of exerciſes, and 
to Lake mane them beleeue, that the 
worſt Academycs were the beſt, be- 
cauſe they were the bet tothe cunning

Gonernour , who 1had [teny pound 4 
man for euery one he could draw thi- | 
ther.Others I haue knowne who would 
haue marryed their pupils m France , 
without their Parents knowledge; and 
hane ſacrificed their great truſt,to their 
ſordid auarice, Others f haue knowne 
who haxe locked their pupils in 4 
chamber with a wanton woman, And 
taken the Key awa) with them. 
Nay, this I can [iy more, that of all 
thoſe ſtrangers that 1 haue knowne 
Goucrnours to young Nobleman of 
England ( and ] hae krowne ſeuen 
or eight.) I neuer Knew one of them to 
be a gentleman borne ; | ut for the moſs 
part , th ey were needy bold men, whoſe 
che,, parts were, their ewne language 
and ſome Latin ; and whoſe chef 
anme was , to ſerue themſelues , nos 
thery pupils, 

But to returne againe to onr ſubjett, 
the Parent hawing found out ſuch a 
Gouernour for his [cnn , as we haye 
deſcribed here aboye , he muſt reſigne + 
ener vme him his full Authoriy, and 
command his ſonn to obey him : other= 
w:/e let the Goucrnour be the w'/eſt, 
and the meſt compleat man mm the 
world, if his pupil do not obey him ,

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4) and follow his connſel , all will go 
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wrong. 1 haue ſeen great diſorders 
befall for want of this. Hence I haxe 
often thought of great Clemens Alex- 
andrinus , who ſayth wiſely , that 
owr Sauiour Chaſt is the onely true 
Pedagogue , or Gouernour , | Ahn 
he can not onely giue the beſt inſtruc= 
grons to Jong men , but alſo can give 
them grace to execute thoſe inſtruttions: 
whereas other Gouernours( Callandra 
like ) telling their pupils many excel- 
lent truths, are not belceved by them; 
nor can they force their inclinations to 
execure them , except the Parents com- 
mands come in to their aſviftance; and it 
2 but reaſonable, that as Goucrnours 
are the Seconds of Parents, w the 
breeding of their children, ſo Parents 
should ſecond Goucrnours too , im 
makemng their children obey them. And 
fo much for the Parents care.

fo theſe men trauel a whole month 
zogether, to Venice, for 4 nights lodge- 
ng wuh an 1mpudent woman.

principled, the beſt behaued, and the 
moſt cryed vp by ciuil perſons : for of 
ſuch men much 15 to be learned: 
Their life 15 a perpetual letture ; their 
words ſo many oracles ; their diſcourſes 
ſo many w'ſe waxims : and though 
yong men be not able to bring their 
dich with them , and clubb wit 
equally with theſe "men , yet us a 
great matter to fit Fill in their com- 
pany,and be a reſpettfull catechumen 
to them. For if it be true which 
Quintillian /ayth of thoſe that loge 
Cicero, Ciceronem amaſle,profeciſle 
eſt , ts all/o moſt certain , that a man 
that loues good company » muſt be 
good himſelf m time. 

7. And that he may be able to 
appeare in good company without 
bluching , his Gouernour muſt get 
him , as ſoone as he can , to ſpeak, 
the language of the place in hanſome 
tearmes , and with a good accent.

fine, a liberty or freedome m all his 
attions, w' ich The French call liber- 
te du corps; and i muſt appeare to be 
2 la negligence, and yer muſt be per- 
feltly ſtuddyed a fore hand. And 
though theſe things be but the Ele- 
ments and Alphabet of breeding, yet 
without them he can neuer ſpel gent- 
leman rightly , though his inſode be 
wener ſo good. Indeed its long ago, 
that great men dwell no more m 
thatched L ouſes. 

8. But ut us not enough to get him 
zts Language and Gikes if ke get 
him not mio Coach and Liueryecs, 
with out which /.e can newer appeare 
at Court, or 1n good company, eſpe- 
cially 


tially in Rome and Paris; the two 
#heif townes of long abode abroad. For 
let a man be of a Race 4s ancient 4 
the Autolthenes of Athens, who ſayd 
they were as ancient as the Earth; 
and let him quarter his coat of Armes 
with the three Lyons of England,end 
the three Flower de-lys of France, as 
I know a gentleman of lutle Brittany 
doth, ( by the grant anciently of both 
thoſe kings) yer 1 dare boldly ſay thrs, 
that in Paris no colours b14z,on a mans 
nobility behin1 his coache ſo much, 4s 
three Lacquais and a Page, mm a han- 
ſome Linery. In other townes of France, 
where yong genilemen wſe to line 
at firſt, till they get the language , 4 
couple of ſadle horſes would be wery 
-/efull,both to take the ayre on,as allo 
ts viſit the gentry in the country at 
their ſummer houſes , where a Man 
well fine great cimilutyes , and dinuer- 
t1/ſments. Beſides rideing out ſo im the 
frech enenings of ſummer , will not 
onely weane my yong gentleman from 
little company, and the crowd of his 
countrymen who will be then preſſing 
vpon him ; but will allſos afford his 
Gouernour many fine ſolltary occdſs * 
ons of ply.ng him alone w:th good conn«

fels and mſtrutions. 


thing aboue of his ſeruants , and Lac« 
guar, I will adde this , that ſeing u 18 
wore of the leaſt bleſſings of a yong gent- 
leman to bane good ſeruants about him, 
:t belongs to h15 Gonernour , not onely 
ro chooſe him good ones, but allſo to 
'hawe power to turne away bad ones. 
Many men carry ower with them 
'English ſer#anrs , becauſe they were 
their ſchoolfellowes , or their tennants 
fſonns : and theſe are little wſefull 
for a long time , and exen then when 
a man hath moſt need of ſeruants.

d Sange2e't| it in my Fiuc (cucral 
RR | YOyagcs through It, 
I think it not amiſle to ſpeak ſome- 
thing in General , of the Country it 
ſelf, its Inhabitants, their Humours, 
Manners, Cuſtomes, Riches, and 
Religion. 

For the Country it ſelf, it ſeemed 


to me to be Natures Darling , The Fert 
and the Eldeſt Siſter of all other lityof Ita 
countryes 3 carrying away from ty- 


them > all the greateſt bleſſings and 
fauours ; and recciuing ſuch gracious 
lookes from the Sun and Heauen , 
that if there be any fault in Jraly, 
tis that her Mothcr NV ature hath 

A vj cockcred , 
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cockered hertoo much,cuen to make 
her become Wanton. Wictnelſle luxu- 
riant Lombardy , and Campams ' 
antonomaſtically Fel:x , which Flo- | 
TW, Trogws , and Lin think tobe | 
the belt parts of the world , where 
Ceres and, Bacchus are at a perpetual 
ſtrife , whether of them $hall court 
man the moſt;, she by _—_ his 
barncs with corne ; he by making 
his cellars ſwimme with wane : 
Whiles the other parts of 7raly are 
{weating out whole Foreſts of Ol:ue- 
trees, whole woods of Lemmons, and 
Oranges, whole helds of R ce» 
Twrky wheat, and Auihmillions z 
and where thoſe Bare Hills, which 
ſecm to be $hauen by the Sun,and 
curſcdby Nature for their barrcnes, 
are oftentimes - great with child 
of pretious Marbles, the ornaments 
ef Churches and Palaces, and the 
Reucnews of Princes : witnclle the 
Princeof M1 afſa:whote beſtReuenues 
are his Marble Quarries : Narure 
here thinking it a farre more noble 
thing to feed Princes, Then to feed 
Sheep.

cially in Lombardy , where I haue 
ſeencheeſes ofan exceſſiuegreatneſle, 
and of a Parmeſan goodneſle, The 
ſurface allſo ofthe carth is couered 
with many curious fimples,id whole+ 
ſome hearbs : Henle ſo many rare 
eſſences, cordials , parfumes , ſweet 
w ters, and other odorifcrous dr 
tillatzons lo common here , that 
ordinary Barbers , and Landrefles 
will (pinkle them in your face and 
parfume your linncn with them, ouer 
and aboue yeur bargain. Hence none 
of the mcaneſt things to be ſeen in 
Italy,arethe fondaries or ſtilling hou- 
ſes of the Great Duke of Florence , 
the ſpeciarre or Apothecarics 
Shops , of the Dommucans of S. 
Marco, and of the Awguſtins of S. 
Spirito in Florence ; of the Roman 


Colledge , and of the eMHinmes of 
s Tri- 
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Trinita dr Monte in Rome: whete | 1 
cuen death it felf would find a cure 1 
m nature, if it were nota curſe rom 


the author of nature. In fine , it 
excells in all kind of prouiſions , 
either for dyet, or {port; and I haue 
ſeen im Rome whole cartloads of 
wild boares, and Veniſon, brought 
in at once to be ſold in the market; 
and abouec threcſcore Hares in Flo. | 
rence brought in, in one day by the 
ewo companycs of Hunters , the 
Piacewol: and Pratell: , on a gencral 
hunting day, 
| fn obiec- Yet after all this , ſome cryout 
$ #10 againſt againſt Jraly , for being too hot ; 
$ Haly. and paint vs out its ayre as an 
vnwholeſome peltilential ayre ; its 
ſun, asanangry Comct,wholc beames 
arc all pointed with plagues and 
feauers; and the country it lelf, as 
a place , where ſtaruing is the onely 
way to liuc in health ; where men 
eat by method and art; where you 
muſt carry your body ſteddily , or 
els ſpill your life ; and where there 
are ſo many prouiacial ſickneſles 
and diſcalcs ; as the catarres of Ge- 
ua 
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wua, the Goute of Milan, the He- 
morrhoids of Venice , the fallmg 
ſfickneſſe of Florence, the Feawers of 
Rome , and the Goiftre of Pied- 
mont. 

For my part , when I am told Anſwer: 
that there were in Plymes time , 
fourteen millions of men in Jraly: Baltaz av 
when I read , that there- are now 3oyjfyu;.

They neucr pretent you 
with lalt, or braines of anyfgwle, lcaſt 
they may {ceme to reproach vnto 
you want of wit. They bring you 
drink vpon a Soattocoppa of [yluer, 
with thcee or four glatles vpon it ; 
Two or three of which are 
ſtrait neckt glaſles ( called there 
car-fſas ) full of ſcucral forts of 
wincs or water , and one empty 
drinking glaſle , into which you 


may powre what quantity of wine | 
and water you pleale to drink, and | 


not ſtand to the diſcretion of the 
waiters, as they do in other coun- 
trys. Ar great feaſts, no man cuts 
for him(ſclf, but {cueral caruers cuts 
vp all the meat ata fide table, and 
giuc it tothe waiters to be carry- 
ed to the ghelts ; and cuery one 
hath the very fame part of mcat 
carryed ynto him, to wit, a 1g 
and 
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and a legg of wild fowle &c.leaſt any 
one take exceptions that others were 
better vied then hee. The Caruers 
neuer touch the meat with their 
hands, but onely with their Knife and 
forke , and great Syluer ſpoone for 
the ſauce. Eucry man here cats with 
his forke and knife,and neuer touch« 
eth any thing with his fingers, bur 
bis bread : This keeps the linnen 
neat, and the fingers ſweet. If you 
drink to an /ralian, he thanks you, 
with bending, when you ſalute him, 
and lets you drink quictly , wighout 
watching (as we do in England) to 
thank you againe when you haue 
drunk : and the firſt time he drinks 
after that, will be to you, in requitall 


| of your former courteſy. 


They count not the houres of the 
day as we do, from twelue to rwelne; 
but they beginn their count from 
ſunſet , and the hrlſt houre after 
ſunſet , is one a clock; and lo they 
count on till four and Twenty , that 
is, till che next funſcr againc. I hauc 
often dined at fixtecn a clock , and 
gone abroad in the cucning,to take

may live whole years with an /ta- 
lien, and be very well acquinted 
with him without Knowing him ,

People| of quality ne- 
uer vilit one another, but they ſend 
frſt, to know when they may doit 
without troubleing him they intend 
to viſit: by this meanes they neuer 
rush into one anothers chambers 
without knocking , as they do in 
France; nor croſle the delignes , or 
buſineſs of him they vilit, as chey 


do in England with tedious dry vi-i 
ſits; nor find one another either; 
vndreiled in clothes, vnprouided in 


compliments and diſcourle, or with 
outtheir attendants, and traine about 
them. In the ſtreets men and women 
of condition ſeldome or ncuer go 
together in the ſame coache,cxcept 
they be ſtrangers, that is, of an oth 
towne , or country : nay huſbands 
and wifes are geldome ſecn togetha 
inthe ſame coache, becauſe all me!

My ſecond Voyage. 
M: ſecond Voyage was by the 


way of France,where I ſtarted

or pipes : fo that all this water

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outing into the open ship on both 
ides, by four and twenty tunnels, 
makes vnder the windowes of the 
houſe ſuch a perpetual purleing of 
water » (like many fountains) that 
the gentle noiſe is able to make the 
moſt icaloas man fleep profundly. 
At the other end of the houle this 
water yflucth out of the other end 
of the ſayd $hip, and is courtcouſly 
intreated by ſcueral hidden pipes of 
tead , to walke into the houlc, in- 
ſtead of running by ſo faſt : Which 
it doth, and 1s preſently led intothe 
Cellars,and Buttery; and not onely 
into theſe, but alſo into the kitchen, 
ſtables, chambers, andbathing roome,

From whence I came to Pont Saint 
Eſprit famous for ts long bridge of 
therty three arches, and for the 
boncs of a Gyant which are conſer- 
ued in the DomumicansConxent here; 
And from hence to Awgnon. 

Auignon 1s the head towne of a 
little country , called Vulgarly che 
Contad 
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Te Contad d Aurgnor, [t belongs 
to the Pope, hauing been purchaſed 
by one of his predeceſſors anc1- 
ently of [ane Queen of Naples and 
Ceunteſſe of Awignon: and it lerued 
for a laif retreat ro diuers Popes 
conſecutiuely , during the trou- 
bles of /raly which laſted aboue 
ſeauenty yeares. Ar laſt, Jtaly, 
and the Popes territories there , 
being cleared by the admirable cou- 
rage and conduct of brauc Cardinal 
Albornoz,4o, who conquered againe 
all the Popes eſtate, The Pope, Greg. 
the XI, returned home againe to 
Rome, of the forcſayd Cardinal Al- 
born-zzo I cannot omit to tell one 
thing; that after his great ſeruices 
rendered to the Pope, being enuycd 
by ſome of the Court, who had per- 
lwaded his Holynell to call him to 
an accompt for the great ſommes 
of monye he had ſpent in reduce- 
ing againe the wholc ſtate of the 
Pope vnto its obedicnc*; he brought 
the next morning a cart laden with 
ckaies,bolts, locks and keys belong- 
ing once to thole rowncs which he 
had retakenfor the Pope, and place-

Y third Voyage into /taly was 
againe by the way of Paris 
and Lyons : but now by Genewa and 
Sw'ſſerland. 
Parting then from Lyons I paſled 
oucr the Grand Credo,a (mart hill;

Lake, and in two daycs came to 
Geneua. 
Geneua, like a good ſinke at the 
Gernena. bottom of three ſtreets, is built at 
the bottom of Saweye, France, and 
Germany , and therefore fit to re- 
ceiue into it the corruption , of the 
Apoſtatas of the Roman Church.

Mounting vp tothe ſtce- 
ple, I lawa fair Bell with a Crauct- 
fix caſt vpon it, shewing whole it 
was; and four good perces of ordz-= 
nance , thalknonc may lay , the 
Church of Geneua wants Eccleſtaſti- 
call Cannons. And a little below in 
the Be/free , there liue in ſeucral 
Chambers, three or four families 
of husbands and wifcs and ſucking 
children begotten there; contrary to 
the Canons of any other Church , 
except thoſe of Geneua. From the 
top of this Church you haue a fair 
proſpect ypon the lake and neigh- 
bouring countryes ; which maKxcs 
them brag here, that they can lee 
from their ſteeple , into {ix [eueral 
principalities , to wit, thcir owne, 
France, Sauoye , Swiſſerland , the 
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Valeſians , and the Franchecounty: 
But 1 told them, it would be a greater 
brag,to ſay, that they could lce into 
no other country, or dominions but 
their owne. 2. 1 ſaw the Arſenal, 
little, but well ſtored with defenſiue 
armes. They neuer forget to shew 
the 7 adders of the Sawoyards , who 
attempted to ſurpize this towne by 
ſcaleing,but were themſelues taken 
and bcheaded a la ct aye, lealt ſome 
Prince should haue interceded for 
them. 3. The Towne houſe with the 
Chamber where thg@Mag:ſtrats 
(ſomething like the Hogen M ogens 
of Hollard) fit in Counlel. 4.They 
Shewd me here a Library but none 
of the beſt. 5. The admirable 7routs 
here, able ro make the poore Apo« 
ſtatas wish for their Lene againe 3 

were it not , that the Capons here 
are full as good in their Kinde. 

As for the Gouerment of this 
towne, it was anciently Monarchi- 
cal, and the Bishop was Prince of it 
vnder the Duke of Saxoye : but 
Farel and Calum comcing hither 
with their anarchical Presbyterie » 
droue the Bishop Peter de [a Braume 
our 
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ont of the towne ; and eſtablish- 
ed there a kinde of Democratre, or 
rather, a kind of Ariſtecratie,ming- 
led of Laymen and Miniſters. Yet 
the Bishop keeps (till his title, and 
the Chapreriis reuenews andLands, 
which happily lye in Sawoye out of 
the reach of the $hort iuriſdiftion 
of Geneua, Both the Br5hop and 
Chapter relide in eAnſy in Sauoye, 
and officiate in theCordeliersChwrch. 
of this Seat was Bishop the late 
Canonized Saint , S. Franci/ de 
Sales , a man of ſingular lweetneſl pyy, 
and piety, mingled with xeale and 5 p,,,,._ 
diſcretion. I haue red of him, that ,j1, -, 
in his life time, he made four thou- 1, - 
land ſermons to the people. ; 
Hauing thus ſeen the lirele All 
of Geneua, I made towa ds Sw'/+ 
ſerland , leauing the Lake on my 
right hid;or rather takcing iton m 
right hand ; for it would rs ws aan 
company me to Lauſanna, where it 
tooke leauc of me, or I of it. 
This Lak is abſolutly the faireſt 
I hauce ſeen : its fairer then either 
the Lake Mavor, the Lake of (omo, 
the Lake of Zwuric , the Lake of 
Walenſt:t 
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Walerſtat , the Lake of {ſte , the 
Lake of Mwrat,or the Lake of Garda, 
In lome places this Lake of Geneua 
is eight milcs broad, and well nigh 
fifty miles long. I hauc red ot a 
ſtranger , who traucling that way 
alone in winter, when the Lake was 
all frozen oucr , and couercd with 
ſnow, tooke the Lake for a large 
plain , and rid vpon it cight, or ten 
miles to the tov ne: Where lighting 
at his Inn, and commending the fine 
plain ouer which he had ridden,was 
giucn to vnderſtand , that he had 
ridden , if not in the air, at leaſt 
fitrcen fachom aboue ground ; at 
which, the poore man refleCting 
vpon the danger he had been in, 
fcll downe dead with the conccirt of 
it. Thus we are creublcd not onely 
at cuils ro come but at cuils paſt; and 
are nener {ov ncare the danger of 
death,as when we are newly paſt it, 
No animal but man, hath this folly, 
Leauing then,as 1 fayd, the Lake 
I came 1loone at.cr, to / 4#ſanra in 
Swiſierland, Le.onging tothe Can- 
ton of Berne, Hcrc | law an ancient

The Duke out of feare cither per- 
cetued him not at firſt, or dillem- 
bled it till he came tothe other (ide 
of the Lake which is two miles 
broad: The ſtout horle tugged 
through with them both , and laued 
them both from drowning , but nor 
both from death. For the Duke 
ſeing in what danger his page had 
put him, ſtabbed the Page with his 
dagger. Poore Prince ! thou migh(t 
haue giuen an other offering of 
thanks giueing to God for thy eſcape 
then this; nay , thou mighſt haue 
been as ciull as thy horſe, and 
haue ſpaired him , whom beaſts 
aud waues had ſaued : Ar leaſt by 
that means, thou mighſt hauec ſaue- 
ed thy own2 honour , by ſaucing 
that poore page who offended rather 
out of fcare of death , then out of 
malice ; and thereby thou mighſt 
haue truly ſayd, that thou hadft not 
loſt all thy men in that battle. Bur 


paſſion 
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paſſion is a blind thing: Nothing 
1s ſo dangerous to man, as man ; 
and, as IT obferued abouc, we are 
neuer in greater danger, then when 
we think we are paſt danger. The- 
bones of the Burgundians ſlain in 
this battle, are ſeen in a greatChap- 
pel , which: ſtands a little diſtanc 
from the rowne, and vpon the road, 
with an inſcription vpon it touch- 
ing the timc and circumſtances of 
this defeat. 

From Awrat TI made towards Zu- 
ric,a head towne alſo of a Canon. 
It ſtands moſt iwectly vpon a Lake 
whoſe cryſtalin waters would de. 
light any body elſe but Sw!ſer-. 
They are all- here , Swuingltans 
and when Marethal D*Eſtree the 
French Embaſſalour to Rome, palled 
that way, and lodged at the great 
7nn of the Sword,as he was comb- 
ing his head one morning in his 
combing cloth , with his chamber 
window open, ſome of the townes 
men, who ſaw him (frem an other 
oppolit window ) putting on that 
comveing cloth , and thinking it 
had been a Prieſt putting on the 
Amice 
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Amice and veſting himſelf for to 
ſxy Maſſe before the Embaſſadour 
m his chamber, began with a Dutch 
clamour co ſtirre vp the people toa 
mutiny about the Embaſladours 
houſe, aud to call for the Prieft, 
that was ſaying of Maſe: The Em- 
baſladour at hrit, not vnderſtanding 
the cauſe of this vproare about his 
houſe , rann downe with (word in 
hand , and in his combcing cloth, 
to check the firſt man that should 
darre to enter his lodgings : but 
vnderſtanding at laſt, that his comb- 
ing cloth had caufcd this icalouly, 
hee laughed at their folly, and retir- 
ed away contented. 

The beſt thingsto be {cen in Z- 
ric are theſe. 1, The neat Arſenal 
furnished with ſtore of fair Cannons 
and armes of all ſortes. 2. The great 
Library,but in this much leſle eſ- 
teemed by mce, becauſe awoman had 
the Key of it , and let vs in to ſce 
it. This peice of falle Zan at the 
entrance, diſguſted me with all that 
I ſaw there,and made mc haſten out 
quickly: Good Libraries should not 
fall en quenouille, 
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3. The Wheeles which draw vp 
water from the Lake of themſclues, 
and empty it into ſcucral Pipes, 
id fo conuegth it all ouer the towne, 

4. Tae publick great drinking 
ball, where there arc a world v 
little tables for men of ſcucral cor- 
porations or trayds to mect at ,and 
either talk there of their bulineſl,, 
or make drinking their bulineſl; 
Ouer cuery table hangs the ligne of 
each trayd , as a 7 ajt for shooma- 
kers, a ſaddle for fadlers , a ſword 
for cutlers &c. There is a great 
Bell that rings te this mecting pla- 
ce cuery day at two a clock, and. 
whem I heard ſo ſolemne a ringing, 
I thought it had been to | 
Church dewotton, not toa drinking 
aſſembly. | 

From Zuric I went by wather , 
that is, vpon the lake a whole dayes 
iourney , and paſlcd vnder a bridge 
of wood which croflcth quite ouer 


the lake for two miles. Its cnter- 
tained at the colt of the Xing of 
Spayne , to palle the ſoldiers 
which he often rayſeth in the ad- 
KCent Countryes. 


From 
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From hence I went to Corre, or 
Cear, the head towne of the Gr:- 
ſons. The Bisbop and the Clergy 
of the great Church , with ſome 
few others living within the pre- 
cincts of the Cloiſter of the great 
Church, are Catholicks, and per- 
forme their deuotions inthe Church 
without controll: the ret of the 
inhabicants are Sw:rgl1ans,and pol- 
ſelſe the towne ; yet they ſuffer the 
Bishop, and his Clergy to liue 
quietly in the midſt of them. They 
chewed me here in this Church,di- 
vers fine Relicks , eſpecially the 
Head ( enchaſed in ſyluer ) of our 
ancient Brutan K mg Lucine,the firſt 
Cbriftian king that cuer made pro- 
feſſion of Chriſtian Religion, and 
the firſt who helpr to plant it here,

Between theſe two countrycs of 
the Gri/ons and th: YValtalire,ſtands 
the great Hill Berlimo: ouer which 
I paſted ; and fell from thence upon 
Poſciauo a little bourg ,and fo to our 
Ladyes of Tirazo a neat Church 
with a fair Inn hard by it. 

Others , to auoyd the ſnow of 
Berlino , arc forced new and then 
(as I was once ) to paſlle ouer the 
mountain Splug , which is hill 
enough for any traucler.

Y fourth voyage into /taly.g yo. 
| was from Lyons againe and ,: 
Geneua , where I now tooke the, 
Lake on my left hand, and paſſing 
along the * Fug of Sauoye, | came 
to Boyeretta , a little Village, and 
ſo ro S. Maprice the firſt towne in 
the YValettans country, This towne 
is fo called from S. Maurice the 
Biauc Commander of the TLeban 
Legion, in the primitive times, and 
who was martyred here for the pro- 
fefſion of Chriſtian Religion toge- 
ther with his whole Legron. Hence 
an Abbey was built hcte by Srgrſ- 
mond King of Burgondy, and called _ 
S. eManrice. The Va- 
Now, , this country 1s called the leſtans. 
country of the /Valeſians , from the 
perpetuall Yalley in which it lyeth. 
The 
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The pcople haue for their Prince 
the Bishop of Son the cheif rowue 
of the country. Their Yalley is 
abouc four daycs iourney long, be- 
ſides their hills which are two more: 
Moſt of their little rownes and Y1l- 
lages ſtand vpon hill ſides, leauing 
all the plain country for tillage and 
PR—_—_ Their houſes are low 
and darke, many of them hauing no 
windowes , and the reſt very little 
ones.

they are all Catholicks, finceare 
honeſt men, of ſtout courage, yet of 
innocen: liucs, much ſnow quench- 
ing their luſt, and high mountain;

Vanity , the harbingers of YL ce. 
They haue $short hairon their heads, 
but beards folio. They are got 
lo farre into the grande mode, as to 
wearc breeches and doublets ; but 
thats all: for otherwiſe their clothes 
looke as if they had bcen made by 
the Taylors of the old Patriarck;; 
or :s if thefashion of them had b:en 
taken out of old hangings and ta- 
pittry.

In fine , both men and wo- 
men here are great and maſſiue,and 
not eaſily to be blowne away : fo | 
that I may iuſtly ſay of chis people, | 
as Cardinal Bentinoglio (ayd of the 
Swiſſers , that they are good for the 
Alpes, and the Alpes for them.

ſo lurley as we expected from (> 
rugged a brow of hills : but when 
wee came to the ſteep of the hill 
it ſelf Afounr Sampion, ( one of the 


great Staircaſes of Italy) we were Mount 
orced to compliment our horſes, Samprone 


and go a foot. It was towards 
the very begining of October when 
we palled that way, and therfors 
found that Hill in a good humour; 
otherwile its froward enough. Hauc- 
ing in one houres time crawled yp 
the ſteep of the Hill, we had two 
houres more ridcing to the Yullage 
and [nn of Sampron : where arriuc- 
ing, we found little meat for our 
| ſtomacks , and cold comfort 
r all the hot ſtincking Stowe. 
At laſt haueing payd for a dinner 
here , though we {aw nothing we 
could cate , we were the lighter in 
purſe, as well as in bedy, to walke 
D well 
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well that afternoone , rather then 
that afterdinner. To delcribe you 
the rough way we had between 
Sampion and Denedra, downe hill 
aiwayes , or fetching about hills 
ypon a narrow way artificially made 
out of the ſide of thoſe hills, and 
ſometimes ſticking out of them, as 
if it had been plaiſtercd to them , 
were able to make my pen ake 
in writing it , as well as my leggs 
in walkeing it. And here Ll found 
the Prouerb falſe which faith , rhat 
rs good walking with @ horſe m 
ones hand : for here we could nci- 
ther ride,nor lead our horlcs ſecures 
ly , bur cither rhe one , or the 
other were in danger of ſtumbling, 
that is, of falling ftiue hundred fa- 
dome dcep. For here, as well as in 
warre , ſemel tantum peccatur,a man 
need but ſtumble once for all his 
lifetime : Yer by letting our horſes 
go looſe with the bridle on their 
necks, and makeing a man go be- 
fore each horle , leaſt they $should 
iumble one another downe ( as I 
once law the like done by horles 
n Sw fertand) we arrived fafcly at 
Deneara,

This houſe of Sawoy which now 
gouerns here , came anciently 
from Sr1guardo King of Saxory,in 
the yeare of Chriſt 636, and hath 
a it ſelf cuer ſince , that 
is, for a thouſand and odd years in 
2 continual ſeries of heroical Prim- 
ces, whole Pedegree was neuer vi- 
tiated nor interrupted by any de- 
gencrate off{pring. Fiue Emperors, 
and four Kings hauc yſlucd out of 
this houſe. 

Anciently the Dukes of Sauoy kept 
their Court at Chambery, or elsat 
Bourg en Breſſe, a country now be- 
longing to France , vpon exchang 
with the A arquiſat of Saluzzo 3 
as many of their tombes curiouſly 
cut in marble in the Auguſtins 
Church there yet shew. It was 4- 
madeo the Vof that name, Duke of 
S4#oy » that transferred the Court 
to Turin.

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Sauona ( anciently called Sabarie, 
or Sabatium ) is the ſecond towne, 
or cldeſt daughter of Genua ; and 
like a good daughter indeed $he 
ſtands alwayes in her mothers pre- 
ſer.c2,yert Keeps her diſtance: it-be» 
ing within ſight of Genwa, yet hue 
and twenty mils off, It ſtands ypon 
the Meduterrancan Sea, or , aSthey 
call it here, vpon the Rinrera dt 
Genoa, 1ts fortihed both by art and 
nature,thar is, by regular Fortifica- 
$10ns towards the Sea, and by luſty 
Apennm hills towards the Land; 


Yet whiles Saona fcarcd no danger 


from either Sea, or Land, it was 
almoſt ruined in the yeare 1648. 
by fire from heaucn, to-wit , /:gth- 
»mg; which falling vpo agreat Tower, 
in the midſt of the towne, where 
gunpowder was kept, blew it vp 
ypon a ſudden, and with it , threw 
downe two hundred houſcs round 
about it , and houſes of note. For 
paſſing thar way fix months after, 
and walking among the ruines,. I 
ſaw in many of the houſes, which 
were but half fallen downe, curi- 
ous painted chambers and hne 

guilr 
% 
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guilt roofes, which shewd me of 
what houſe many of thele houſes . 
had been ; and of what weak de- 
feace guilt roofes and painted walls 
arc againſt the artillery of hcaucn 
thunder and lightning. 

T his towne 1s famous in hiſtory 
for the interview of two great kings 
here , towit , Lenprs the XII of 
France , and Ferdinand King of 
Naples. This interview paſſed with 
demonſtrations of mucuall ciuili- 
tyes, not ordinary in interviews of 
Princes. For Zens feared not to go 
into the Gallyes and ships of Fer- 
dinand without gards and vnarmed: 
and Ferdinand remained for many 
dayes together in thistowne belong- 
ing then to Zewss, whom he had 
lately ſtipt of the Kingdome of 
Naples, and beaten him to boot in 
a. battle. 

Of this towne were /[ul:#5 Secundys, 

and Sixtus Quartus, two Popes of 
the houſe of Rower: : and two great 
(ardinals, Peter, and Raphacl 
Riari. 

Embarking at S4a#ona in a Feluce 
we rowed along the Shoare ( called 
la

Bur Go want of ground an 
earth , they make heauen pay for 
it; taking it out in the height of 
their houſes what they want in 
bredch or lcugth.

ing breath freely. 

Yer I muſt except the Strada 
Noxa here , which for a ſpirt , fur-

But that which is the moſt 
taking in Gerya , is that which is 
out of Genya ; | mcanc, the ſtately 
Suburbs of San Pietro in Arena, 
where for a mile together , Yullas 
adorned with marbles, painting, ſta- 
tues, Gardens , Arbours of Gel{o- 
min, Orange , and Limon trces , 
—_ ponds , Giuochi d'acqua , 
ountains, high wales, with shades 
borne vp by Marble Pillars &c. 
compole of many pallaces and gar- 
dens, ſuch a beautifull Landskp , 
that the whole place ſcemed to mee, 
0 
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to be the charming Paradiſe of the 
King of the Aſowntans anciently 
and I was almoſt going to ſay,that 
we durlt not bleſſe our ſelues, leaſt 
this enchanted place should haue 
Vanished. The belt Villas, or Pal- 
laces here, are thoſe of Hieronymo 
Negro , and that of the [mperrals: 
the firſt beautifyed with all the 
graces of /talian furniture, as allo 
with Gardens, Walks, Ponds, Wa. 
ter works, Allees &c: the other, 
beſides all theſe, hath an excellent 
Proſpett: for the maſter of this 
houſe can ſee out of one window 
of it , twelue thouſand crownes a 
= of his owne , onely in let 
ouſes, The other Pallaces here 
expe I should fay ſomething of 
them, and they deſerue it well ; 
bur realy to giue them their full 
due, I can onely fay this of them, 
that they aught to be ſeen by the 
eyc, not deſcribed by the pen.

E itz bonne 
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bonne bouche, It ſtands vpon the 
Seaſide , and ics garden towards the 
Sea is built vpon three rowes of 
white marble Rayls borne yp by 
white marble pillars, which aſcend- 
ing by degrees, is ſo beautifull to 
behold from the Sea,that ſtrangers 
palling that way to Genwa, take this 
garden for aſccond Parad:ſe.. In the 
midſt of itſtandsthe rare. Fowntain of 
«may , repreſenting the true 
lookes of Braue Andrea D*Oria the 
Heptune of the Ligurian Sea, and 
the man who put his country out of 
L t#ery, and taught it, not toſcrue. 
All along one fide. of this Garden, 
ſtands a Cage of Iron , about 
a hundred paces long ; and fo high 
that it fetcheth in a world of laurel 
& other trees , clad with chirping 
bnds of ſcucral forts ; and to make 
the poore birds belceue that they 
are rather in a wood , then in a 
priſon, the very (age hath put euen 
the wood it (elf in priſon. Then 
w—_ into the Pallace, we found 
it moſt. curiouſly adorned with ra- 
rityes,and riches , ſutable ro the 
guntrys humour, and the maſtcrs 
purlc 
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urſe. Its true, when this Qxeen 
of Spayne paſled from Germany into 
Spayne , by the way of Milan 
and Genua, the Goxernour of MM i- 
lan told her, that she should ſec in 
d'Or:as pallace here , many fine 
things , but all borrowed of the 
townſmen. Which d'Or: hearing 
of before hand, cauſed to be writ- 
ten ouer the great Gates of the 
Pallace, where the Onecen was to 
enter and lodge , theſe words in 
Spanish , By the grace of God , and 
the Kings fauour, thers nothing here 
borrowed, It may be, the cunning 
Gonernonr of eMilan thought by 
telling the Qween this , to oblige 
the Uuke L'Oria to preſent ſome 
of his beſt things to the Quecn, to 
Shew her that they were his owne; 
as its ſayd, the late Duke of Buc-- 
kimgkham did in France , by break - 
ing his dyamond hatband4 among 
the Court Ladyes, who ſayd he had 
oncly borrowed it ; but the wile 
Halien by this trick, both kept his 
owne, and yet latisftyed the Queen. 
Indeed he hath things here both 


00 good to be giuen away , and 
111} L092 
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too great to be carryed away: wit- 
neſl thoſe rare Sylwer tables which 
are in his Warderobe, one whereof 
weigheth twenty - four thouſand 
pound weight. From the Pallacewe 
were led oucr the ſtreet to his great 
garden vpon the hillſide , where all 
the graces that can make ypa gar- 
den, arc found. 

As for the Gonerment , fashions, 
Wealth , firength, and 7mereſt of 
Genxa, 1 found them to be thus. 

Their Goxerment , is Demo+» 
eratical , or Popular , by a Doge 
( choſen enery two years )and cight 
Senators, who jiue with him in the 
Pallace , and afliſt him with their 
counlell. The greas Connſell here, 
which is the foundation of the 
Gouerment , conſiſts of four hun- 
dred men choſen indifferently out 
of all the families of the towne. 
Theſe deliberate with the S:gno- 
7:4 of all things that belong to 
warre or peace. Anciently, as I 
hinted before, Genwa was vnder the 
French domination , till Andres 
D'Or: let it free. Hiſtories write 
of it that Berengarins the third, _ 

c 
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the Saratzms, ſoruined Genua, that 
they left it ſwiming in its owne 
blood : Which ruine was forewarned 
by a prodigie of a fountain of blood 
which rann in the very ſtreets of 
Genxa. It had like to haue ſwmme 
a ſecond time n its blood , when 
Lewis the XII of France cnterin 

into Genus vitoriouſly with fred 
in hand ,threatning the viter ruine 
of that people ; was pacifyed by the 
nehorns' = cryes of four thouſand 
little Children, who clad in fack- 
cloth and placed in the great P:az- 
24 cryed out to the Ag in _ 
a piercing accent , M1ſericordia c 
Pieta, Mercyand Pity. But fince 
Genua thocke off the French Toke it 
hath liucd perpetually Gealous of 
the Frech,eſpecially ſince it diſcoucr- 
ed, ſome years paſt , diuers a:tempts 
of France againſt ir,whilestheFrench 


had Portoloroone and Prombi 
ongo 0 b no. Their 
Fashions. 


For this reaſon, the Genweſs leane 
much to the Spauth Fattion ; and 
Fashions following Fattion , they 
leane alſo much to the Spanish 
Fashioyboth in humour and apparel. 
Hence I found here broad hats

ritches with long waſted doublets 
and. hanging flecucs , to be « la 
mode, as well as in Madrid.

ouergrowne /"eri:igals of whale-bone, 
which bcing pur about the. waſte of 
the Lady, and full as broad on both 
ſides, as she.can reach with her 
hands, bearc out her coats in ſuch 
a huffing manner, that she appears 
to be as broad as long. So that.the 
Wmcn here with their little cloſe 
britches , looked like rwmblers that 
leap through thekowps :and the wo- 
men like thole that danced anci- 
ently. the Hobby. horſe in country 
A ummings. Two of thele Ladyes 
meeting. one. another in theſe 
narrow ſtrects. , make as great 
an Embarrad , as two carts of hay 
do ypon London bridge: and 1 have 
ſeen their Ladiships lirangely puz- 
zled, how to iugglc themlicines into 
a narrow Sedan , or Lutar : indecd 
half of my Zady hangs out, For my 

part 
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art I admire that this 1calous Ke- 
lick doth not feare , leaſt ſome 

| of thele Ladyes ( vpon a diſguſt) 
' Should carry a. ſet of little $hore 
gwnns vnder her coats, and vnder 
pretence of preferring a petitionto 
the Senate allembled , giue them a 
broad fide or two , and make a 
horrible confuſion in the Republick, 
If all this bulk of clothes , which 
make the women here looke like 
haycocks with armes and heads , be 
allowed them by their wile huſ- 
bands, to render them more vilible, 
and lefle able to go privately into 
any ſuſpeted "nel , its good'/po+ 
licy : otherwiſe , moſt certain it 15, 
that the wifes gownes cheat horti- 
blythe Zuſbands britches , of almoſt 
all the ſtuff, I haue onely heard 
( and it was from a Nobleman of 
Genua) of one Lady here that made 
right vicof theſe Guardinfantaszand 
it was Shee , who ſecing. her onely 
lonn ( a- yong nobleman of Genus 
about cighreen years old ) alrcady 
condemned to priſon, and readyto be 
condemned to the ſcaffold for a 
heynous crime , got leaue to vilit 
him

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him in priſon as often as she 
pleaſed ; and art laſt, by meanes of 
a good Guardinfanta of ſteele , in- 
ſtead of whalc-bone , the tooke vp 
her ſonn vnder her coats in that 
Guardmfanta, and marching out of 
the priſon grauc'y , ag She vied to 
do, by leaning vpon two ancicnt 
women , as the Fashion is here for 
reat Ladycs to do , $he carryed 
im home ſo; and being there dels- 
wered of him a ſecond time, with- 
out a m1dw:/e, She ſent him pre- 
ſently out of the country to benutrſ- 
ed and kept. Thus she ſaucd her 
famil.es honour, Was not this atrue 
Guardinfanta, which preſerued thus 
the life of a child > But was not this 
alſoa gallant mother that went with 
a child who was full cightcen years 
old when his mother bore him? T he 
onely pitty was , that this gallant 
mother had not che happinell once 
to be mother of a gallant ſonn, 
ſeeing she had had the trouble of 
bringing forth ſuch a ſonn twice. 
As tor their Riches, I am told 
they palle not a m1{lon and two 
hundred thouſand crown a yeare. In 
deed 
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deed the King of Spayne Philip thell 
abouc a 46, of 5k ago, borrowed 
of this Repwblick, che ſumm of ele« 
ven millions, and keeps them till 
in his hands , to Keep this Re- 
publick in awe; yet paying the in« 
tereſt duly vntothem. So that the 
Common purſe here is nothing ſo 
rich as that of Yenice , though the 
particular men here are farre richer 
then thoſe of Yenice. They haue 
great trading both with Franceand 
—_ , and are great Banquiers 
makcing theC age,in all the bancks 
of Europe go as they pleaſe. Belides, 
they vtrer a world of Taffeta,Vel- 
wets, Sattins , Points of needle worke 
and diuers other things of Value. 

As for their Strengih, its enough 
to defend themſelues, ſcarce enough 
to offend others. ForGensa is backd 
vp by the Apennins, where all pal- 
ſages are eaſily made good againſt 
inuaders; and itis ſo well fortify- 
ed on the other ſide by the Sea 
it (ſelf, twelue or fourteen good 
Gallyes, twenty ships of warre , and 
Its incomparable ſolo , that they 
could ſcullle notably in their owne

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fre) of Bullen in his holy —_— 
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defence. Belides , Genya is fortifycd 
not onely with-its Hills ai.d- Sea, bur 
alſo with its new walls and bull- 


works of ſtone ; nay ,- and with its. 


Bonewalls too, that is, with a La- 
cedemonian wall of a world of inha- 
bitants,and with the 11luſtrious Fa» 
milies of 4'Oria, Spinola, Grimala; 
Sault, Durazzus, Catanes ,- and 
others, whoſe ſeueral names would 
$9 almoſt for ſeucral armyes: Yer 
tor a need , they can rayſe thirty 


thouſand men, and arme them well 


out of their Arſenal.I confelle here - 
tofore they were ſtrong enough to 
offend others; For they made warre 
againſt the Piſani, and worlted 
them: They ct: alſo vpon the / 
land of Corſica, diſtant from Genua 
about a hundred miles , and tooke 
it. This Iland gaue theR epublike 
of Genua more honour then pro- 
fit : for it being once a Kimgaome, 
giues ſtill ro Genxa the title of Se- 
ren!ſſime, anda Cloſe Regal Crowne 
oucr its Coat of Armes. In ine, the 
Genueſi were ſtrong enough hereto- 
fore, to lend great fuccours to G od- 
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of Hieruſalem. Hence vpon the very 
Arca of the Holy Sepulcher inHlie- 
ruſalem , are wricten thelc words : 
Prepotens Genwenſium preſidinm., 

As for their /ntereſt , it ſeemed 
to mee to be farre more -_ , 
then French, by reaſon of the great 
profit they draw from Spayne,which 
correſponds with the rich Stare of 
Milan in men and- monyes, by 
meanes of the Genweſs ; yet they arc 
well with all (briſtian Princes, ex- 
cept with the Duke of Savoye who 
pretends to Sauna. 

As for the Learned men of this 
towne , I find-them not to be (fo 
many. The rich Banguier 1s more 
eltcemed here , then the learned 
Dizine. Yet I finde here allo lume 
famous for learning,towit, Baptiſta 
Fregoſus, or, Fulgeſus, who for his 
ſingular parts being choſen Dogeof 
Genua , and by his owne dilloyal 
kinred chaſed from Gouermentand 
country , comforted himſelf in his 
ſtuddyes 3 and haueing obſerued 
many particular things in hiſtory, 
he reduced them to heads, and lctrt 
vs aiuſt yolume of Memorable ſay- 
1ngs 
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tmpg:and Deeds of the ancients : for 
which work he is ſtiled by Alberto 
Leandro , the Valerins Maximus of 
Jtaly. He wrote in Italian, and 
dedicated his booke to his Sonn, 
The other learned men of this 
towne arc /[uſimnianus, Balus, Maſe 
cards, and Chriſtopher Columbms, 

Genua alſo hath giuen to the 
Church three Popes, «Adrian the 
V. Innocent the IV , and JInwocent 
the VIII, 
The Aca- Here is an Academy of Wits call- 
demy of ed the Adermentati ; which roge- 
Wis. ther with the other Academyes of 
the like nature in all the townes 
of [taly, I would wish myTravel- 
ler to viſit particularly , that he 
may fſce how farr the okians Cx - 
cell vs in paſſing theic time well,and 
how its much better to ſpend the 
week in making of Orations and 
Ferſes, then in drinking of Ale and 
{moaking of Tobacco, 

He that deſires ro know more 
of Genna, let him read Auguſiinu 
Tuſimianus of the Hill Wy of Geuus. 

Having (pcnt ux «doycs in Gena 
we agiced with an honclt /e:tur'ro 
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about four little dayes iourney from 
hence. In another voyage 1 went 
from Gena to Twrm by Monferat 
| and ſaw in my way Now:( of which 
| by and by) Trino, Caſale one of the 
ſtrongeſt places of Jraly; hauing a Caſale. 
ſtrong (:radelle, a ſtrong Caſile, 
ſtrong towne-walls and ditches;and 
Alexandria della paglia a frrong 
towne ſtanding vpon the Po. Altzau- 
Bur now at this time, leaving 4, 
Genua , and intending for A1rlan, 
we rid through SanPrerro d' Arena, 
by the Carthuſians Monaſtery, ouer 
the Apennin Hills , and in a day 
and a fl, came to Nos. 
N owt is a little ſtrong towne 4Vow- 
belonging to the Gemneſs , and 
Frontier to the Milaveſi. Its ſome 
twelue miles diſtant from Tortows 
the firſt frontier towne of the State 
of 21:lav: and becauſe theſe Fron- 
tiers were then peſtered with Baw- 
dits, a noble man of Genxe , who 
was in our company , beggd of the 
Gonernour of Now , a;Conuoy for 
himſelf and vsto ſecurevs to Torrons: 
The Gouernour preſently granted 
VS 


to condutt vs to A:lan which 1s Monferas |

| 
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vs a (onmoye of eight or ten horſe- 
men : but thofe very men he gaue 
vs for our Conuoye , were Bandits 
themſclues , who being banished 
from the State and towne of Gena 
for their milſdemenours , had 
two months a ycare allowed them 
to come freely into frontier townes, 
and negotiate with the State, 
Thele men were thought by the 
Goucrnour to be our ſafcit gards 
in danger, who were the onely 
men that cauſed danger, Hauing 
been thus conuoyed fafcly by our 
honeſt rogues paſt all danger, we 
paycd them ſome three P:/toles; 
and fcard no more danger, till we 
Should meet with ſuch ſeruants as 
theſe another time. I confeſle , it 


ſeemed at firſt 2 fearfull thing , to- 


ſee our lelues in the hands of thole, 
who had their hands often in blood: 
yet there is ſuch a charme in a Go- 
wermours parole ,. that we thought 
our {clues as wellarmed with it, as 
if we had been $hot-free ,and had 
had all the Spells of Lapland aboutvs. 

We had no ſooner partcd from 
theſe our guards , but paſſing ouer 
a 
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a little river on horſback, we en- 
tred into the Zſilaneſe , land came 
at night to Toriona a ſtrong fron- 
tier towne of the e2ileneſe,where 
Charles the Y III of France , in his 
returne from the conqueſt of Vaples, 
beat the Yenitians and the Ailaneſs 
in a battle, 

From Tortana we went the next 
day to Paxiz, the ſecond towne of 
the ſtate of M1 112n,and once the Scat 
of twelue Kings of the Longobards. 
It ſtands ypon the riuer 7:cimnm , 
and hence its allo called in Latin 
Ticnum, Heres an VUniwerſuy,cuher 
founded or furnished at fhrſt , with 
readers, or by readers of the Yn:- 
werfity of Oxeford, The Cheif Col- 
ledgesare, that of Pius Quintus, and 
that of S. Charles Boromeus, The 
other remarkable things here, are. 
1 The Domo, in which lycth buryed 
the body of a holy Bishop of this 
towne- Called Sauli, who was con+ 
temporary to S. Charles Borromens 
and of the ſame Paſtoral ſpirit and 
zeale. Neare the great doore of this 
Church(on the inſide ) they shew 
you a little maſt of a boate which

rought from Raxenna hither by 
victory ; and it had like to haue 
been carryed back againe to Ra- 
wenna by Victory. For Lotrech the 
French general im the takeing 
of this towne haucing granted 
this Statue to a loldier of Ra- 
werna ( who lerucd vnder him, 
and who haucing mounted the 
breach firſt, asked nothing for his 
recompence , but that ſtatue taken 
anciently from hisnatiue towne) Yet 
afterwards moued with the genero- 
fity of the trownſmen ( who hauing 
left all chings elſe with ſome pa- 
tience, to the prey of the ſoldiers, 
burſt into tears when they heard 
that this ſtatue was to be taken 
from them) Lotrech changed his 
gift to the ſoldier , & left the Ci- 
tizens of Paxia their deare Statue.

buryed. It was tranſlated hither 
out of Sardinia by Lunprandus King Brow.

water vpon his hands ; and the third 
pong him the Towe!. Some lay 

e refuſed to bee ſerued by Bourbon , 
looking ypon him as a revolted 
Trayter , rather then as an ennemy: 
indeed the braue French Knight 
Bayard ( ſurnamed, the Chewalier 
ſans peur who died in this battle, ) 
being found expireing in the feild, 
by Bourbon, whoſayd to him, Poore 
Bayard \ I puty thee z aniwered him 
with all the courage and life that 
was left him; No, Traytor, f am 
not to be pittyed , who dye mobly 
ſerumg my King and country : but 
ihow rather art to be pittied , who 
lineſt 
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dineſt & Traytor to thy king and 
country. As for the King he was led 
iſoner into Spaywe, where he was 
pt at Afadrid till he payed bis 
ranlom, Hence the Spanzards brag, 
that they had once a French kh mg 
priſoner, and the Freuch had neuer 
any King of Spayxe priſoner : bur 
the French anſwer, that their King 
had not been priſoner had he fought 
as the Kings of Spayne do of late, 
that is, by Proxie,and not in perſon. 
Howeuer this Francis the brit de- 
lerued better fortune, being APrwee 
of great courage and honour, and 
a great louer of his (ouldiers, For 
not long before, he had beaten 
the Sw:ſers in the battle of Sar 
Donato, where his ſouldiers fought 
for him with ſingular courage and 
zcale. And hce had deſerued it all: 
For he was ſo good to his ſouldiers 
in that expedition , that he would 
ride vpand downe the campe in the 
night,tovilit the wounded {ouldicrs» 
and help them to all neceflaries} 
commanding cuen His owne sheets 
to be cut in peeces to binde vptheir 
wounds.

other, 15a ſtately Monument. Inthe 
Sacriſty we were showne many hne 
Relicks, much rich Chyurch-plate,and 
a Curious back of an Altar of Twory 
cut into hiſtorics after a rare miner, 

Paſſing from hence we came to 
AMilan, This towne is furnamed 
the Great ; and rightly , ſeing it 
carrycs full ten miles in compaſle 
withinthe walls. It hath ten gates

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toit ; two hundred Churches with« 
in it, and three hundred thou- 
ſand fouls dwelling in it. Hence 1t 
was ancicntly called Altera Roma 
a ſecond Rome, both becaulc of its 


greatnell', and becauſe of its other The D ut- 
titles, which made it looke like c#) 


Rome. Its the Head of the beſt [a 


Ducky in Europe, which is a hun- 
dred miles long from North to 
South, and containeth four hundred 
towxes in it, Its called Milan quaſ 
Midland , being a pure Mediterra- 
nean Towne, and hauing (which is 
a wonder) not ſo much as a riucr of 
its owne running by it; but is onely 
ſerued by two Channels cut out of 
the Ticme and the Adder. This 
towne hath heretofore ſuffercd 
much by warre; great townes being 
the faireſt Markes to shoot at, and 
Milan hath been forty times shot 
at by Szeges, and twenty times Hic 
and taken, haueing had the misfor- 
tune to haue been vnder diuecrs fac 
tions and Rulers: as the Emperonrs, 
theTurriamythe Viſcontt,the Sforze, 
the French, and thc Spaniards, who 
now Keep it,merce al ( aſtello,which

as moſt of the other fine Churches 
of /taly are. Thereare alſo ſix hun« 
dred white marble ſtatues ſet round 
about the outſide of this Church , 
each of them coſt a thouſand 
crownes. That of S. Bartholomens 
with his skin vpon his arme ; and 
that of Adam, arc two peeces much 
admired,and are of the hand of Chri- 
Bophero (bo, The Fromiſpice is not 
yer finished : but if that be the true 
deſigne of it, which I haue ſeen in 
pictures , in the Capxcins Cloiſter 
in Rome, it will be moſt ſtately. 
The Chwrch it ſelf is fayd to be 250 
cubits long. Neare the Qnyre , and 
almoſt in the middle of the Church, 
lyeth the body S. (harles Borromeas 
in a low vault, turned now into a 
Chappel , open at the top with low 
rayles round about it ; The inſide of 
this Chappel is hung with hangings 
of cloth * old, ouer which runns a 
cornish of ſjluer plat nayled to 
the wall.

as a rare thing; and worthily,lince 
the Emperour Charles the V, had 
the curioſity to lee it, and with the 
point of his daggry to try whether 
it were inlayd , or onely paintcd;

againe for a memorandum. In this 
Church, as alfo inthe C hapterhouſe 
and C/orHter of this Conuent , lye 
buryel many Readers of the Law, 
who hauing liucd hcre by the Lawy 
dycd-here alſo by the Lawof Na- 
ture.

I confeſle , I Rirred not out of 
my Inn that night , becauſc far 
Florence( as the Proucrb calls her) wal 4s 
is not to be ſeen in fowle linnen , F/970766- 
and rideing boots : bur getting vp 
betimes the next morning» I gaue 
my eyes ſuch a breakfaſt as Princes 
eyes would bee glad to feed vpon. 

But before | come to the parti- 
culars of what 7 ſaw in Florence, I 
will conſider it in great, and then 
come to the Detail of it. Florence, 

Diuers good Authors are of opi* 
| nion that this towne was firſt built 
| by Syllas foldiers, to whom he had 
gignen this ſoyle for their ſeruices 
done him in his C:#il warrs. They 
built it neare the current of two 
riuvers( Arnoand yn) and from 
thence it was called at firſt Flu- 
enria (as Coblentz, in Germany,from 
the mecting of riuers , is called 
(onfluentia.) Afterwards by the In- 
habitants it was called Floremtra , 
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by reaſon of the fruitfull ſoyle which 
made it florish with all delicacies; 
as allo for the Rorishing wits of 
the inhabitants , who were to fa- 
mous anciently in point of witt, 
thar the very Romans vicd to lend 
their children firſt inco Toſcany, to 
be bred in learning and Religion » 
and then into greece to learne 
Gr-e>& and P/ ofophy. 

Haueing enquired the name of 
this towne , I began to defire its 
better acquaintance , and attained 
It calily in a months ſpace which I 
ſpent here: The things I obſerued 
molt werc theſe. 

1. The Chappel of S. Lamrence, 
which 15 the ncateſt thing thar cuer 
eye beheld. All the inlide of it is 
to be ouercruſted with /aſper ſtones, 
of ſcucral colours and countryes, 
with other rich ſtones , all aboue 
marble, and all ſo ncatly polished 
and $shining , that the Art here ex- 
ceeds the materials. This Chappel 
is round , and round about are to 
by fixed within the walls , as high 
as 2 man can reach, the Tombes of 
aul the Great Dukes of Florence , 1 
Fl 
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s moſt gailanc manner , and of 
molt cxquiſi polis'.: {tor s, wich 
1 great CnSl1tnt of LON?) ri 41 [rone, 
and a Ducdl www. of retiOous 
ſtones ropoicing vpun trat cusben, 
Oucrt chcle 267 ces the Raucs of 
all the Great wk;s, a tull length, 
and in their Dnc.cl katns , ali of 
bralle giitlt, are to ve placed in 
N:cbes round about the Chappel. 
The roof is to Vauled all ovncr 
with an ouercruſting of 7 aprs La- 
Aut: ( a blew pretious (tone with 
vaines of gol! in it)wuichw 11l make 
itlooke hike heauen it ſelf. Berween 
each row be arc inlayd in the walls, 
the armes, or Scutchions of the fee 
ueral townes of the Great Pukes 
dominions, all blazoned according 
totheir tcucral colours in herauldry, 
by ſcueral pretious ſtones which 
compole them : and theſe are nor 
made in little , but are fair great 
Scurchions made purpolcly of a larg 
liſe for to fill vp the voyd places 
between the Tombes, The townes 
are thele 3 Florence, Siena, Piſa, 
L inorno, Volterra, Are&KX&o, Pſtota, 
Corton# > eHonePulciano Cc, 


which 
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which contributed ( I ſuppoſe ) 
ſomething each of them to this coſtly 
Fabrick.in fine, this Chappel is ſa 
rich within with its owne $hining 
bare walls, that it ſcorns allhang- 
ings , painting, guilding , mobs 
work, and ſuch like helpers off of 
bare walls , becauſe it can find no- 
thing richer and hanſomer then its 
owne pretious walls, Its now aboue 
> ws cen years fince it was be- 
gun , and there are ordinarily 
threeſcore men at work dayly here, 
and| yet thers onely the Tombe of 
Ferdmand the Second perfetly h- 
nished. The very Cxshen which 
lyeth vpon_ his Tombe, coſt three- 
{core thouſand crownes, by which 
you may gelle at the reſt. indeed 
theſe ately Tombes make almoſt 
death it ſelf looke loucly , 
and dead mens ashes grow proud 
againe. As for the Alter and Ta- 
bernacle of this C/a pel , 1 will 
oo of them by and by , when I 

eſcribe the Gallery of che Great 
Duke, where they are kept till the 
Chappel be finished. 

2.. The Church of S. Lanrence, 
To 
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which belongs to this Chappel, or The 
rather to which this chappe! be- Church 
longs; is a very hanſom churchde- of S. Zoe

things that grace this church are 
the ncat double row of round pillars 
which hold vp the roof of this 
Fabrick, The picture oucr the 
Quire painted in the roof, repre- 
ſenting the genaral judgement, 
Its a bold peece and of Pontorno: 
The two Brazen pulpits wrought 
into hyſtorys by rarc Donatello: 
The curious deligned picture of S. 
Anne and our Bleſſed Lady , in 
chiaro & ofcuro , by Fra Bartolomeo, 
| commonly called Del Frate , is {0 
wel a deligned peece , that a Duke 
of Mantua, haucing ſeen it, offered 
to buy it at any rate , but vas re- 

fuled. Thenew Sacriſty ( made to 
| ſerue the fine Chappel deſcribed 
aboue ) deſerues to be carefully vi- 
lced , becauſe of the bodyes of the 
Princes of the Family of Medices , 
which are depoſitated here, till 
the (happel mentioned aboue, be 
finished. In this new Sacriſty alſo 
are (ccn, the four ſtatues made by 
H M ichact 
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Atichael Angelo repreſenting The 
Day , the N:ght, Aurora, and the 
Euening ; the four parts which 
compole Time , by which all men 
are brought to their Graues: T hat 
which repreſents I :ght, is a rare 
ſtatue, and hugely crycd vp by all 
Sculpters and V wtuoſs, Sce allo in 
the W.ll of the old Sacriſty the 
neat Tombe of John and Peter Me- 
dices fonns of Coſmus ſurnamed 
Pater Patrie ; Its the worke of 
Andrea Yarochio, In the midi(t of 
this Church, before the H:gh Altar, 
lyes buryed Coſmus Pater Pairie 
the Rayler of the AMedicean fas 
wily, In the Clorſter ioyning to 
this Church, is ereted the Statue 
of Paulus Towrus the Hiſtorian; and 
ncarc to this ſtatue you mount vpa 
pair of ſtairs to the rare Z,1brary of 
Aanuſeripts called , Bu liatheca 
T1 anrentiana,the Catalogue of whole 
bookes is printed at Amiterdame 
an: 1622,1n oftauo. 

3. The Gzllery of the old Pallace. 
T his is that Gallery lo famous, and fo 
frequently Viſited by all Strangers. 
At yourcntrance into this Gallery, 
you 
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you ſce a Vaſt long roome made 
hkc an L: on the left hand of this 
Gallery, there runns a perpetual 
glalle window ; on the other tide 
are let a row of pictures in great, of 
thole of the Hecdicean Family : 
ynder the windowes , and alfo 
ynder the fayd Pictures ſtand a row 
of curious Marble ARatxes , ancient 
ones all , and of prime hands. Ouer 
the fayd windowes and Pictures 
runns a cloſe row of lelle Pittares, 
repre{enting to the life, the molſtfa- 
mous men of later times for /earn- 
mg , and Armes; the ſoldiers being 
on the right hand, and the (chol- 
lers on the lefr, The Fatues afore- 
fayd are well nigh a hundred in all, 
but all rarc ones: Some whereof I 
yet remember , and they are theſe: 
That of Leda, of Diana, of Bac- 
chus , of Hercules , of the Gladiator 
Randing on his gard , of Scipro 
Africans in braſle, shewing the 
ancient habit and dreſle of the old 
Romans, farre different from our 
modes : that of a /utle yorg youth 
in brafſe with his ſword in his hand : 
that of a lutle boy ſieeping vpon a 
H ij touch ſtone: 
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rouchftone : The head of (icero in 
marble : that of Sexeca : the Head 
of Aichael Angelo Bonarota in 
braſle of his owne hand makcing:in 
fine, the head of Brutws one of Ce/ars 
murderers;:It was begun inmarble by 
A ichael Angelo, but informedly ; 
and ſo left by him: If you will know 
the reaſon why he finished it not, 
read the diſtick written in braſlle 
vnder this head by the ſayd {culptor 
himlſclf, thus: 
M., Dum Brut: effigiem Sculptor A. 
de marmore ducit, 
B. In menters ſceleris Venu, & F. 
abſt inutt.

particular notice 0 theſe Souldicrs, 
of Hannibal that frighted Rome:

made the Great Twrk afrayd to 
fight with him : of Yenerus that 
helprt to winn the battle of Lepento:

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of (orteſinsThat found out new coun- 
erycs : of Magellanw that found 
out new Seas : of Andrea D Orin 
who beat the Frenchby Sca : of 
Gaſton de Foix who had beat the 
Spaniards by land if he had bur 
knowne how to vie his Victory: of 
the Duke of Alua, who onely la- 
mented deying that he had neuer 
fought a pitchd battle with the 
Turks: of Anre de M ontmorency who 
dycing was glad to dye in a pitchd 
batle againſt the Hwmgonors: ofE ccelms 
the Padwan Tyran,ot whom fo man 
can Speak any good : of Caſtruc's 
of whem no man can ſpeake any 
111; with a world of other brauc Heros 
with whoſe truc lookes I was

yery glad to be acquainted. Among of Zearn- 
the pictures of the learned men I e4 Mev. 


tooke particular notice of theſe 
Italians, to wit , Petrarckh , Arioſto, 
Joannes Caſa, Poggio, M acchianel, 
Gurciardin , Paulo Jowio , Sanna- 
24arie , Bocaccio, Platina, Brunel - 
leſch:, Michael Angelo , Raphael 
Vrbin, Columbus, Americw , and 
Galileo , with many others toolong 
to rclate , and too many+to be re- 
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memberd. Hauing thus gazed ouy 
fill at theſe ſtatues and pritwres, and 
by particular taking notice of- 
them , complimented the great 
Worthyes they repreſent, we where 
let intothe great Cabinets, or Cham- 
bers which joyne vponchis Gallery. 

Firſt , we ſaw the Armory, 
that is, three or four great cham- 
bers full of exotick curioſityes : 
as, the habits of two Indian Kings 
made of Parrats Feathers {owed 
rogether : the habits of ſome 14» 
niſjaryts in Turk y , of read veluet 
ſer thick with little nayles of gold, 
whichthey can take out and dreſle 
vp other ſutes with : the habit 
of the King of China: the shjn of 
a horſe paſted vpona woodden horſe, 
the mane of which horle is. kept 
there in.a box all at length , and it 
is aboue hue clles long: This horſe 
had been ſent to the Great Duke 
by the Duke of Lorraime, Then we 
were Showne. Hanribals Helmet: the 
Helmet of Charles the V ; the 
ſword of Henry the IV of France; 
a curious Helmer thin and light, 
and y et of musket proof; a huge 
hcauy 
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heauy Helmet and ſword of one of 
the old Paladins of France; the true 
ſword of Scanderbeg, a world of 
Cmetars, ſcabards , capps , ſaddles 
and other Tw1k:ish furniture fer 
thick with Twrguo:ſes in gold; a 
great gurn, whole thick barrel is 
of pure gold , and yet as longas 
an ordinary fowling pcece, and as 
heauy as a ſtrong man can well 
leuel with : its valued at 1 yoo pil- 
tols, and shoots twice as farre as 
another gunn of iron doth , bur 
kills ( 1 belecuc ) with the ſame 
payne that others do, though with 
a little more honour. Here is a 
great piſtol of gold, Then the bona 
notte, or ſer of piftols ( hue piſtol 
barrels ſer together inan iron Frame) 
to put into your hat, and to be all 
Shot off at once from thence, as you 
ſeem to ſalute your encmy and bid 
him 5 Geod n:ght, The Piſtol with 
eighteen barrels 11 it , all to be shot 
oft at once and {catrering detperatly 
about a Roome. {ix little cannons 
ſct in ſtarre wiſe, The little Braſſe 
Cannon which may be taken in 
peeces preſently , and fer together 
H 11) as 
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as ſoone, and ſo be carryed eafil 
into any ſtceple , or tower : ſuch 
Cannons as thele might caſily be 
carrycd in dcep countrycs, and ouer 
high mountains, cuery Soldier car- 
rying a peece. The ſtatuc in braſle 
of the Xing of Spayne, Philip the 
fourth on horſeback , inſt of the 
bigncſl of that of gold which the 
Great Duke (cnt to the fayd King 
of Spayne for a preſent ; It was 
made by rare John d: Bologna. 
Then I ſaw the armour for horle 
and man of two Kings of Perſia. 
The armour of the Great Duks 
F erdinand, 'a goodly man. T he King 
of Srwodes Cornet taken in Germany 
wa a battle. The bwuckler with the 
Heduſes head on it, painted by 
HM ichael Angelo. A Turkish Bell 
to ring in time of battle, A horne 
vied in Turkey to call men to their 
Mok yes inſtead of bells, as we 
hauc. The hcad of a halbard 
ringing like a bell. A halbard to 
fould vp in three, and to carry 
vnder your cloake priuatly. A 
ſtaff of 4 whue cane , in which are 
curiouſly engraucn in black, the 
hyſtorycs

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hyſtoryes of the Apocalip/ſe. It was 
the Duke of Yrbins.) In fine, the 
loadſtone holding vp threeſcore 
pound weight of iren, and holding 
one key to an other, for a matter 
of five , or ſix keyes. 

After the armory,wewere let into 
the bue Cabinets full of pretious 


jewels, pictures, and other rare cu- her. (4 
riofityes. In the firſt Cabiner, I was ber. 


showne a curious Clanaleſtick to 
hang 'e in the middle of a roome 
with ſcucral branches ſpreading 
from it, and all of yellow Amber , 
including within it a world of little 
figures of white marble or waxe , 
neatly cur in little, and appearing 
through the tranſparent yellow am- 
ber: This Candleſtick was giuen by 
the Ducleſſe of L unebourg , to the 
Duke of Saxony , and by him to 
Prince Mathias brother to this 
Great Duke of Florence. In the 
ſame Cabinet I ſaw a Table of po- 
liched ſtones of ſcueral colours and 
luſtre, inlayd into birds and flowers. 
The head of Tiberiw Ceſar in one 
Turky ſtone, as big as a Ducks cgg, 
and of an incftimable value. A cu- 
H y r104s 
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rious cabinet , or two, of yuory cupps 
brought out of Germany by Prince 
Aatthias. In the lame Cabinet I 
ſaw the picture of Cardinal Bembe 
in a neat Moſarck; work 5 and an 
other pcece of dincrs birds in mo- 
faick alfo,. rarcly done by Aarcel- 
[us Proutne talts, IL. law allo there di. 
uers little old Pagan [tols in. iron, 
and bratle. A detigne of Raphaels 
owne hand;and ſome good pictures, 

In the 2 Cabinet 1 law two great 
Globes, which were made in this 
roome, being too great cucr. to be 
carrycd out!, or brought into it by 
the doore. 1 {aw alſo here a cus» 
rious table of polished ſtones repre- 
ſ{cnting a cowne In Bohemia , w.th 
diue's pictures of men, horſes, and 

Landskips: where there 1s. a rree 
repreſented moſt naturally, becaule 
It is repreſented by. the very wood 
of a rree Peirifyed into ſtone ,. and 
looking like wood as it was ; and 

Shinning like polishd ſtone , as it 

now is. The ſt-:1#es, or buſtos of 

three or four of the Great Dukes, 
in Porphyry. Acurious lovking glalle 
oucr the inlide of the. doore, which 
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placed diredtly ouer the piture of 
a man, contracts into it the picture 
of a woman ( that mans wife) which 
you (ce plainly in it: drawing thus 
Ewe out of eAdam againe by a cu- 
rious reflexion, 

In the 3 (abinet I was showne a 
curious table of polished ſtones re- 

relenting perfe&ly the towne and 
Gi of I :1gorne, A great Cabinet 
of Ebeny belet with pretious ſtones 
on the outſide, and with thc hiſto- 
ry of the holy Scriptures curiouſly 
exprelled in miniature in ſcucral 
little ſquars of rich ſtones ſet here 
and there. In the top of it, there 
is a German clock,, now out of or- 
der, and no man dare mend ir, 
Within this great Cabinet I ſaw the 
paſſion of OMY S 4u10uY curiouſly Curt 
by 1 ichael Anoelo in yuory ( lay 
they) bur I belecue its ip white 
waxc. There isalſo in it the hgures 
of our Saxour and his twelue ef - 
poſtles in yellow amber with their 
heads in w:; ue amber : All thelc (c- 
veral pecces arc nut fecn at once , 
bu: come vp into light one aker 
another , as the man turns them. 
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This Ebeny Cabimet was ſent to 
the great Duke by the Duke of Ba- 
waria , and its valued at fourſcore 
thouſand crownes : I belecue , if it 
were to be fold, it would not yecld 
forty thouſand crownes ; but its han- 
ſome, ſayth Seneca , for thoſe that 
receiue courtelics, to value them 
high. Here are alſo ſome piftures 
of great value, as the Adam and 
Exe of the hand of eAlberto Dureo, 
an original peece valued ar 1500 
crownes. An original Yenus of 7i- 
tian, that in the Poggio Imperiale 
here( of which below) looking bur 
like a good coppy of this. Here are 
allo ſeueral Perſian chairs, and other 
good originals of prime hands, 

In the 4. Cabinct,called 71 7r1buns 
we law more riches then in all the 
others. This Tri1b«no is a great roome 
built rofid with aCxpola,whole yault 
is painted with a deep fanguin red, 
ſer full with the $hells of Mother 
of pearle. The walls of this roome 
are hung with grecn 61k, and loa- 
den with exccllent pictures of the 
prime maſters of the world, Titan, 
Kaphacl, Andrea del Sarte, Vinct , 
Hans 
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Hans Holbain, V andike and others, 
The S. fohn Bapriit is of Raphaels 
hand; as is alſo that of Leo the X. 
with twoCardinals, Iul10 Medici, & 
Cardinal Rofſ: behinde him. The 

i&ture of South well priuie Coun- 
{elour to Henry the VI11, isof the 
hand of rare Hans Holbain. The 
picture of our Lady with our S4u:- 
our in her armes 1s of the hand of 
Andreo del Sarte. The picture of 
Cardinal Bentizoglio ſitting in a 
chair, is of the hand of Yandke.. 
There is alſo a rare pifture 1 m:- 
nature of Giulio Glorios hand , and 
three fair peeces 1» mniaryre of an 
Anguitm Friay yet living , and a 
man of great cſteeme ; hauing taken 
the right courſe to be famous, that 
is, to make but few peeces , but 
theſe finished with all the patience 
which mmature requires. In this 
tribuno I ſawalſothe famous Nayle 
half gold, half iron, made by the 
famous eAlchimiſt Thurnheuſer, 
They $hewed me alſo a great lump 
of gold, not yet ſtamped into coyne; 
two $hells of Mother of pearlewith 
their two pearles ſtill ſticking to 


them 
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them,and iuſt as they grow : Tlie 
Pearles, are rich pearles and round; 
Thetwo peeces of ''mmerand rocs , 
the one (carce formed yet into perfect 
Emmeraul , but onely begun : the 
other quite fiuished and. green. 
Then two cloſe cupbords within the 
walls of this rovme , in which I 
ſaw 4 world of curious c#pps and 
Vaſes of cryſtal, eAgate, Lapis 
Laxxl: , and other ſuch curious , 
but brickle matter, yer of rare fa- 
brick and Shape : They value them 
at two hundred thouland crownes, 
The //nricorns horne , and the ala- 
baſter pillar are not to be forgotten, 
The great Cabimer of Ebeyy ſtan«+ 
ding at the further end of this 77:- 
buro, full of ancient meddals of gold 
ſHluer,. and lrafſe , of the ancient 
(onſuls , and Emperors , all digeſted 
into their leuerall ſeries; and yet 
this Cabinet 1s almoſt as rich with- 
out, as it contains riches within ; 
being (et withour with precious 
ſtones of a vaſt biggnell and value ;to 
wit, a-Saphir as broad as a twcnty 
Shilings peece, and half an niche 
thick ; a ruby full as great, but farre 
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richer ; an emmeraud not iufcriour 
to the reſt; x pearle as big asanor- 
dinary wallnut; a world of Dia- 
monds and other lcfler ſtones, bur 
all of (o great value, that this Ca- 
binet , with that which is in it , is 
valued to be worth hue hundricd 
thouſand crownes. Laſtly , I ſaw 
here the great round rable made of 
inlayd pretious ſtones, pol1shed neat- 
ly ; a table able ro make the moſt 
hungry ſtomack forget its gumbe 
ing, to feed its eyes vpon the 
vnroaſted birds which togerherwith 
curious flowers cempole this admi- 
rable table; Pearles, Rubies, Saphirs , 
Cornelians , Enmerauds, Lapis 
TL aIuly &c. are employed here 
artificially ro the makeing of theſe 
birds & flowers. Youl conceive better 
of this table when 1 $hall tel] you 
that it is worth a hundred thou- 
ſand crownes , and that it was 
hfrheen yeares in makeing, and yer 
thirty mcn wrought at it dayly. In 
the midſt of it is the great Balle 
of the Armes of the Duke of Flg- 
rence 1n pretious ſtones. 

The 5. Cabinet ſtanding at the 
tucther 


The 5.Ca- 
binet- 
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further end of this Gallery , con- 
taineth the Altar and Tabernacle , 
which are to be ſet vp in the new 
Chappel of S. Laurence delcribed 
aboue. Hauing viewed them {ix 
ſeuerall times exactly ( as I did) 
you will perchance be of my - 
nion, that this Tabernacle made for 
to keep the Bleſſed Sacrament in , 
Is able, ornothing is able , to make 
a mends in ſame fort, to our S4- 
wronr for his courle lodgeing in 
Bethleem , when he was borne in a 
fable and lodged in a manger. The 
cryſtal pillars curiouſly wrought, 
and being a full clle long , with 
their Caprtell: of pure gold : the 
four like pictures of pretious ſtones 
which were fiuc yeares cach of 
them in cutting : the Varicty of 
ether pretious ſtones let thick here 
and f 3 re , and of great lize : the 
neat contexture of other polished 
ſtones of (euctall colours and luſ- 
tre : the picturesof inlayd pretious 
ſtones, which compole the Arre- 
pendiym of the Altar; the variety 
of rich Cameos which are ſct hcre 
and there, and cut into pictures : in 
nc 
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fine, the whole compoſure of this 
Altar and Tabernacle , being the 
height of wit and riches, I can 
neither deſcribe enough , nor you 
admire ſufficiently. 

4. Hauing Bs ſcen the Gal- a iv 
lery and adioyning Cabryers, Sy 
was preſently led into another 
_ of this Pallace , where I ſaw 
the Great Dukes Argentaria , or 
Plate.Entring into thisgreat ſquar 
room, I law twelue great cnptords 
as high asthe roome , {ett wich ex- 
cllent plate in all kindes. In one of 
them they shewed me a whole (ere 
uice of beaten gold , as diihes, plats,

curious little Cabiners beſet with.

pretious ones ; two other [words 
| with their hilts of gold curiouſly 
wrought with Diamonds; a Dagger 
ſutable to one of them and of the

In an other 
cupbord they Shewed me the four 
great /y/uer be 1po5ts enameld here 
and there , and fer with polished 
ſtones of diuers colours: T hey were 
made for the marriage bed of the 
now Grea: Princeſſe daughter to 
the late Duke of Orleans. In an 
other thcy shewed me a curious 
Antependium for an Altar , all 
of bearen gold ſet with Pearle , 
pretious ſtones , and the picture of 
Coſmus the ſecond m the mid- 
dle of it, of curious enameled 
work, with his Dacal crowne let 
with Diamonds very richly ; all 
along 
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along this Amtependiam aboue , 
runns an Inſcription in letters com- 
ſed of many rubies, each letter 
_ two fingars long, and import- 
ing thele words:

In another cupbord I was showne

fore the Great Duke', and. the beſt 
dancers are recompenced with an 
honorable reward. 

6, From hence I was let into 


the long Corridor, or cloſe Gallery The long 
which runns from the new Pal.. Corridor. 


lace to the old, ouner the riuer , 
and ouer thetopps of houles ; for 
the ſpace of half a mile, with many 
turnings and windings. Irs very 
vicfull for the Prince when he will 
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go ſec his pretious Treaſyre in the old 
Pallace , or els go priuately and 
hearc how uwiliice1s miniſtred there. 
For the Grear Duke Francs gaue 
order toBuortalentt, a rareArchiteR, 
to break a window from this Corridor 
into the great roome in the old 
pallace , where the magiſtrats render 
wſtice , bur yet ſo privately that 
none $hould perceine it. The Ar- 
chicect did it, by ſetting vp there 
the Dukes armes at large , and 
breaking a window behinde them 
ſo imperceptibly , that the Great 
Duke through thelittle holes made 
in the ſix boyles of hrs armes, could 
both hearc and fſce how J[wubtice 
was rendered there by his officers. 
And one day hearing a poore ww 
man oppreſied by an vniuſt fſen- 
tence, he (cnt for the Iudges, and 
reprehending them ſeuercly , he 
reucrſed the former ſentence, and 
hearing the cauſe a new himſelf, 
pronunced Sentence for the poore 
woman.

be built by Luca Pi, after thede- 
ligne of Bruxell:schi : bur the cx» 
pences growing too great for Pit:s 
purce, it. was bought by the mother 
of great Coſmus the 1I, and after- 
wards carryed on by her to that 
perfection we now lee it in , and 
which makes it one of the prime 
pallaces of Europe. The deligne of 
ir ( for it is not yetall quite built] 
is to be a perfc&t Roman H, with 
double roomcs on all tides, As you 
aſcend vp to it, by an caſy aſcent 
from the (trect,it preſents you with 
a fair broad ide of building, in 


which I counted two and twent 
great windows all in a row, and all 
a like, and all of them checkt v 
on either Fide by Sine ſtone pillars. 
The fashion of building 1n this 
ng Ir in moſt of che beſt pal- 
aces of Florence , is that which 
they call in architecture, la ma- 
mera ruſtica ; where great freeltones 
are made aduanceing a little one 
ouer the other. Entering into the 
Pallace, we ſaw the fair court ; and 
in theend ofit, the Grotta or foun- 
tain witha larg balin , in whick 
they

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they keep fich for preſent vſe. 
T his Court is fquar , and open 
onely on one hide towards the gar- 
den , but hedged in with a high 
terraſle of ſtone, whoſe top is leuel 
with the ground of the garden. 
Beyond: this rerraſſe and court , 
Iyes a fine green {pot of ground 
lcucl with the firſt ſtory of the pal- 
lace, and half compalled about 
with a demicircle of layrel trees 
high and thick. Vnder theſe trees 
of the demicircle , riſe vp ſtone 
feats, ſix rowes high, like the ſeats in 
an Amphitheater ; and capable of 
ewo thouſand mcn , who may all 
fit here with caſe, and behold the 
{ports of Caualry which are oftcn 


exhibited vpon this fair green {pot 


of ground by the nobility : the 
Great Duke and the Court behold- 
ing all this from the windows of 
the pallace, while the reſt of the 
robility and I adyes are ſeated con- 
ueniently in the eAmphitheatey vn+ 
der the trees. The reſt of this gar- 
den is curiouſly ſetforth with 
thickets of bayes , clole shady 
walkes, fine high open walkes oucr 
looking 
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boking both the towne and coun- 
try, great ponds of water, a v.orld 
of ſtatues of marble and ſtone, a 
rare round halin of water , with 
fountains and much wetting (port; 
the place for birds and beaſts; che 
curious /ce houſe and coole Cellar 
ynder it, where the melting ice 
dropping downe vpen the barrels 
of wine, refresh it lo exceedingly, 
that in all my life time I neuer 
drunck fo coole , as I did at the 
tap in this cellar. Bnt to rcturne 
_ to the pallace, from whence 
this garden hath led me; from the 
arden, wealcended into the cham- 
--- of the Great Dukes apperti- 
ment, and found them moſt lump- 


tuous, both for conteiuance and fur- 
niture, Some of them are painted 
ouer head by Prerro 41 Cortona the 
prime painter now living : others 
expet his returne againe from 
Rome, and ({corne to be painted by 
any hand bur his: in another cham- 
ber, we were showne the hiſtory 
of Saleucus giuing to his onely lonn 
eAmrchus(languihing and pincing 
away with the louc of his mother 

IN 
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inlaw) his owne beloued wife Stra- 
ronica ; Shewing by this ſtrange, and 
vuick example , that paternal loye 
1s greater then Conjugal. All this 
Iscarely painted ypon the wall ouer 
the hangings. In another cham- 
ber ( the Great Dukes chamber of 
Andienc ) I ſaw a ſute of hanging 
Valewed at a hundred and fifty 
thouland crownes: The Ground of 
them is cloth of gold , vpon which 
are embrodercd a world of birds, 
beaſts , flowers, trees, rivers , Land- 
sk1p5 in ilk and fyluer; and in ſuch 
a rich manner, that I take this to 
one of the faireſt ſutes of hangings in 
Ewrope, In another chamber here, 
I ſaw a rare colleion of pictures, 
all originals, and of the beſt hands 
in the world , Titans, R aphaely, 
HM wchael Angelos, Andrea del Sar- 
ror, and many others. The beſt of 
them is that of Raphael , and 
painted by his owne hand. This

And 
after all the roomes of this houle(as, 
the coole low ſommer roomes , the 
waking roome,, the ſcucral appar- 
timents of the Great Prince fonn 
of the Great Duke, and of Car- 
dinal Tohn Carlo, Prince A1latthias, 
and Prince Leopold all three bro- 
thers of the Great Uuke, and all 
lodgeing at once in this great Pal- 
lace) by ſpecial fauour , we got the

Going from the Great Dukes 
onſtins Pallace, we fell preſently vponthe 
Church, Anguſtins Church. This is a neat 
Church deſigned by Brunelleſcht , 
and much beautifyed with hanſome 
pillars. The Tabernacle and High 
Altar coſt a hundred thouſand 
crownes, and yeeld to few in /taly 
for ncatnell and ſtate. Behinde the 
High Altar in the very end of the 
Church, is a rare picture of our 
Sauroxr abloluing the poore woman 
catched in adultery. The confu- 
ſton that _— in the face of this 
woman, makes it appeare what a 
rare painter Allor: was ,who made 
this picture, 

9. Paſling from hence ouer the 
bridge ( where fourc white marble 
ſtarucs repreſenting the four ſcatons 
of the yeare ſtand, all made by 
eHichael Argelo) we came tothe 
Piazza of the Gran Duca, where 
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I law the Equeſtris ſtatue of Coſmus 
the Great in Brom&e, with his Vic- 
toryes aud prime actions in the 
pedeſtal, of the ſame metral. Ar 
the corner of the old pallace in this 
P14zza, (tandsthe braue Fowntar'n, 
with a Neptune, Tritons, and Ne- 
rerdes, Neare the gates of the pal- 
lace here, ſtand two ſtatucs of more 
then Gygantean bulk : that of Va- 
wid is the hand of A rchael Angels: 
and that of Hercules killing Cacys 
is of the hand of Bandinelli. The 
other (tatucs here in the Portico 
hard by,are much crycd vp for rare 
peeces » as thar of Per/zas 1n braſle; 
that of the rapt of the Sabin , in 
marble; and that of /#4:th in bralle 
holding a ſword in one hand, and 
Holofernes his head in the other,

11, Going from the PiaxIs 
towards the Domo, we were pre- 
ſently ſtopt by the Church of S. 
e Michael a ſquare flat Church ,

S. e:- ſtatues, if not of gold, yet worth

their weightir gold, The beſt arc; 
that of S. Atatthew in braſle made 
by Lanrentius Cion : that of S. Tho» 
mas in brafſe thouching the lide 
of our Sautour with great demon- 
Rration of diftdence 1n his lookes, 
is of eAndrea Y arrochios hand. That 
of S. Peter in marble is excellent for 
the Drappery of it. That of $. 
George in marble , is comparcd to 
to the beſt in R ome, and hath been 
prayled both in Proſe and verſe: 
that of S. Marke hath fo graue 
and honeſt a countenance, that AZs- 
chel eAngelo ( a competent iudge ) 
ſtopping one day to behold it , and 
being 
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being asked what he thought of ir, 
anſwered : if $. Marky had Such 
a countenance as this, as its likely 
he had, a man might almoſt, for 
hislookes ſake, = Dk all that he 
wrott : for neuer did 1 ſee ( fayd 
hee) any man haue more the lookes 
of a good man, then this. 

12. Going from hence we were 
preſently at the Domo. This, I 
belccue , was the fineſt Church in 
Italy when it was built. It was an- 
cientiy called S, Reparatas Church; 
bur fince it is called Santa Marie 
Florida, a fic name for the Cathe- 
dral of Florence. The foundations 
and architeQure of it were contriuc- 
cd by Arrolfo ds: Lapo, a Dutch. 
man, and 4 ls manera rnſtica, (ayth 
V aſart of it, In his lifes ofpainters. 
Its one of the ncateſt Churches 
without, that I cuer bcheld ; being 
clad in whue, red , and black mar- 
ble, but irs onely white plaſtercd 
within, with pillars of a darke co- 
loured freeſtone. What if the Ar- 
chiteR of this Church were ſome- 
what of Diogenes his minde ? and 
as Duogenes thought the world 
I 1j would 
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would be turned vp fide dowuc one 
day ; ſo this Archite@ thought that 
the world would be turned inſide 
out one day, and that then his 
C:urch would bee the faireſt in 
the world , and all lined with 
marble: As ir 1s, it lookes a little 
hypocritically ; though the ſtruc- 
ture within be of a notable con- 
triuance, On the top of it ſtands 
mounted a fair (#pola (or Tholns) 
made by Brynelleſcht a Florentin. 
This was the firſt Cupola in Eu- 
Yepe;z and therefore the more admi- 
rable for hauing no /dea afcer which 
ic was framed ; and for bcing the 
Idea of that of S. Peters in Rome, 
after which ſo many yorg Cupolas 
in Rome, and cls where , haue been 
made ſince. Hence it is ſayd , that 
Michael Angelo comeing now and 
then to Florence ( his natiue coun- 
try ) whiles he was makeing the 
Cupola in Rome of S. Peters Church, 
and viewing attcatiuely this (wpols 
of Florence , vſcd to ſay toit ; Come 
re non voglio : meglio dr te non poſſo. 
Its ſayd allo that Branelleſchs 
maKcing this (upela cauled Ta- 

| Werns 
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werns , cookgshops, and loageings,to 
be ſer vp in it , that the Ah 
might ry all things neceſlary 
there , and not ſpend time in going 
vp and downe: and he had reaſon: 
for this (wpole from the ground be- 
low, to the top ofall the Lamerne, 
is two hundred and two Braccie, or 
yards high. Theſtrarghr paſiage from 
the top of the cu = to the round 
braſen ball, 1s thirty lix yards high. 
The Ball is four yards wide, and 
capable of four and twenty men: and 
the crolle at the top of this ball, is 
eight yardslong. The ſtraightpaſage 
vp to the Ball is neatly contriucd , 
like a round chymney of white 
marble, with hols on both {1des,and 
brazen ſteeps crolle thoſe holes , to 
climbe vp eaſily, by hand and 
foots, the paſlage being clane and 
ſmooth. From the top of this (upo!e, 
takeing a perfect View of Florence 
vnder ys, and of the whole connry 
about it , with the fight -/ :p2 
thouſand Villes or country h192!cs 
ſcattered here and there , round 
about the towne , We came downs 
againc to view the inlide of :

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Church, It is about three hundred 
feot long, from the great doore tothe 
Dwurre, and from thence to the 
end almoſt two hundred more. 
The Qwzrre is round , and perpen- 
dicularly vnder the Cypola , being 
of the | Sh bigneſf: and vpon ſo- 
lemne daycs when the wax candles 
are lighted round about it, it lookes 
gloriouſly: otherwiſe in wintertime 
it ſecms too dark, The High Al- 
ter, which ſtands in this Qurre, is 
plain, like thoſe of ancient Carhe- 
&rals, and adorned with a rare (ta- 
tue of a dead Chriſt in white marble 
made by the hand of Bandinell:, 
Looking vp from the Quire to 
the (wpola , you ſec it painted on 
the inlide with the repreſentation 
of heauen, hell and Purgatory. The 

inters were Georgio Vaſar: and 
Thaddeo Zucchari. Behinde the high 
eA [tar arc the rare ſtatues of Adam 
and Exe ,by the hand of Bandinells. 
neare the doore of the Sacrifty, you 
may read an inſcription , importing 
how that in this towne of Florence 
had bcen held a General Cemnncell, 
where 
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where the Revnionof the Latmand 
Greek. Church had been made. The 
golden Diploma of this vnion writ- 
ten both in Latin and Greek, and 
ſubſcribed vnto by the hands 
of the Pope and Cardinals onthe 
one fide ; and by the Emperour 
of Conſtantinople with the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople and the Greek Biſ- Leandro 
hops on the other fide; and authcn- Albert, = 
ticated by the leaden ſeale of the Deſeripr: 
Pope, and thc golden ſeale of the fral. 
fayd Emperour, 1s kept in the Ar- | 
chinus or Regiſters of Bologna. In The Coun- ; 
this Council both the Pope of Rome cellof Fle- | 
Ewugenius the IV. and Paleologys Te» #4 
the Emperour of Conſtantinople, were 
_— with- the creame of B 15hops, 
th of the Eaſterne, and Weiterne 
Churches; and in this Councell not 
onely the Proceſſion of the Holy 
Ghoſt from the Father and the Sonn 
was vindicated; but allo Purgatory 
was proued to the Greeks out of 
their owne Greek Fathers , as well 
as out of the T.atin Fathers ; and 
diucrs other. points of ceremony and: 
practiſe were aflertedand made good. 
Vuto all which the ſayd Emperour 
lv and 
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and Patriarch, and the other Greek 
Brshops(except reſilell ALarcusE phe. 
ſinus ) ſublcribed ; as did 'allo the 
Armenians , Ethiopians, Georgians, 
and /acobites , who all hereupon 
were admitted to Communion by 
the Roman Church. In fine , in this 
Church you ſec the ſtatuesof diuers 
Saints who haue been eArchbrs/ ops 
of this towne ; and rhe Tombes of 
divers famous men; as of EM arſilins

flat at top , and cruſtcd all oucr 
with curious little polighed marble 
ſtones, marble pillars,and ſtatues: ſo 
that (as (harles tie V. laydof it) 
if it had a caſe to couer it withall 
and hinder it from becing ſeen tov 
frequently , men would flock thi- 
ther arjthe takeing off of this coucr, 
as to (ce a wonder. Indeed its a 
kind of wondez to ice, that inthrce 
hundred years {pace , not the leaft 
part of that ſteeple ( a!l cruſted ouer 

VJ with 
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with marble ) is perished. There 
arc diuers good ſtatues on a!l-fdeg 
of it, but the beſt of: them all is 
that of the Zriccone , or bald man, 
made by Doxatelle, which hee him+ 
ſelf eſteemed ſo much , that when 
he would: afhrme any thing ſeri- 
ouſly, he vicd to ſay: Alla fe ch'iv 
port al mio Zuccone-: and the ſame 
Donatells hauing finished it, (poke 
to it in'ieft , and layd: Fauella, 
korſy , fanella; o tt venga 11 caca- 
Jangue : ſuch good conceits haue 
fantaſtical men of themſclucs- and 
their owne works. 

14. Neare to the Dowo allo, 
ſtandes the Bapriſtery , or round 
Church of S. lo/n, where all tho 
children of the towne are baprizcd. 
The brazen dores of it (three in all) 
arc admirable, eſpecialy that which 
lookcs towards the Great Church, 
of which e/ichel Angelo being 
asked his opinion, anlwered , that 
it was {o well made, that it might 
ſtand at the entrance of Parad:/*. 
Theſe dores arc all of Braſie hil- 
toricd into figures , containing the 
remark 
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remarkable. hiſtoryes of both the 
Teſftaments. They were the worke 
of braue Laurentins Cron, who {pent 
fifty yeares in makeing them: a long 
time, I confeſle; bat this is it which 
Apelles called eternitars pingere , 
ro worke things that will our laſt 
bralle and be famous for euer. 
Within this Bapriſtery, I ſawa ſtatue 
of FS. Mary M agdalen of the hand 
of Donatello; and'its a rare pcece 
it you' conlider Magdalen in her 
pennance. Heres alſo a neat Tombe 
of Baltaſſar Coſſa,once called /ohn 
the XXIUIII, but depoſed in the 
Council of Conſtance, forthe peace 
of the Church. The Tombe of this 
Baltaffar looking ſomething like a 
cradle, may be called the cradle of 
the greatnell of the Medicean Fa- 
mily, For ſome writers ſay, that 
Coſmus eAMedices furnamed after- 


wards, Pater Patrie, being heire of Alfonſo | 
this Baltaſſar Coſſa ( who diced at 1 ofths in | 

Florence , In the houſe of John ij; Com 
HM edices ) With the money that he pend Hſe 


found belonging to him after his ;,\ 
death, did {ſuch good dceds to the

the name of Pater Patrie;and to his 
Family, that credit , which got ir 
afterwards the ſupreame command, 

15. I cannot omit here to take 
notice of a little rewnd pillar in the 
PiazRas, neare this Bapriftery, with 
the figure of a tree in iron nayled 
to it, and old words engrauen vpon: 
wn unporting , that inthis very x 9s 
Rood anciently an Elmerree, which | 
being touched calualy by the hearſe | 
of S. Zenobins , as they carryedit {| 
here in proceſſion, the tree pre- 
ſently hereupon budded forth with 
green lcaucs of ſweet odour though 
in the month of /[angary.. In mc- 
mory of which miracle , this pillar 
was ſet vp in the ſame place for a 
memorial. 

16. From thence going to the 
Church of $. Mark belonging to the 
Dominicans, I (aw there the Tombe 
of S. Antoninus Archbishop once of 
this towne, and a Fryar of this ordcr. 
The Tombe is vnder the Altar in 
a neat Chappel on the left hand), 
made by Jehn di Bologn«, In this 
Church allo 1 ſaw a rare picture of

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S. Mark, , made by Bartholomeo 
del Frate, it ſtands full in your 
light as you enter into the Church; 
and a man muſt be blind not toſce 
it, and dull not to like it. On the 
left hand , as you enter into- the 
Church is the Tombe of Picus A1t- 
raudula commondly called the 
Phan of Princes, with this Eps- 
taph written vpon the fide of the 
all, 
Joannes iacet hic eMirandula, ca-

Fr T agus & Ganges, forſarn & An- 
tipodes. 
Neare this tombe is a fine piffure 
ypon an eAltar, where two LZinle 
Fngels are made playing vpon Aſu« 
fical inſtruments. Thele Angels are 
held to be the rareſt peeces that can 
be ſcen in painting. They are of 
the hand of Baritolomeo del Frate. 
In the Cenuent of theſe Fryars I ſaw 
often their ſti]l-houſe, where they 
make, and (ell, excellent extrac- 
tions and cordiall waters. There is 
allo a neat Library here filled with 
good books. 
17. LIurning from hence on the 
lefc 
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ſcft hand, I came preſently to ths 
Annuntiata,a place of great deuo- 
tion. The pictures of Faith and Chae 
r1ty onger the Arch'in the Antiporte, 
or open portch' built ypon pillars, 
are of the hand of [acomo Pontorng 
being but yer nineteen years old; 
which when Aſichel Angelo firſt 
ſaw, he fayd: This Jacomo if he 
continue thus, will carry vp'paint- 
ing to the skics. Entring intothe 
little court that ſtands before the 
Church dore, you' ſee it painted 
round about in Freſco by rare hands, 
Thoſe peeces that Andrea del Sarto 
made, are the beſt , and his head 
in white marble, is ſet in the wall, 
In the cloyſter, ouer the dore that 
gocs into the Church is ſcen a rare 
picture in freſco vpon the wall, of 
the hand of Andrea del Sarto. It 
repreſents our B. Lady with our 
Sautour vpon her knee , and S: Jo- 
ſeph in a cvmbent poſture leaning 
upon a ſack full uf, and reading 
m a booke. The picture of the 
Bleſſed Virgin is admirable for 
Iweerneſl and majeſty. This picture 
is called La Madonna del Sacco, 
and 
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x got An1rea {uch credit, that 7:- 
11a himiclt preferred it before all 
the peeces he had cuer (cen, and 
vicd often to fay : that it grieued 
him, that he could not often fatiate 
his ſight with the bcholding of 16 
rarc a picture : and Michel Angelo 
talking once in Rome with Raphacl 
Vrbin concerning painters , fayd 
thus to him : There 15 vn hom: e-tro, 
a little fellow in Florence (meaning 
this Anirea ) who had he been 
employcd in great matters as thou 
art,would = thee ſweat againe, 
V irtrwoſs make a great diſpute which 
of thoſe three painters was the moſt 
excellent : Raphael Vrbm, Mr- 
chel Angelo,or Andrea del Sarte, But 
the wiſeſt giue cuery onehis particu 
lar praiſe or excellency: Raphael was 
excellent in colors : M ichel Angeloin 
deſigne: and Andrea in mein 

things ſeeme to be of riliewo, an 

looke as God made them , that is, 
pulpyand riſcing vp like liuingflesh. 
Haucing thus admired the worke of 
Andrea we centred into the Church 
of the eAnnunciata, and there law 
the curious {yluer Altar , behind 
which 
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vpon the wall, is Kept the mura- 
eulous pitture of the Annunciation 
which giues the name of Annun- 
ciata to this Church, The littk 
picture of our Sawur, about a foot 
and a half long, which is ſeen ypon 
the ourtlide of the Tabernacle , 15 of 
the forclaydeAndreashand, & much 
eſtcemed, In this Church lyeth 
buryed Baccro Bandimell: a famous 
Sculptor, in a curious marble rombe, 
with his owne, and his wifes picture, 
engraucn in marble by his owne 
hand , Behince the Quzre lycs bury- 
ed Joannes di Bologna , a famous 
Sculpror alſo, as lus ſcucral works 
tn Florence shew him to haue been; 


as the Rape of the Sabins, Before | 


the old pallace. The Centaure in 
the ſtreets. The Chappel of $. Au- 
$onmus in S, Markes Church. This 
Chappel inthe Aunwxciata here; and 
the golden horſe and man ſpoken 
of aboue in the Dakes Armory , 
do wittneſl. 

138. From hence hauing firſt ſcen 
the Sretue of the Great Dake Fer- 
dinand onhorleback in bratle, which 
ftands in the praxzga before the 
Annuncate, 
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Annunciata, 1 went to the Church 
of the Franciſcans, called Santa 


Croce. This Church is of a large Sartih 
Crece- 


bulk and height, but ſomewhat too 
darke. The lidc eA/tars arc many, 
and chceked with round pillars , 

and adorned with excellent pictures. 
The pulpit would become A C/ ry- 
foſteme , or A Chryſologue : Its of 
mwhrie marble, in which are grauen 
the moſt notable ations of >. Fran- 
£15 in 4 baſſo riley, 1 neuer beheld 
it, but 1 found ſome new graces in 
it. Somewhat behinde 1t,necre ro a 
lictle doorc, is the Tombe of Aſt- 
chel Angelo, the Triſmegiſt of Jtaly, 
being the greateſt Painter,the great- 
elt Sculptor , the greateſt Archi- 
tet of his time, Hence ouecr his 
tombe, and vnder his picture, arc 
placed three women in white marble, 
repreſenting Archuettare, Paming, 
and Sculpture , holding in their 
hands the ſ(cueral inſtruments be- 
longing to theſe profeſſions. If you 
aske me whether of the two, Paimt- 
mg, or Sculpture, is to be preferr- 

ed , though a blind man being 
cholcn iudge once of this quettion, 
when

when he was giuen to vnderſtand 
that in] the ſmooth painting there 
were head , armes , leggs, hands 
and feet, as well as in the bulky 
ftarue which he had felt, iudged 
preſently for painting ; yet AM chel 
Angelo himſelf preferred Sculprure 
before priming, as the body is to be 
preferred before rhe /nperficies of 
a body. But to returue againe to the 
Tombe of this great artift, I found 
fome words vpon the rombeſtone , 
but thoſe ſo dull and hard to be 
read in that darke corner, that one 
in the company chole rather to 
make him a new Epitaphe , then 
read that which is written there: 
and it was this: 

(#%r indignemur mortales morte perire? 
Ecce, ſtupor mund: ! hic Angelus ipſe 

erit. 

And I think the moderne Roman 
was of the ſame mind too, when 
he choſe allo to make him this 
Epitaph:

In 
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in the midſt of this Church Ifound 
buryed an Englich Brihop callcd 
Catrick, who had been Embaſſador 
here from England, and likely in 
the time of E Comnci of Florence, 
His armes were three catts argent 
in a /able field. In fine, at the very 
end of this Church , on the lefr 
hand , ſtands a neat chappel with a 

ainted Cypola » belonging to the 


| family of the NVicolin, in which 


Chappel there are excellent ſtatues 
and pictures. 

19, Not farre from hence ſtands The 
the Abbadia, an Abbey of Benedic+ Abbey. 
tin Monks. In the Church is the 
tombe of the Founder of this Abbey 
a German nobleman called Conte 
_ , Who commanded Toſcany 
vnder the Emperor Otho the III. 

T he occaſion of building this Mo- 
naſtery and many othcrs by this 
Hugo, 1s to0 long to tell, and per- 
chance would not finde beleef cuc- 
ry where, Its told publickly cuery 
yeare vpon $. Thomas his day in 
high afſe tte here, by ſome oncor 
other of the chicf wits of the Aca- 
demy of the Cruſca; and he thats 
curious 
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curious to know it , may heare it | 
there, as | did , with great fatis- 
faction.

A 
witty nobleman ſeeing this ſtatue 
of /nſt:ce vpon fo higha pillar,ſayd

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An other oblerued , that [xitice 
there turnes her back to the Courrs 
of Tuſtice , which ſtand not farre 
from thence. 

22, Hauing thus vifitcd the chief 
things in the towne, I viſited ſome 

laces out of the townezand chiefly, 
the Poggio fmperiale,a Villa belong* Poggs 
ing to the Greas Dutcheſſe , and Imperi= 
about a good mile diſtant from the alle. 
towne, In this houſe I ſaw rare 
pictures , and greac ſtore of them, 


the houſe being furnished with no- 


_ thing cls. In one gallery are the true 


pictures of divers late Princes of 
the houſe of Auſtria, of the houſe 
of eMedices, and of other Princes 
their Allyes. In other roomes we 
ſaw a world of rare pictures , as 
the Yenxs of T u14n, though I think 
it be but a coppy : the admirable 
$.) Hicrome of Alberto Dureo : a 
Magdalen of Rapi aelshand : a S. 
Tohn Baptiſt of (4rauag'os hand : 
an Adam and Exe of Alberto Du-

reo : the Prety of Pietro Perugino, 
that is , the picture of our Bleſſed 
T.ady with our Samour dead ypon

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three other zperſons ſtanding ,, or 
kneeling by with weeping facesand 
moſt {ad lookes; its one of the moſt 
moueing peeces that I euer beheld. 
Then the pitture of the Aſiumprion 
of our Lady in the Chappcl, ofthe 
hand of Andrea del Sarto; with a 
worldofother moſt exquilitpictures. 
The liwnle ncate Oratory in this 
houſe , called the Oratory of the 
Great Dwcheſſe , curioully inlayd 
into flowers by polished ſtones of 
diners colours ; that is, a whole 
cloſct of shincing marble inlayd into 
flowers, is the ncatcſt lirtle roome 
that cuer I ſaw. In finc the little 
Grotte, and the Statue of Aron 
made by the hand of :chel An- 
gelo arc much cſteemed. 

23- An other day we went to 
Pratolimo a Villa of the Great 
Duke , ſome fix milles diſtant from 
Florence Here welaw in the garden, 
exccllent Grotts , Fountains , water 
works, Shady walks, groues and che 
like, all vpon the tide of a hull, 
Here you haue the Grotte of Cupid 
with the wettings ſtooles , vpon 
which fitting downe, a great = 
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of water comes full in your face, 
The Fountain of the Tritons ouer- 
takes you lo too, and waſsheth you 
ſound/y. Then being led about this 

arden where there are ſtore of 
tountains vnder the Laurel trees , 
we were Carried back to the grottes 
that are vnder the fairs, and ſaw 
there the ſeueral Ginochi d'aqna : 
as that of Pan ſtrikivg vp a me- 
lodious tune vpon his mouth-organ 
atthe ſight of his Afiſtreſſ , appear- 
ing ouer againſt him - that where 
the Angel carryes a trumpet to his 
mouth, and ſoundeth it; and where 
the country clowne offers a dish of 
watcr to a ſerpent , who dinks of 
it , and lifteth vp his head when he 
hath drunck : that of the mull which 
ſcems to break and grind oliues : 
the paper mull : the man with the 
grinding ſtone : the Sarazins head 
gapeing and (pewing out water: the 
grotte of Galatea who comes owt 
of a dore in a ſea chariot with two 
| wJmphes, and faylcth a while vpon 
the watcr, and ſo returnes again 
in at the ſame dorc ; the curious 
rownd table capable of twelue or 
K fifteen 
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fifteen men, with a curious foun« 
tain playing conſtantly in the midſt 
of it, and places between enery 
erencher, or perſon , for cuery man 
to ſet his bottle of wine incold water: 
theSamaritan woman comeing outof 
her houſe with her buckets to fetch 
water at the fountain, and hauin 
fhlled her buckets, returns back 
againe the ſame way : in the mean 
time you ſce ſmuhs thumping; birds 
chirping in trees 5 mulls grinding: 
and all this is done by water, which 
ſets thele little inventions a worke 
and make them moue ag ic were of - ? 
themſclues : in the meane time an 
organ playes to you while you dine 
there in Freſco at that table , if you 
haue meat. Then the neat bathing 
place : the pillar of petrifyed water: 
and laſtly the great Pond and Grotta 
before the houſe , with the huge 
£yant ſtooping to catch at # rock, 
to throw it at heawen: This gyentis 
ſo big , that within the very thigh 


of him, is a great grotre ofwater, 


Lampeg- called the iGrer of Thotis and the

sLell fiches, all ſpouting out water. , 
24: I went alloy to Lampeggio 4 
Villa 
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Villa ſome fue miles diſtant from 
Florence , belonging to Prince 
Aatci tas. Its curiouſly adorned 
with pictures, eſpecialy bartles of 
the hand of Temwpefta. Here I ſaw 
a curious cabinet of Corall and ena- 
melled worke, The fine Gruoco ds 
HMecha, or Turgith play. The cu- 
rious glaſſes; & little Armory. 


25. Returning to the towne The 
againe, we fawe the Great Dukes ſtables. 


ſtables full of excellent well ma- 
neged horles. 


26, Neare to the ſtables ſtands 77, 
the ſerragl's where the wild beaſts yr;14 
arckept, which they make fightoften oo r. 


againſt one another, Here I ſaw 
1 yons , Leopards , Tygers, Beares, 
Woolfs, wild boares and foxes , all 
which they can let out ſeueraly at 
the dores of their ſcueral denns , 
intoa fair court to fight, and when 
they haue done, they canbring them 
back againe into their denns by a 
fearfull machine of wood made like 
a great Green Dragon, which > man 
within it rowles vpon weeles ; and 
holding out two lighted torches ar 
the eyes of it, frights the fiercelt 
K1j bealt 
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beaſt thereby into his denn. The 
Prince and the Cowrt in the mean 
time , ſtanding high aboue may 
ſee the combats of theſe wild 
beaſts with caſe, and without dan- 


Cronology ger. | haue read , that a Lyon here 
of Petrys one eſcapeing out of this place by 
Romual- chance, and running vp and downe 
dus to 1. the ſtreets, met at laſt ( all others 
pag. 15. flying into houſes ) a little child, 


who had neither feare nor wit 
enough to retire; and ſeazed ypon 
him. The mother of the child 
hearing in what calc hewas, ranne 
out preſently , and caſting her ſelf 
vpon her knees with teares in her 
eycs, and humble poſtures of ſup- 
plication, she moued {o the Lyon 
to pitty, that he rendered her the 
child without hurting it , or the 
mother of it. 

27. I ſawe alſo here diucrs Pal- 
laces of noblemen vpon occaſion 
of their Feſtine, For it is the cuſtome 
here in winter, to inuite the chief 
I adyes of the towne ( marryed 
women onely ) to cometo play at 
cards in winter euenings for three 
or four hours ſpace ; and this one 
night 
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night in one pallace , another night 
in another pallace, Thither the 
_— go, and finde the houſe open 
to all comers and goers both Ladyes 
and gentlemen, that are of any 
garbe, In euzry chamber the dores 
are {ct open, and for the moſt part 
you $hall ſee eight, or ten cham- 
bers on a floore, going out of one 
an other, with a ſquar table hold- 
mg cight perſons, as many chairs, 
two {ylucr candleſticks with waxe 
lights in them, and ſtore of lights 
round about the roome. At the 
houre appointed , company being 
comne , they {itdowne to play, 4 
Canalier \itting | between cuery 
Lady, and all to women As fine 
in clothes and jewels, as if they 
were- going40 a Ball. The dores 
of all thele roomes being open , the 
light great, the women glittering, 
and al glorious, you would take 
theſe pallaces to be the enchanted 
Pallaces of the Old King of the 
Montes. Any gentleman may 
come into theſe pallaces and ſtand 
bchindethe gameſters,and ſee both 
how modeſtly they play , and how 
K 11) little 
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liccle they play for. In the mean! 
time thers a fide chamber alwayes 
open for gentlemen to go in to, 
and retresh themſelues with wine 
ſtanding in ſnow,or with limonade, 
or ſome iuch cooling drinks, which 
arc allo offered to - Ladyes. Ina 
great roome bellow , at the en- 
trance of the pallace, there isalong 
table for gameſters that loue to play 
deep, that 1s, that loue to play oncly 
for money. 

The Florentms enioying by the 
goodneſl and wiſdome of their 
excellent Princ, the fruits of peace, 
haue many other recreations, where 
the people palle their time chear- 
fully and think not of rebellion by 
muttering in corners. For this rea- 
ſon, both in winter, and ſommer; 
they haue their ſcucral diuertiſ- 
ments. In winter their Giuoco di 
Calcio ( a play ſomething like our 
football, bat that they play with 
their hands ) cucry night from the 
Epiphany till Tent , with their 
Princips ds Calcio. This being a 
thing particular to Florence , dc» 
ſerues to be deſcribed. The two 


failions 
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faRrons of the (alcio, the Red, 
and the Green, chooſe ecih ofthem 
a Prince , fome yong Canalier of a 
good purſe. Theſe Princes being + 
choſen, chooſe a world of Officers, 

and lodge, for the time, in ſome 
great pallace ; where they keep 
their courts, recclue Embaſſadors 
from one another, and gine them 
publik audience in ſtate, ſend _ 
to one another, complaine of one 
anothers ſubicfts, & take priſoners 
from one another; heare their coun- 
ſellers one after another,dillwadeing 
from, or perl[wadeing to warre ; giue 
orders for ſetling their affairs art 
home , heare the complaints of 
their ſubiets, icere their enemy 
Princes in embaſſyes; and at laſt 
relolue to, fight,with proclayming 
warre. Dureing theſe ferious 
trcatyes which laſt for many nights 
the Secretaryes of ſtate ( two prime 
witts) read before their ſeuera 
Princes bills for regulating, and re- 
forming the abuſes of their 
ſlubicts; and read openly per:tions 
and ſecrer aduiſes: in all which they 
icere a world of people in the 
K 111) towne 
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towne, and show prodigious wit. In 
fine, hauing ſpunn out thus the time 
till neare Carnaxale, or _— 
the ewo Princes reſolue on a battle 
at Calcio, tobe fought in the Piaz- 
2,4 of Sema Croce, before the 
Great Duke and Court. Vpon the 
day apointed , the two Princes of 
the Calcio cometo, the-place in a 
moſt ſtately Caualcate with all the 
yong noblemen and gentlemen of 
the rowne, vpon the beſt horſes they 
can finde , with ſcarfs, red, or green, 
about their Armes. Haucing made 
their ſeucral Cenalcaras before the 
Great Dukes throne or ſcaffeld , 
they light from their horſes, and 
enter into the fr with trompets 
ſounding before them, and accom- 
panyed with a ſtately train , and 
wich their combatants in their ſe- 
neral hnerycs. Having rancked 
themſelves a prety diſtance one 
from the other , their ſtandard bear- 
ers at ſound of trumpet , carry 
both at once, their ſtandards to 
the foot of the Great Dukes ſcaf- 
fold. This done, the Ball, or Ballon 
is throwne vp in the midſt between 
them, 
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them, and to it they go with great 
nimbleneſl, leight , and diſcretion; 
and ſometimes they fallto it in deed 
and cuff handſomely : but _= 
payne of death , no man muſt reſent 
afterwards out of the [ſts , what 
cuer happened here ; but all ani- 
moſities arriſeing here, end here 
too, Art laſt, that ſide which throwes, 
or ſtrikes the Ballon ouer the 
ra)les of the other fide , winns the 
day, and runns to the fandards , 
which they carry away till night, 
at what time the conquering Prince 
enterteins them ata Feſtino d: Balls 
at Court, made toſome Lady; and 
where all his chief Ofhcersand com- 
batants dance alone with the Ladyes 
at the Ball , none els being permit- 
ted to dance with them that night, 


Belides theſe paſltimes, they haue q,z,- 


once a week , danceing at the 
(owre from twelfth day till Zens, 
at which Balls, all the LZadiesof the 
towne are inuited, to the number 
ſometimes of two hundred , and 
theſe all marryed women, and all 
inuited by a particular ticket. Then 
K y their 
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their ſeueral Operas , or mulical 
Drammata a&tcd and ſung with rare 
colt and arte. Laſtly their publick 
runnng at the rmg,or atthe facchin, 
for a peece of plate. And in ſom- 
mer, they haue their ſeucral dance- 
ing dayes, and their frequent 
Corſi d: Paliovpon certain knowne 
days &ſor knowne prizes,and all be- 
fore the good Prince , who counte- 
nanceth allcheſ(c ſports with his pre- 
ſence, thinking wiſely , that 4 wa 
lefle hurt in- puplick, mirth , thea 
m private mutinyes. 

Hauing fayd thus much of Fls« 
rence, I will now ſay ſomething of 
the Court, the Gonerment, Frength, 
Gentry, Riches, Intereſl, Language, 
and Learned men of this towne. 

For the Court its clearly one of 
the beſt of /raly,. Great riches 
make ir leoke plump, and giue ir 
an excellent e» = point. The no+ 
ble Pallace the Prince , his Title 
of Seren!ſſimo,his Tram and Retinew 
of noble Ofticers and gentlemen, 
His ſtore of Pages, Palfremers , 
Gard; of Swifſers with halbard;, 

his 
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His Troupe of horſe wayting vpon 


him, make this Cour: appeare 


* ſplendid. The Dxke himſelf alfo 


who makes this (owrt , makes it a Great 
fine Court. His extraordinary Ciui- Duke, 


lity to ſtangers, made vs think 
our lclues at home there. He is 
now aboue fifty, and hath a Auſ+ 
Irian looke and lip, which his mo- 
ther Magdalena of Awuſtria Siſter 
to the Emperour Ferdinand the 
II, lent him. He; admits willingly 
of the vilits of ſtrangers , if they 
be men of condition; and he re- 
cciues them in the midſt of his au- 
dicnce chamber ſtanding; and will 
not diſcourſe with them, till they 
be couered too. Its impoſſible to 
depart from him diſguſted, becauſe 
he pays your viſit with as much 
wit as ciuility : and having enter- 
teined you in his chamber with 
wiſe diſcourſe, he will entertein 
you in your owne chamber too 
with a regalo of dainty meats, and 
wines, which he will: be ſure to 
ſend you. The Great Dwtcheſſe too 
is an other main pillar of this 
Court. She is of the houſe of the

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Duke of Vrbin, once a Sonera: 
Price un [taly, but now extindt in 
her Father who was the laſt Dake: * 
and she had been ſonerarn of that 
Dwichy, had sbe been [of the So- 
weremn ſexe: but what nature re- 
fuled her in /exe , it hath given 
her in beamty, and {o made her a 
greater ſowerain, ceuen of Flerexce, 
In a word, Florence the Faire , was 
neuer ſo fairc , as was the faire 
Dwutcheſſe of Florence when I ſaw 
her firſt.

loane monyes to the poore , citi- 
zens. Theſe generous aftions which 
Should haue got him the loue of 
all men, purchaſed him the hatred 
of lore of the great ones, who ac- 
cuſcing him of affefting Sowerarnty, 
rayſed a ſtrong faction againſt him. 
The heads of this fation where 
Rmalde Albizzs, Pala Strozar, 
Ridolfo Peru , and Nicolo Bare 
bader:t. Theic men corrupting the 
ſuffrages of the Senate, cauled Coſ- 
”us to be clapr vp, with an inten- 
tion to take away his life. (ofmus 
in priſon, fearing poyſon, abſtained 
from meats four dayes together , 
and dyed almoſt for fearc of being 
killed : Art laſt hee was reſcued 
from this melancholy humor by 
his honeſt Keeper; who gaue him 
{uch aſſurances, that he ould not

The buffon vnder- 
takes it, and money takes with the 
Confalonters, who vnder pretence of 
examining the cauſe to puthim to 
death , finds himonely worthy of 
binishment,to which he condemns 
himz;and the place of his banishment 
was Venice, This was it that he des 
kred, For beingat/Yenrce, he wiouglit 
lo 
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fo well by Freinds with the peo- 
ple, that loued him , that hewas | 
reſtored againe to: his country , and ſh 
ot the title of Pater Patrie by a F 
publick decree.s By this title his fa-

The great Counlel con- 
liſts of 160 citizens who are 
changed euery yearc. lts vnder the 
Emperors protetion ; and it hath 
abour thirty 'tl ouſand ſouls in it. 
Approching vnto it, it looked like 
a pure [ow- country torpne , with its 
brick walls, large ramparts ſet round 
with trees, and deep moates round 
about the walls. It hath elcuen 
baſtions, well garded by the townes- 
men, and well furnished with (annos 
of a large (iſe, The rowne is three 
miles in compaſle ; it hath thirty 
thouſand muskets, or half muskets 
in its Ar/enal,cight thouſand pikes, 
ewothouſand breſt peeccs of musker 
proof, and ſtore of great artillery. 
The whole Starc, for a need , can 
arme e/ghteen thouſand men of ler- 
uice, and it hath about fine hundred 
thowſand French liures a yearc, It 
was in this townethat(«ſar, Pompey, 
and (raſſus met, and agreed among 
themſclues that all things in Xome 
Should paſle as they pleaſcd. 

The chick things to be ſcen here 


alc 
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are, The Cathedral,called S, AMar- 
tins, whole Bishop hath the enlignes 
of an Archbishop, to-wit , the vſe 
of the Pa'l:um, and the Crolle; and 
whole Canons in the Quire weare 
a rochet and Camail, and miters af 
lk ike Bishops. 

2. The towne houſe , or Senate 
houſe , where the Confalomero lives 
durcing the time of his charge. 

2, The Church of S. Frediano 
belonging to the Caxon Regulars, 
where , in a Chappel on the lefr 
hand, is the Towbe of S. R 1chard 
King of England, who dycd here 
in his pilgrimage to Rome. 

4. The Augnitins Church , where 
is ſeen a hole where the Earth 
opened to {wallow vp a blaſphem- 
ing gameſter, 

Of this towne was Pope Lucius 
the III. the two famous men of 
this towne , the one for ſoldtery, 
the other for learning, were, braue 
Caſtrucio, and Santtes Pagninus a 
great Hebrician.

From Lucca we went to Piſa, 
ſome ten miles off.

It ſtands 
in no very gocd ayre, and ther. 
fore hath been vexed with divers 
plagues. The graſle in the ſtreets 
of this Ynxerſety , read me this lec- 
tuce, and1 belceucd ir, Wherupon 
I relolued to ſtay here one day one- 
ly, in which time I faw. 

1. The Domo, whoſe Canons ofhi- 
ciate in Scarlate like (ardimals.

For this purpole 
they hauc here a good houle, and 
maintenance. Their Charch is beau- 
tifyed without with a hanſome 
faciata of white marble; and with- 
in with Txrkish Enſignes and divers 
Lanterns of capuaneſſe gallies. In 
this houſe the Knghrs line in com- 
mon, and are well maintained. In 
Their Treeſory they shew you a great 
buckler all of Pearle and Diamond, 
wonn in a battle againſt che Tirks. 
Indced bucklers of Diamond: , do 
but show our enemyes where we 
are, and what they may hope for 
by Killing vs. They hauc in theur 
Cancellaria, a Catalogue of thoſe 
Knights who haue done notable 
ſeruice againſt the Tarks; which 
ſerues for a powerfull exhortatian 
to their ſucceſſors, to do, and dy 
brauely.

We paſlled alſo that morning by 
the ſide of the Lake of Bolſena ; in

From this wood we ſoone came 


to Montefiaſcone ſtanding vpon a eHonte: 
hill. Its a Bishops Scat , and famous fi«/cone,

this wine is famous for hauing Kkil- 
led a Dutchman here who drunk. 
too much of it. The ſtory is true, and: 
thus. ADatchman of codition trauel- 
ing through Jraly, ſent his man be-- 
re him alwayes, with a charge to: 
looke out in the Inns werethe beſt 
Wine was, & there write. vpon the 
Wall of the Inn the word, EST, 
that is to ſay, Here « 15. The 
ſeruant comcing hither a little be- 
fore his Maſter, and finding the 
wine excellently good, wrote vpon 
the Wall EST, EST, EST; 
lignifying thereby the ſuperlatiue 
goodnell of this wine. The Maſter 
arriucs, lookes for his Mans hand- 
writing ; and finding three E STS, 
Is ouer ioyed. In he goes, and re- 
ſolucs to lye there; and he did fo 
indeed : for here he lyes ſtill; bury- 
ed firſt in wine, and then in his 
graue.. For drinking too much of 
this good wine, he hed here, and 
was buryed by his ſeruamt in a

About a mile from /iterbe ſtands 
a neat Church and Conwent called 
Ad adoxna del Quereo , and as facre 
againebeyondthat,a fine houle with 
a gardenof water works and Foun- 
tains, worth ſceing.. 

From Fuerbo ( being vpon our 
owne horſes) we went to ſee Capra: 
rola a ſtately Howſe belonging to 
the Duke of Parma. The houtc is 
held to be one of the fineſt in rely 
for Archuettyre, Its ſtands a little 
out of the trauclers rode > but noc 
of his way : for its much in a mans 
way to {ce ſuch a loucly houſe as 
this.. It tands. vpon. the no 


» 
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hill, and from one of the Bal. 
eones it Shews you Rome ſome two 
and thirty miles off, Its built in a 
Pentagone ( if I remember well ) 
without, and round within. The 
chambers for all that, are ſquare, 
and well proportioned. The chief 
of theſe chambers are painted by 
the hand of Pero Orbiſta, flourish- 
Ing thus vpon the noble ations of 
Paulns Il. Among the other 
chambers, the whiſpering chamber 
Is curious: for four men here ſtand- 
ing cach one in one of the four 
corners of this great chamber, heare 
diſtinly what any of them whis- 
pers in a low tone in his corner, 
their faces being turned to the 
wall ; and yet thoſe that ſtand in the 
midſt of the chamber cannot heare 
it. The other chamber is no leſle 
curious where ſtanding inthe mid(t 
of it, and ſtamping hard with your 
foot , thoſe that are without ar the 
dore think they heare the cracks 
or reports of Piſtols, The other 
roomes here alſo , as the kritchin 
al of one ſtone , the low Cane 
slſo with the pillar in it , cut like- 


wile 
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wiſe out of a rock , and bearin 
vp the whole pauement ofthe R——_ 
court which lets light into this Caxe 
by diucrs round grates of iron,arc 
worth the bcholding: Then the 
Garden vpon the Hill fide with the 
great variety ofwaterworks, grottes, 
and wetting ſports, are all curious 
things. Hauing walked this gardea 
about , youl deſerue after fo much 
watcr, a little wine,which will nor 
be wanting to you from the rare 
cellar lyeing vnder the great Ter- 
raſſe before the houſe : and per- 
chance youl think the wineworks 
here as Hs as the waterworks. 
From Caprerola we fell intoour 
way againe at eHomteroſa , from 


whence paſling by Bacano, and the Hfontes 
Hoſteria del Storto, we came atnight roſa.

All the way from Aſonteroſa to 
Rome almoſt, ofenged anciently to 
the Yerentes ( lo called, fayth Be- 
reſus , from. their carrying about 
with them in carts ,all their goods)

This towne was once lo great, that 
Rome being deſtroyed almoſt by 
the Gamls, the Senators held a con- 
ſultation in the Comrium , whether 
they should retire tb Yer:, and leaue 
Rome quite , or rebnild againe 
Romes walls : but during this cof- 
folcation,. the troops returning out 
of garriſon arrined by chance into- 
the Comn wn, where the Centurion 
entring ,, and not thinking the 
Senators had been there, cryed our 
to the Standardbearer , Suymifer 
Statue ſignam , hic optime maneb:- 
Ms :. which words the Stnarors 
hearing,

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hearing, cryed out to onean other; 


Accipimus omen, and preſently layd 
aſide all further thought of retircing 
to Yeu. 

Some twelue miles before we 
came to Rome, we law the Cupole 
of S. Peters Church , and were as 
glad to ſee it a farre off, as the 
weary Troians in Aneas his company, 
were glad to ſee fraly after ſamuch 
wandering. Some few boures after, 
hauing paſſed by an old tombe , 
which ſome call Neros Tombe, and 
oucr the Ponte Molo ( of which 
more .in my 2-part ) we centred into 
Rome by the Yia Flaminea , and 
Porta del Populo.

And although Rome were ancient - 
ly ſtiled rhe Head , and Miſtreſie of 
the world ; an Earthly Goddeſſe ; 
The Eternal Citte ; The Compendiuns 
of the World ; The Common Mother, 
and Nurce of all Vertxes; ( while 
She was yet Heathen; ) Yet (inc hir 
Ladyship was Baptized and became 
Chriſtian ( though $she hauc had 
great Elogies made of her by the 
Holy Fathers, ) I ſind no Title fo 
honorable to hir as that of Roma [4 


1s Santa, Rome the Holy ; which is 


giuen hir by the Common Proxerb; 
and common Prouerbs are nothing 
elſe but the obſeruation of common 
Senſe: For wheras the other Citics 
of Italy are Proxerb:ally called either 
Farre, Gentile, Rich , Proud, Fatte, 
or Great ; as Florence, Naples, 
Venice, Genua , Bologna , Milan; 
Rome only is ſtiled the Holy: and 
this deſerucdly , for many rca* 
ſons.

Belides no Pilgrim 
comesto Rome, but he findes Rome, 
as Adam did Parad:ſe, with the 
table couered , and bed made ready 
for him. Poore Jong girles hnde por- 
tions cither for husbands or nunne- 
ries, according to their choice ; /n- 
fants whom cruel & vnlawfull 
mothers , like wolfes, expoſe to 
death, Rome receiucs to life; and aye.

them ar lcaſt better accommodation 
in their ſickneſl. Here you $hall 
finde an Apotbecartes shop, founded 
by (ardinal Francis Barberm with 
an yearly reucnue of twelue thou- 
fand crownes , and this for cuer ; to 
farnick the poore with phyſick 
gratis, * 
Here you $hall finde the Hoſprtal 
of the Holy Trmity which in the- 
Znbily yeare of Clement the VIIL, is 
found to hauec treated at table in 
one day fifteen thouſand pilgrims : 
and inthe whole yeare fiuc hundred 
thouſand. The laſt /»b:ly yeare 16 50, 
I my ſelf was preſent one day, when 
the ſayd Hoſprial treated nine thou- 
ſand Pilgrims that day : the Pope 
himſelf ( 7mnocent. the Temtb) and 
| many of the Cardinals hauing bcen: 
Almoſt there to wash the fect of the pil- 
exery na- grims, and to ſcrue them at table. 
| 2100 hath Addctothis, that cucry nation hath

Theſe bashfull 
poore men put their names into 2 
coffer well locked vp and ſtanding in 
a publick place, by which mcancs 
theſe charitable noblemen finde 
them out and rclicue them,

rity of the Pope himſclf well knowne 
to all 2 Bclides a world. of priuate

The like do many Cardinals by 
their owne hands; and in that high 
mcalure, that Cardinal AM ont-lto

anciently Pons «£115 becauſe itwas 
built by the Emperor e/£1145 eAdri- 
anus , but now called Ponte Angelo, 
becauſe it was vpon this Bridg that 
S. Gregory the Great ſaw an Anget 
ypon * Moles Adrian Sheathing 
his ſword after a great plagye : here 
wee ſaw the Rarely new decoration 
of Iron worke with the twelue 
Marble ſtatues ſet vpon it by this 

reſent Pope Clement the IX. and 
broking downe into the riuecr on the 
left hand , wee ſaw the ruines of 
the Triumphal bridg. 

This bridg was called the Tries The 
phal Bridge , becauſe over it, 77;um- 
Triumphs were accuſtomed to paſle pu} 
anciently to the (aprrol. This made Brig. 
it ſoproud , that it ſcorned that any 
ruſtiks, or country fellowes, should 
palle ouer it; and gota Decree of 
the Senate for that purpoſe. Bur 
pride will haue a fall; and the 
prove Triumphal Bridg hath got 

uch a great one, that thers be 
uſt ſo much of it left, as to shew, 
where it was once ; lo true is the 
ſaying of Auſonine, 

Mor etram ſaxis nommibuſqne venit. 
Ar 
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At firſt the Romans were modeſt 
enough in their 7r1ump/ 5s, as in all 
other things : hence Camillus was 
content with four white korſes in his 
Chariot; but afterwards luxe and 
excelle banishing our of the Citie, 
old modeſty, they began to ſtriue 
who Should be the moſt vaine in 
. . this point. Hence Pompey was 
Fanny Mm drawne in triumph, by four Ele- 
Triuwphs phants; Mark- Antony , by four 
Lyons; Nero by four Hermaphro- 
dites , which were all four both 
horſes and mares : Heliogabulus 
by four Tygers; Anrelianus by (ix 
ſtaggs ; and Firmicus by ciglit Anſ- 

fridges. 

At the end the Ponte Angelo ſtands 
the Caſtel Angelo, ſo called becaule, 
as I ſayd betoce, S. Gregory in a 
ſolemne Proceſſion during the plague 
law an Angel vpon the cop of 
Moles Adrian: Sncathing his lword, 
to lignify, that God's anger was 
appealed. Before this A iracic hap- 
=_ 4, 1c was. called Moles Aariant 


Cate NC © perony Avian was 
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oing vp in three rowes, or ſtoryes 
Filler and lefler, till you came to 
the top ; where ſtood mounted that 
great pineapple of braſſ guile , which 
we {ce now in the garden of the Bel- 
wedere. Round about « were let in 
the wall great marble pillars, and 
round abour the (cueral ſtoryes ſtood 
a world of Statues. This Aoles be- 
ing found a ſtrong place, Bell:;ſariws 
put me into it to defend it againſt 
the Gothes ; and they defended them- 
{clues in it a great while, by break - 
ing the 5ratwes in peeces,and throw- 
ing them vpon the heads of the 
Gothes that belicged them. Since 
that time, Diucrs Popes haue turn- 
ed it into a fofmal Caſtle. Boniface 
the VIII, Alexander the VI, and 
Vrban the VIII, haue rendered it 2 
regular Caſtle, with fue ſtrong 
baſtions, ſtore of good (annons,and 
a conſtant gar;/on maintened in it. 
From this Caſtle I ſaw divers 
times theſe Fortifications; and be- 
low diucrs great peeces of artillary 
made of the brajje taken out of the 
Pan: heon ;an1 they shewed vs one 
great Cunron which was made of 
ch! 
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the brazen najles onely that nayled 
;that braſle to the walls of the Pan- 
theon ; the length and forme of thoſe 
nayles, is ſeen vpon that (anon, 
to shew ynto polterity how great 
they were , with theſe .words 
vpon itzex claus trabialibus Porticus 
Agrippe. in this Caſtle are kept 
priſoners of State; the 5 milions layd 
vp there by Sixtzs Quintus ; the 
Popes rich triple crownes called 
Regni , and the chief Regiſters of 
the Roman (hurch, From the top 
alſo of this Caſtle you ſee diſtin&tly 
the long Cerrider, or Gallery, which

{orridor F atican to this Caſtle forthe Popes 
from the vie in time of danger. It was made 
Pallace by Pepe Alexander the VI. and

Going on from hence , we came 
preſently tothe Pallace of Cawpeggr, 
lo called becauſe ir belonged toCar- 
dinal Campeggy the Popes Legat im 
England, to whom Hinry the VIII 
gaue it. Heretofore it belonged to the 7, 
Englich Embaſſadors, and was one x,q1;.4 
of the beſt in Rome , both for bein Entbeſ 
neare the Popes Pallace , and al _" Wk 
for that it was well built by famous Pallac 
Bramante, It belongs now to Car- :

ple. Both theſe were brought , or 
ſent to Rome , by Helen mother of 

the Emperor at the Great, 
Preſently after, you come to the 
The Por- Piaza of S. Peter, built round 
rico of the about with a noble Portico of free- 
Pi4{x4 ſtone borne vp by four rowes of 
of S. ſtately round pillars, vader which not 
Peter, onely the Sreeelfon vpon Corpus 
CErifti day , marcheth in the Shade; 
bur alſo all people may go dry , and 
- out of the ſun, in ſommer,, or 
winther , vnto $. Peters Church , or 
the Yatican Pallace. This Portico is 
built in an oual forme , and fetcheth 
in the great P14zza, which is be- 
fore $. Peters Church , and there- 
fore can be no lefle then half a mile 
in compaſſe. This noble ftruQure 
was begun by Alexander the VII, 
, and half of it finished, and the other 
half is now almoſt finished. I neuer 


ſaw 
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ſaw any thing more ſtatelythen this. 
The number of the pillars, and of 
the ſtatues on the top, I donot juſtly 
remember. In the midſt of this 
P:iaIz4 ſtands the famous Gugl:a; The great 
which was brought our of Egypr in Gugite 
the time of the old Romans, and before F. 
dedicated to Axguſtns Ceſar and Peters. 
Tiberius,as the wordsvpon it import. 

It lay hid long inMeros (wer, which 
was there where now $S. Peters Sa- 
eriſty 15; and at laſt Sixrus Quimtus 
hauing propoſed great rewards to 
him that would venture to fer it yp 
here without breaking , it was hap- 
pily vndertaken, by Dommice Fon- 
tana a rare Architect of Como; and 
ſo _— you ſce ut now. The 
manner of bringing it out of Egype, 
and of rotting : here 00 ok 
painted in Freſco vpon the Walls of 
the Yaucen Library: This Gwulia is 
all of one ſtone except the baſis; and 
it hath no H:eroglyphes vpon it-The 
ſtone is a Granite, or ſpeckled mar- 
ble,which together with its Baſis,is a 
hundred and eight foot high. Icreſts 
vpon four lyons of braſfle guilt ; and 
at the top of it is planted a croſſe of

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braſſe mounted vpon three Montaing 
with a ſtarr ouer them ( the armes 
of Sixtus Quintus whoſe name was 
Aomalto.) Within the Croſſe is a

On each ſide of this Gugl:a is to 
ſtand a faire Fortarme , one whereof 
is that which is ſeen there now ; 
which throweth vp ſuch a quantity 
of water , that it maketh a mf 
alwayes about it , and oftentimes a 
a rainbow , when the Sun ſtrikes 
obliquely vpon it. 

This P:azzs is capable of ewo 
hundred thouſand men, and de- 
livers you vp :otheStairs which lead 
you vp tothe Church of S. Peter. 

Cemeing therefore neare to S, 
Peters (hurch , 1 was glad to ſee 
that noble ſtrufture , where great- 
neſle and neatneſl, bulk and beauty, 
are ſo mingled together , that, its

The roof , or vault of this (hurch, 79 70%

reat plays of freeftone of a tquar 
| cv , whoſe capitell: are curiouſly 
wrought after the Corm/14n order, 
and 1oyned to one another aboue 
by arches & a perpetual cornice,ouer 
which are cut in ſtone the flatues of 
ſeneral moral veriues. Thele pillars 
are 4 hundred and five foot m com- 
paſſe , and diſtant forty foot one 
from another.

ſides of theſe pillars are already 
adorned with a neat owercru#ting of

{ who made this decoration ) and 
all theſe are in mes riliews , and 
of _ white alabaſter. Behind 
chelc pillars is a large Jle , orpal- 
fage, and bchind that lle imme- 
—_ ſtand fair Chappels which 
flanck vp this Church notably, and 
each Chappelis graced with alittle 
Cxpola of its owne. 

In the midſt of the Croſfie burlding 
of this Chxrch is mounted the great 
Cupola , which lookes like a great 
crowne wherewith this Queen of 
Churches 1s crawned. It reſts vpon 
four P:laftr: or great pillars which 
make the 'corners of the crolle of 
this Church , aud from them it 
riſeth into ſuch a high Vault , that 
it ſeems to walke into heauen. Its 
full as round as the Pantheon in 
Rome, that is, it carryeth the con- 


paſſe 
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paſſe of an hundred and' ſeauemy 
paces, as you may calily meaſure 
ypon the circle of white marble in 
the pavement , which enuironeth 
the Altar of S. Peter, and is made 
there a purpoſe perpendicularly 
vnder the Cypola to shew its great- 
neſl, The inlide of this Cupols is 
curiouſly painted with piCtures in 
HMoſfaick worke reprelcnting 4 
Leauen:indeed nothing but heaxes it 
ſelf can be finer ,or higher. So that I 
may ſay truly toRome with Ratillins, 
Non procul a celo per tua templa 
ſumnss. 
In a word this Cypolais the boldeſt 
peece of Architetture that perhaps 
the world hath ſeen; and itwas the 
laſt and greateſt worke of S1xtus 
Lunt; his purſe. 
T he four P:/aſtr; vpon which this 
Cypola reſteth, are vaſt /quar pul- 77, four 
lars a hundred and twenty foot in ,, - P;. 
compalle, and capable of ſtars lefir 
within them , and large Sacriſtyes ' 
aboue , for the Holy Relicks that are 
kept in them ; to wit, the Yolto 
Santo, or print of our Sanours face, 
which he imprinted in the hand- 
Bb v Kerker 
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ercher of S. Veronica : The peecs 
of the Holy Croſſe: the top of the 
lance wherewith our Sawuours fide 
was pearced : and the Head of S. 
Andrew the Apoſtle tranſlated hi- 
ther into his Brothers Church by 
P #25 ſecundins, Hence in theſe great 
pillars, are cut Niches and inthem 
mg four vaſtStatues of white mar- 
ole. Vnder the Relich of the Folto 
Santo ſtands the Statue of the Ve- 
romca: vnder the peece of the Holy 
Croſie, the ſtatuc of S. Helen. Vnder 
the rop of the Lance, the Statue of 
Longinus: wnder the Head of S. 
el. The ſtatue of S, Antrew. 
Theſe ſtatues arc of {olofſean great- 
neſſ,and made by maſters as great as 
themſelues. 

In the midſt of the (roſſe of this 
Church, and perpendiculary vnder 
the very Cupoia , ſtands the High 
Altar of this Church. This A /rar 
may well be called, the Hrgh Altar 
( Altare quaſs alts Ara) or the 
Altare mains, being the noblcſt 
Altar in the world, both for matter 


Tombe of and forme. The Altarit ſelf ſtands 
F. Peter, ouer the Tombe S. Parr, half of 


wholc 
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whoſe body , together with half of 
S. Pawls, lyes buryed here ; and 
the other half of their bodyes in 
SF, Pauls Church. Ouer this Alter 
four ftately pillars of braſſe beare vp 
aCanopieof the ſame mettal, wroughe 
about the edge like a Canopre in« 
deed, with Yalances and a gwuils 
fringe , yer all of braſſe. Ouer the 
corners of this Canopre ſtand four 
great Angels of braſſe gwilt , and in 
the midſt of it , 1s mounted high 
a round ball of braſſe guilt, and a 
faire Croſie vpon it of the ſame 
mettal. 

Theſe four pillars are as great in 
compale ( I ſpeak by experience 7"* 
hauing taken the meaſure of them Lars 
vpon their model) as three ordi- rhe 
nary men are thick, Their forme is 
is ſerpentine , Wreathed about with 
winetrees and leaues ; but all of 
braſſe; as allo adorned with little 
Angels of braſſe clambering vp thole 
bkeaxes and branches, and with Bees 
here and there allo , relating to 
Pope Vrbans armes, who made them. 
Theſe pillars are fifty foor high

ther make this Altar, The Altar 
antonomaſtically,as thisChurch is The 
Church of the world. So that ifthe 
Climax be trac( as irucfit is?) that 
Churches arc for Altars, Altars for 
Prieſts, Prieſts for God, 1 know 
no Religion which payeth ſuch ho- 
norable Tributs of worship to God, 
as the R emanCatholth rel:91n doth, 
which hath the nebleſt Church, the 
wobleſt Altar, the nobleſt Prieft, the 
nobleſt Sacrifice, and all this to the 
nobleſt God; Deus Deorum Domins. 
Hence the Pope may ſay with Sa- 
lomon : Domus quam eificare cupio 
magna e#t, magnus eſt enum Dom: - 
"us noſter ſuper omnes Deos. 
Bchind this Altar ( not inreſpe&t 
of him that comes into the Church 
by the great dore, but in reſpe& of 
him that ſtands at the Alter ) ſtands 
the Confeſſion of S. Peter; lo called 
becauſe that in the primitiue times, 
the place where the bodyes of Samrs 
and Afariyrs where kept , was called 
Confeſſio, and in the Grech Church, 
AA artyrium. For in ancient — 
tne 
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the word Confeſſor was taken often 
for a martyr, who had confeſſed 
(hriſt fo farre as cucn to dye for 
him : fo that martyrs were ſome- 
times called: Confeſſors, and Con- 
feſſors Martyrs , though they did 
not aQtually dye in-tormens ; as you 
may ſce plainly in the Anotations 
of learned Pamelims vpon Tertul- 
lians booke ad artyres. Now, 
this place becauſe ir conſerues rhe 
body ( ac leaſt , half rf iLe body) of 
S. Peter, 1s called , the Confeſſion of 
Peter. As for this (onfeſſ:on , its 
made like a h6llow cauc open aboue, 
and raylcd about with /ow r=)/es, {o 
that the people Kneeling , may 
looke downe to the iron dore and 
grate, bchinde which the 7ombe of 
S. Peter ſtands vnder the Altar : 
for theſe rayles fetch in a demi- 
circle from one corner of the Altar 
to the other, There are alſo a dou- 
ble pair of open #airs , of ſome 
twelue ſteps a pecce, for tholc to 
deſcend by who officiate ,*and there 
are two little half dores which ler 
them 11 to thoſe ſtarrs, And I con» 
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cciue at the bottom of theſe little

of opinion , that theſe little half 
dores, and the ſteps about the Altar 
are moſt properly the Limma Apoſ- 
tolorum . becauſe I found theſe very 
words written » golden letters inthe 
bottom of the like l:ttle dores which 
ſtand about the Hrgh Altar in S, 
Paxls Church, where the other half 
of the bodycs of S. Peter, and S. 
Paul are intombed. 

Round about this Church (and 
fide Chappels, ſome fix and twenty 
in all, called ancienly Cub:icula, and 
thoſe whom we call Chaplains, were

B blioth. the title of Cubiculariys S. Petri. 
wm Aar- Now theſe Chappels haue , for the 


moſt 
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moſt part, ſome remarkable thing Paulin. 
in them. In oneof them, is alwayes Epift. 12; 
reſeruced the B. Sacrament for the 44 Sener. 
dayly vie of Pulgrims that defire to 
communicate in S, Peters (Lnrch, 
and other dcuout people. In that of 5. Greg, 
S. Gregory NaXtanten , is the pyux;. 
body of that Saint tranſlated hither ,,F-,, 
out of the Church of the Nunns of ,ambe. 
Campo Mars. In the Chappel of 
the Canons , repoleth the body of 5 Cy; 
S. Chryſoftome. In the Chappel 2m, 
called the Clementina , repoleth ;,be. 
the body of S. Gregory the great, 
who being Pope of Rome and moued 5, Gre. 
by Godly mſtindion ( as lobn Stow gories 
fayth ) ſent Auguitin, Initns, Me rombe. 
Its, and other Monks lung in the 
feare of God, to conuert the Angles, Stow in 
or English ro the faith of Chriit ; bis Chre- 
and therfore I tooke particular no- nicles im 
tice often of his rombe, as being Kentish 
( as Venerable Bede calls him ) our S«x095, 
Apoſtle. In a Chappel at the very 
further end of the {hurch, 15 ſer vp 
the Charr of S. Peter; held vp by yz, 
four Dottors of the Church, all cait Cy,,;, of 
in braſſe in a ſtately poſture. & py. 


This (hair is of wood, but much 
Ipcgr 
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ſpent with old age; and therfore 
— Alexander the VII, cauſed ic 
to be ſet vp here and enchaſed cu- 
riouſly, ro preſerue it. I once ſaw 
it ncere at hand, being expoled to 
ublick view in the middle of the 
burch vpon the Feaſt day of S, 
Peters Charr im Rome. In an other 
Ch appel, is the Crucifix made three 
hundred yeares ago by rare Pretro 
Carnalme, In an other Chappel, 
you ſec cut in whice marble thehil- 
tory of S. Leo's meeting Attila out of 
Rowe, and his detucning himfrom 
comcing any nearer to the Cry. 

As for the Relicks and bodies of 
Saints which are in this Church , 
beſides thole mentioned already , 
there are the bodyes of SS. Simon 
and Jude , of S. Peironilla, of SS. 
Proceſius and Mariinianus, of ten 
firſt Popes after S. Peer; with a 
world of other precious Relicks Kept 
in the Sacrity. 

As for the Tombes which are in 
this Church abouc ground , they are 
theſe. That of Sixtucs IV. of Paulus 
IIl; of Yrban the VIII; of Leo 
*he XI. of /nnocent the VIII; of 

Gregory 
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Gregory the X11I; of Innocent the X; 
and laſtly that of the Comneſſe 
Aatilde, the onely ſecular perſon 
that 1 finde to haue a Tombe inthis 
Churchaboue ground. Indeed shede- 
ſerues well to - in S. PetersChurch 
who deſcrued to be called S. Peters 
daughter ;and $he deſerued this ſur- 
name , for hauing defended the 
Church fo galantly it is greateſt 
conflit Againſt Henry the IV.Emp. 
and hauing cndowed it with a good 
part of its Patrimeny, Her body was 
tranſlated from Afantue hither in 
the yeare 1633. by the command of 
Pope Yrban the VIIE. 

Neare the Confeſſion of S. Peter, 
is an old braJen ftatue of S. Peter 
ſitting , with his hand vp as giuing 
his bleſſing; and holding his cighr 
foot a little out, to be kifled. Ar 
fiſt, ſome wonder to ſce deuour 
people flocking thither, and kiſſing 
the fotte of that ſtatue , and put- 
ing their heads vnder that foot 
when they haue done ; but when 
they are well informed , that all 
this is done onely to teſtify , that 
they ſubmit themſclucs to the au- 

| thoaity 
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thority which was given by our 
Sawogr, to S, Peter, and his Succeſ- 
ſors , they reſt ſatisfycd. 

Ouer the Holy water pot on the 
left hand as you enter into the 
Church is ſeen faſtencd to the wall, 
an old mſcription vpon a ſ{quar ſtone, 
Importing, that that was the very 
ftone ypon which the bodyes of S. 
Peter and S. Paul where diuided, 
when half of their bodyes was bu- 
ryed here and the other half in S. 
Pauls Church , by. S. Silweſter. 

As for the prime pritures that are 
in this Charch ; they are theſe: That 
of S. Michel in Afeſaickh work: is 
of the defigne of Canalier Groſeppe: 
as alſo the deſigne of the A aſarck 
worke in the Cupola. That of S. ſohn 
Enargeliſt, and S. Luke iuſt vnder 
the Cypole are of the hand of Gro- 
wexns de Vechi, The pifture where 
S. Peter cures the lame man, is of 
the hand of Ludeweo da C:inoli.T har 
of the fall of Sim tHagm is of 
the hand Yanm of Siena. That 
where S. Peter ts painted with An- 
nanas dead before him , is of rhe 
hagpd of Canelter Ranenlls. That =

went to ſee the Sacrifty of this criſty

from the Monſignor, who hath the 
chief carc, as wel as the Keys of it, 
I faw the Holy Relicks , and neat 
Church plate belonging to this 
Charch. The Relicks are many, and 
richly enchaſed in gold and ſyluer. 
The Church plate 1s both plenti- 
Full, and of great valew, as many 
Ch4lices of pure gold ſetwith icwels, 
huge finer Candleſtihs with a Cru- 
cifix of the ſame as heauy as a man 
can lift, with a world of other ſuch 
like plate. But that which pleaſed 
me moſt here, was the ancient Prc- 
eure of $. Peter and S. Paxl, which 
ſamt Syluefter chewed to Conftentm

T he hiſtory of it is both long and 
knowne:& if any man be ignorit of 
it, [ct him rcad it in Baronws. There 
iS alſo in the layd Sacriſty an other 
picture naylcd high vpon the wall, 
= which was made by NV. Carps with 
his fingers inſteed of a pencul. 
Being now in the Sacriſty , I 
The erotte got leaue to go downe 9, the 
wvndey S. Grotte vnder this Church, with 
Peters practical Clericus with a /1ghted 
Church. jorch to chew me and ex [20 
vnto me the moſt conſiderable 
things that are there : as the 
Tombe of S. Peter with an Altar 
oucr it, at whichany B5hop or prieſ 
may ſay Maſſe: a world of ancient 
ftatues ( ſer in the low Chappels,and 
in the wall of this Grotte ) which 
belonged to the old Church of S. 
Peter, and Shewing the antzquity of 
prttures i® Churches: the Tombe of 
the moſt honorable Churchman of 
enr Nation , Pope Adrian the IV, 
the onely Englizh Pope that cuer 
Adrian was : the Tombe of the Emperor 
the IV an Otho the ſecond, ina great porphiry 
Englith shrine: the Tombes of divers other 
41m. great 
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a great Popes and Cardinals: and in 
of ſine, the rombeFtone of Charlotte of 
_ Luzignan, Queen of Teruſalem, Cy- 
__ wm foe eArmena, who hauing 
L cen drinen out of her kingdome 
h by her Baſtard Brother , came to 

Rome im Sixtus Quartus his time , 
I and there dyed. She transfered be- 
R fore her death, her right to the 


kingdomeof Cyprus,to the Duke of 
ſanoy her brother in law; which 
makesthat puke giue aclole crowne 
ouer his armes , and be tiled by 
his ſubjefts, AlteRza Reale, Royall 
Highneſſe. 

Hauing thus ſeen this Church both 8p 
within and wnderground, I was de- ©: way 
firous to ſecit alſo above. Aſcending Church 
therefore by a fair ſtaircaſe I arriv- 
cd at the great terraſſe ouer the 
Loage, and there ſaw the thirteen 
ftatues of our Sauiouy and the rwelue 
Apoſtles neare hand, which ſceme 
below little taller then the ſtature 
of our talleſt men, and yet here 
aboucare eighteen foot high. There 
alſoI ſaw the ſcuerall lictle Cupolas, 
which giue light to the ſide Chapels 
of this Church, and looke like the 


nſue 
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7ſue and ſpawne of the Great Cy- 
ola. Then mounting a lictle higher, 
I beheld the rarc fabrick of the 
mother Cupola , both within and 
without. The ftaires to mount vp 
anto it : the double vault in it, and 
ſtairs between the two vaults: the 
lanterne vpon the Cupola: the nar- 
row ſtairs in one of the pullars of that 
Lanerne vp to the Ball: laſtly the 
ſtraight neck of the paſſage into the 
Ball, and the Ball it Ci, are all 


\ The round worth particular obſeruation , as be- 
Ball ca- ing the height of Archuefture. The 
'"”f pable of Ball it ſelf of braſle guilt is capable 
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of thirty men, though from below it 
leokcs onely as big as twice a mans 
head, We were cight in it at once; 
and I am ſure we could haueplaced 
thrice as many more, Vpon the 
round Ball is mounted a great Croſſe 
of yron guilt to fignific , that rLe 
Vertue of the Croſſe by our Sauiours 
paſſion , hath triumphed oucr the 
world, of which this round Ball 15 
the cxpreſle emblew. From this Cu- 
pola we had a perfect View of Rome 
vnder vs, and of all the V1/las about 
it. But nothing was ſo wonderfull, as 

to

to ſee S. Peters Church and Pallace, 
looke like a towne ynder vs, which 
we knew to be but one Church and 


houſe. 


You will wonder perchance too, 
when you 5hall h_ that this Pray/e of 
Church is the eight wonder of the S. Peters 
world , that the Pyramids of Egypt, Church. 
the walls of Babylon, the Pharos, 
Coloſſus, &c.were but yy of (tones 
comparcd to this fabrick : that it 
hath put all antiquity to the b{ush, 
and all poſterity to a Nor plus : thar 
its ſexeral parts are all incompa- 
rable Mafter-peeces : its piltures «lf 
originals: its ſtatues perfett models : 
That it hath a rexenxe of aboue 
twenty thouſand pounds a ycare 
onely forthe fabrick : that ir hath 93, *,o2 
colt ill the yeare 1654, ( The ,,,,. of 
accounts being then ſummed vp ) 5 purers 
Forty millions of crewnes : that moſt Gy, 
of the Popes (ince Iuliys the 11 his 
time ( and they haue becn twenty 
three in all ) hauc hartened and 
aduanced this work:that the prime 
Archietts of the world , Sangalla, 
Bramante, Baldaſſere, Buonarota, 
Giacome della Poria, Gionant Fon- 
tana, 
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rtana > Carlo Maderno , and now 
Caualiero Berne, haue brought, it 
en to this perfection : that the whole 
Church it (elf is nothing but the 
Dumteſſence of wit and wealth 
ſtrained -into a religious deſigne of 
making a hanſome houle to God, 
and of fulfilling , the d:ume oracle 
which promiſed ; that magna erit 
gloria domus iſtias nowſume, pluſ- 
quam prime. 

Going at laſt out of this Church, 
and ſumming vp in my thoughts all 
the rarityes I had ſeen in ut, I be- 
gan tothink of eAmmawys (a holy 
primitive Saint and afterwards 
Bichop im the Council of Sardis ) of 
whom its written , that comcing to 
R ome with S$. Athanaſins, he de- 
ſired to ſee nothing rhere bur $. 
Peters Church, and knew not the 
way toany - crure els; I think , that 
If this good man had ſeen $S. Peters 
Church as it is now, he would neuer 
haue cared for ſcing any thing els 
in the world , aud would cucn haue 
forgot his way home too, 

Neare to the Church of S. Peter, 
ſtands the Vatican Pallace , where 
the 
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the Popes uſe to [ winter. To de- 
ſcribe-it to you all at length, would 
take me vp too much time ; nor 
indecd is it fir for me to dwell 
there. 1 will cherefore paſſe through 
it quickly, and rather point you out 
whats to be ſeen there , them 
= you out in words what I 

aw there. 

1. From the Church of $. Peter 
you aſcend into this Pallace by an 
caly & ſtately pairof ſtairs capable 
of ten men a breſt. Theſe ſtairs 
render you vp at the great Hall, 
called Sala Regia, becauſe rhe Pope 
recciueth here Embaſſalors of Kings 
in their Embaſiies of ſtate. It is 
beautifyed with rare pittures in 2 
great volume : as that of the Empe- 
rowr Frederick, kiſſing the Popes 
foot,of the hand of Gro/eppe del Sal- 
watt Garſagnino., That of the Ligne 
in France : that of Colign: : that of 
the Pope condemning hereſy: That 
of the Pope returning from Awignoy, 
are all of the hand of Georgio Yaſ- 
fart. That of the Emperour Charles 
the Great ſigning the Brief of the 
donation, is of the hand of Thades 

Ce Zrccari: 
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Zwccart : that of the battle of Le- 
panto with the picture of Fayth at 
the ſlide of it, is of the hand of 
Donato Formello. 

2. This great Hallſtands between 
two Chappels, the Paulina and the 
Siſte. In the Paulina is ſeena rare 
ny of the crucifying of $. Peter 

y Michel Angelo. The roof of it 
alſo was rarely painted by Federico 
Zuccars , but the ſmoke of the 
candles vpon Janday Thurſday , 
when this Chappel ſerues for the 
Sepulcher , hath ſo defaccd thele 
pictures, that a farre worſe hand 
would hauc ſerued there. 

3- The Chappel of S:ſio is that in 
which the Pope holds Capella vpon 
certain dayes , and were all the 
Cardinals interucne. In the end of 
this Chappel ypon the wall,is paint- 
ed the laſt Iudgement by Michel 
Angelo, a peece famous ouer all 
the world. The green garments of 
S, Katharine and the Head of S. 
Biagio are of the painting of Daniel 
of Folterra,, who was preſently (et 
a worke to make thole garments, 
when the Pops. had giuen cxpreſle 


order, 
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order, that this rare pifture Should 
be defaced , becauſe of ſome naked- 
neell' init. Vpon great dayes this 
Chappel is hung with a rare ſate of 
hangings of the deſigne of Raphaet 
Vrbimn wrought with gold and filk , 
containing the eAtts of S. Peter 
and S. Paul. 

4. Bcinde this Chappel ſtands 
the Popes Sacriſty ; a place {ſcarce 
knowne to ſtrangers, and therefore 
ſeldome ſeen by them ; though very 
well wroth the ſeeing. Its Kept 
alwayes by « Prelat , who is alwayes 
an Auguſtin Fryar , and a Brihop , 
and called Aſonſignor _—_ In 
authors of high times we findemen- 
tion of this officer ynder the name 
of Cimiliarcha , or chief Sacriſtan. 
Here I ſaw rare Church ornaments 
for the Popes vie. Thelc in particular 
I cannot let palle without mention- 
ing : The cope of ſaimt Sylucſter 
Pope,thirtcen hundred yeares a goe- 
The neat (haſuble of cloth of tyllue 
with the piftures of the miniſtring 
the ſeauen Sacrements, all embro- 
dered in it in (ilk and gold fo rare- 
ly , that the late Lord Marechal of 
Cc 1] Enelay 1 
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England Tho. Earle of MS 
leaue to hauc it painted out , and {9 
much the more willingly , becaufe 
it had bcen giuen to the Pope by 
King Henry the VIII a little be- 
fore his Schiſme. Then the income 
parable ſutes of ornaments for m_ 
Deacon , and Subdeacon, to bev $7 
in high Maſſe, which were giuen 
by Krmg Sebaſtian of Portugal, and 
ſer-all ouer with pearle , and theſe 
pearles were the firſt that came our 
of the Indyes, and were in all e:ghe 
hundred pound werght of pearle. 
The other rare things here werethc 
Head of $. Lawrence , which I ſaw 
neare at hand, through a cryſtal ; 
a peece of the ſpunge , in which the 
fewes gane our Saytour gall is 
drink : the Camiſia of S. Priſta a 
primitiue Same martyred in it 1400 
yeares ago: the Cracify in which 
is ſet vnder a cryſtal , a peece of 
the Holy Croſſe carued with the 
paſſion of our Sanour in it: a thorne 
of our Sau/ours crewne Of thornes, 
which bclongd to P;uws Qujnire ; a 
gro(ie (et with Diamans and Pearles, 
which the Pope wears at his breſt 
in 
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in great funtions : a great ringwhich 
he alſo weareth in ſuch fwunttrons ; 
its ſet with a fair $aphir, and four 
great pearles : a fair Crucifix en- 
ameld and beſet with ſtorc of pearle 
and Jewels : the Popes Pallinm 
which he wears in great funtbions : 
the fiſtula , or pipe of gold wher- 
with the Pope reccines the conſe- 
crated blood of our Sawiowr in the 
Chalice ypon great dayes : the rare 
Chalices of gold ſer with pearle, and 
yet more pretious for their work 
manship then for their matter: 
the great Chalice of gold, intowhich 
the Cardinals put their 1writen 
Votes in chuſcing the Pope by 
ſcrutiny : the fruc triple cyownes 
called Regmi, four wercof are ſet 
thick with pretions ſtones and pearie 
of great valuc , and therfore ordi- 
nanly Kept in the Caſtle Angelo: 
two miters of the lame ichnel* the 
chryſtal P:xe in which the Bleſſed 
Sacrament is kept in the Sepmulcher 
vpon Manday Thurſday : 1h fine 
the booke of the Ghoſpels painted 
in mmiature by the famous Giulio 
Glorie, for whoſe 'lirſt piſture here

Tertivs (ent him fifteen hundred 
piſtols, as Monſignor Sacriſta allur- 
ed mc. 

5- Paſſing from hence through 
the Sala Regia againe,I was led into 
the great roome hard by , where 
the | wa washeth the feet of thir- 
teen Pilgrims vpon MM anday Thurſ- 
day; and then giuerth euery one of 
then a great Meddal of Gold with 
four viſtols , and an other ef {yl- 
uer. 

6. Thence I was led into the 
_ gallerie which looketh vpon 
the court; I meanc, the ſecond lodge, 
{ for there are three ſuch open gal- 
lerres ) where the hitories of the 
Bible arc painted moſt curiouſly in 
the roof of it by prime maſters, 
That of Alam and the Creation : 
that where Adam foes: that where 
the sheep drink, : that were faceb 
ſaw the ladder : that of the /af 
Swpper of (hriſt with his Apoſtles : 
that where Adoyſes $shews the 
Laws , arc all of the hand of Ra-

of the adoration of the golden Calf, 
are of the hand of Raphael dal 
Borgo. That where foſue commands 
the Swn to ſtop : that of Berſabee, 
and the like, are of the band of 
Pierino dul 7g That of the 
Chariot , and ſome others are of 
the hand of Carawagio, That of 
Moyſes ftrikeing the Rockzthat of 
the 1wdgement of Salomon ; and ſome 
others are of the hand of /#ul:s Ro- 
mano, That of the Bapriſme of 
(krift , with other ſuch like , areof 
the hand of Pellegrino 44 HModena. 
Yer becauſe in all theſe piftures 
Raphael Vrbimn give cither the de- 
ſe2ne , or ſome touches , this Gallery 
1s called Raphaels Gallery: indeed 
not hing bur the divine hiftory itſelf 
can be finer then this painting of 
Diuine Raphael. And it belongs 
onely to Rome to haue the Buble 
ſer out thus in its owne colours : 
and if piityres be the beſt bookes 
for 1gnorant people , who can lay 
that the Buble is kept from the 
people here, ſeing its parmed and 
printed here in the moſt Yulgar 
tongue,and knowne language, pic-

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cures > In a word Raphaels colours 
ſeemed to me to illuſtrate the text. 
very much, and to be an excellent

7. From this galtery I was led 
into the great chamber, where 
Conſtantins Victory ouer Maxen- 
ti is lo rarely painted ypon the 
_ walls by Raphaels owne hand, that

Emperour, The ſencral poſturcs 
bere of men and horſes, all incon-

the world for deſigne. In the other 
fellowing rooms there arc diucrs 
other rare peeccs of the ſame hand, 
as that of Attila and Pope Leo: 
that of S. Peter in priſon, a peece 
much admired for the perſpetiue 
of it : That of the B, Sacrament : 
that of the burning of the Borgo: 
that of e/£neas carrying his Father 
Anchiſcs out of the flames, are of 
Raphaels hand. The hiſtory of He-

the hand of /ul:0 Romane, Raphbacls 
ſcholler. | 

$. Going vp from hence into the 
higheſt open gallerie, youl finde it 
painted with Geographical Maps of 
the hand of Antonio da Vareſe. The 
roof of it is alſo well painted by 
Pomerancio , Paris Romano, and 
Bronzini, excellent painters all. 

9. Then comeing downe, I ſaw 
the Sala Clamentina a noble roome.

Hauing thus wandered ouer the 
Traſteuere , I made towards the le 
of S. Bartholomewin, which Rands a 
good Heſpual and a Conncut of 
Franciſctans, in whole Church re- 
poſeth, vnder the High Altar, in 
a faire porphyrie Tombe , the body 
of S. Bertholmew Apoſtle. This Ile 5: Bar- 
was anciently called Inſula Ti- tholemews 
berina, and it was firſt made by the Tombe, 
corne of Tarqumius Superbus, which 
being ( after his cjeCtion out of the 
City) pluckt vp by the rootes;and 
throwne into the river, by reaſon 
of the quantity of carth that ſtuck 
to the rootes , ſtopped here where 
the water was low ; and this ſtop» 
page once begun, all the mud of 
the river came afterwards to ſtop 
here too, and fo in time, to forme 
a little le in the midſt of the 
river, 

Going ont of the 7le by the bridge Þonre 
of four heads (anciently called Pons quatre 
Fabricius ) which ioyncs this le Capi. 
with the City, I looked downe the 
river on my right hand, to ſec the poyy 54. 
Pons Swblicws, which Cocles alone þj;;jus. 

Dd iij defended 
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defended againſt an army, till the 
bridge was cut downe behind him: 
which he perceiuing , leapt into the 
riuer armed, and (wome fafe to his 
fellow Citizens, who were as glad 
to ſce him come off ſafe, as to de 
themſclues ſafe. It was called Pons 
Sublicius , from the word Sublicain 
Latin , which ſignifies great beams of 
wood, of which it was made : it was 
afrerwardsbuilt of ſtone by e/f'milins. 
From this bri4ge the wicked Em* 
peror Feliogabalus was throwne 
into the r1ur and drowned with a 
great ſtone about his neck. 

No ſooner was I- ouer this bridge, 
but 1 faw on my left hand, the great 
back dore of the ferry; for here the 
Jews hue all together in a corner 
of the towne, and are lock ed yp 
euery night. I entred into their 
Synagogues here ( which they call 
their ſchooles ) where they meet 
vpon Saturdays and ling and pray. 
I wondered at firſt , that they had 
learned no more manners in theſe 
their ſthooles then to enter into them 
to pray , without either puting of 
bats , lifting vp eyes, or bending of 
knees 
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knees, to the Great Jehoua , whom 
they rather feare then loue. Hoſes 
going to him , put of this 5hooes, 
and I expected , that theſe men 
Should , at leaſt, haue put of their 
hatts at the entrance into their Sy»- 
agogues : but they are Arch- 
clownes; and their fowle towels , at 
the entrance into their Synagogues, 
told me as much. I once flaw a 
circumciſion, but it was (o paintull 
to the child, that it was able to 
make a man heartily thank God 
that he is a Chriſtian. And realy 
If the little child could ſpeak and 
wich, I belceue he would wish 
him ſelfe the greateſt curſe in 
the world , and to be a woma 
rather then a man vypon ſuch termes- 
I ſaw allo a marriage here perfor- 
med with many ceremonyes. 

Returning out of the Fewry by 
the ſame gate I entred, I ſaw on my 
left nd » the Pallace of Princ 
Sawell:: its built vpon the ruines of 
the Theater of 4 Rs » buile by op we 
eAuguſtys in honour of his Nephew g 
earcellms: it was capable of fours 
kcore thouland men. 
Dd y Paſlng 
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Paſſing on, I came to an ancient 
Sert® Church called Santa Maria vin 
Maria mn Cmedin, or in Schela Greca, where 
Coſmedin 5 Auſtin before his conuerſian, 
taught Rhetorickh, In the portch of 
this Church ftands a great round 
fone cut into the face of a man, with 
a great wide mouth , commonly cal- 
Bocce cd, La bocca della Verna , The 
della mouth of Truth; but this not bein 
Verita.. aftirmed by the ſouth of truth , 
darc not belecue it. I rather belccue 
it ſeruedin ſome old building for a 
tter ſpout : Iknow , ol may 
peake lowd,, andhaue a wide monrh; 
but he thattakes cuery wide mouth 
dor the mouth of Trwh, is much 
miſtaken. 
$8. Maria The next Church I came to was 
Eyyptia- Santa Maria Egyptaca: it wasthe 
C4 Temple of the Sun and [uprter. This 
Church is neatly adorned with cu- 
rious chanclled pillars. It belongs to 
the Armenians , who have an Ho/- 
prtal allo here belonging to the 
Catholick, Pilgims of that country: 
and the Pope allowes them to cele- 
brate Haſſe here after their owne 
Armenian rue.

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On the other fide of the grear 
piaan » ſtands the Church of S, 
Steven. Its rounded with chanelled 
illars allo. It was anciently the 
Temple of Juno Matutina mornemg 
Tuno, or Alba Dea, the Breake of 
day Goddeſſe : a Goddeſſe which our 
Ladyes , that ncuer riſc till noone, 
would neuer hauc been deuour 
to, 
Cloſe by this Church ( which The 
ſtands by the riuer ſide ) the great C/oace 
Sinke of Rome, called Cloaca HAa- Naxima, 
xima, emptycd it ſelf into Tyber. 
And though this were but a Smke, 
yet it delerues to be mentioned a» 
mong the rare magnificencies of 
ancient Rome. For it was noblely 
built by T arguin:iws Priſcus , of 
freeſtone, arched ouerhcad , with a 
world of ſprings running into it : 
and it was (o great, that a Cart 
might haue gone in it. This fink 
was one of the evident tokens of 
the greatneſl and magnificence of Afarkes 
Rome ancicntly ; and indeeda farre of Romes 
greatcr euidence then that of Hel:o- greaineſſ 
gabulus, who cauſcd all the ſpiders «nciently,

Church, Church. here S. Paul was buryed 
by Lucina a Roman I ady, and there 
fore Conftantin the Great built this 
Church in the honour of S. Paxl 
&s he had done that of S. Peter 
mentioned aboue. Its built croſle- 
wiſe , and the body of it is 477 
foot long, and 258 broad ; with 
a hundred pillars in all, fer in four 
ranks, all of them anciznt round 
| marble pillars caken out of the 
Te proe- Baths of Antoninns , (ayth Vaſſars. 
10, Yet :in all this vaſt body of the 
Church there are no Chappels, nor 
any 
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any decoration , except at the very 
end of it , neare the great dore, 
where there is an Altar with theſe 
words in a ftone ouecr it ; Hic m- 
wentum eſt caput S. Pauli. The moſt 
remarkable chings which I ſaw here,. 
were theſe. 

1. The high Altar, with a Canopy 
of lone like a Tabernacle , borne vp 
by four porphyry pillars, and adorn- 
ed with ffarues. Vnder the Altar 
repoleth half of the bodyes of S. 
Peter and $S. Paul ( as 1 oblerued 
before in S. Peters Church) and as 
the inſcription vpon the fide of the 
Altar here afhrmes in thele words: 
Sub hoc aliart requieſcunt glorioſa 
corpora Apoftolorum Petr: & Pauli 
pro medietate, Behind this Altar ſtids 
the Confeſſion of S. Pawl like that 
of S. Peter deſcribed aboue. Vnder 
the little low dores which let the

S Sebaſtians Clurch, is one 0 
the ſeauen Churches, and of great - Sebafe 
dcuotion by reaſon of the Cara- Cha 4 
combes which arc vnder it. Here 1 © 
faw the Tombe of S. Sebaſtian ynder 
anjaltar on the left hand : many 
relicks kept ouer an altar on the 
right hand: and the Yaulr vnder- 
neath where Pope Stewen was be- 
heacded in his owne Seat of ſtone , 
and where S. Peters and S. Pawls 
bodycs were hidden many ycares, 

Thenc 1 was let into the Cata- The Ca- 
combes which are vader this Church, tacombes. 
and which from thenc running 
many miles ynder ground , made 
anciently a Chriſtian Kome vnder 
the Heathen, There were divers 
of thelce Catacombes in the primi- 

tiue 
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tine times, and they were called 
diuerſly : Arenaria, (rypte, eArce, 
Concilia Mariyrum , Polianaria , 
but moſt frequently Cemereria, that 
is, dormitoria, becauſe here repoſed 
the bodyes of the holy A1artyrs and 
Saints qui ebdorminerunt in Dommo, 
Burt the greateſt of all theſe Ceme- 
teria was this of Calixrus. In theſe 
Catacombes durcing the perſecuti- 
ons rayſcd againſt the Chr:ftians by 
ten Heathen Emperors , the fanh- 
full beleewers, together with their 
Popes and Paf#tors, vicd priuatly to 
meet to excercice their Religion , 
and ſteale their deuotions; that is, 
to heare Maſſe in little round 
Chappels painted ouer head poorely; 
Al miſter the Sacraments; bury the 
dead Martyrs and Confeſſors in the 
walls of the long alleys, preach, hold 
conferences ; and caen celebrate 
Councils too ſometimes. I deſcended 
ſcueral times into ſcueral parts of 
theſe Catacombes with a good expe- 
rienced guide { which you muſt be- 
ſure of ) and with waxe [:1ghr;(rorches 
being too ſtifcling) and wandered 
them 
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them vp and downe with extraor- 
dinary ſatisfation of minde. The 
ſtreets vnderground are cut out with 
mens hands and mattocks. They are 
ashigh as a man, for the moſt part, 
& no broader then for two men to 
meet. All the way long, the lides of 
theſe Alleys arefull of holes, as long 
as a man, and ſometimes there are 
three rowes, one ouer an other, in 
which they had buryed their Martyrs 
and Confeſors ; and that poſtcrity 
might afterwards know which were 
Martyrs, which Confeſſors ; oy 
engraued ypon the ſtone whic 
mur'd them vp, or vpon one of the 
bricks, a Palme branch, in ligne 
of a Marijr; and a Pro Chriſto in 
Cyphers for a Confeſſor. Its re- 
corded, that during the forlayd per- 
ſecutions, a hundred ſcauenty ba 
thouſand Martyrs were burycd 
here in this Cemetery of Calixtys : 
among whom were ninetcen Popes 
Martyrs. Hence thele (aracombes 
haue alwayes bcen eſtecmed as a 
place of grcat deuotion, and much 
frequented by deuour perſons. The 
words ouecr the dore, as you deſcend 

into 
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into them from the Church of $, 
Sebaſtian , tell you , how S. Hie- 
rome confelſeth , that he vſed every 
Sunday and Holyday,during his ſtay 
in Rome, to go to theſeCaiacomber, 
And a pittare hung oucr the ſame 
dore sheweth how S. Phlzl'p Ners 
vied to frequent theſe / oly places 
in the night ; and from whence, I 
ide Wo ſucked that true ſpirit 
of the prime Church , which 
reigned in him, and ſtill reigneth 
in the breaſts of his moſt vertuous 
children, the pious Prieſts of the 
Oratory of Rome , whom I muſt 
alwayes prayſe whcreſouer 1 find 
them , becauſe I alwaycs find them 
cither writcing holy things , or 
living them; thar is , eirher wrice- 
ing books fit to be lined, or lining 
liues fit to be written. Indeed its 
incredible how much the preſence 
of theſe Holy Martyrs bodyes , hath 
lanifycd this place: in ſo much 
that no man enters into the cata- 
combesbut he comes better our, then 
he went in. Cathol:cks come out farre 
more willing to dye for thar faith, 
foi which ſo many ofthcir anceſters 
hauc 
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haue dyed before them. The Ad- 
werſaryesof the Roman Church come 
our more ſtaggered in their fayth, 
and more milde _ the Ca- 
thelick R eligion, to {ce what pict 
there Ls in the bowels of | wa. 
Atheiſts come out with that belcef, 
that ſurely there is a God, ſeing (o 
many thouſands of Martyrs haue 
teſtify cd it with their blood. 

From S. Sebaftians I went to the 
place hard by called Capo ds Boxe 
ſtanding vpon the Yia Appra. It is 
a great building faced about with 
marble tones. It was the Sepnlcher 
of Metella wite of rich Craſſus. Its 
now called Capo ds Boye becauſe of 
the oxe heads cut in marble which &*?* as 
compole the cornice that runns 
abuut the top of this Moles. Enter- 
ing into it you will wonder at the 
| thickneſl' of the walls which are

was adorned with the three orders 
of pullars; great Arches below, open 
galleries aboue, both to walke in, 
and to let people into the eAm- 
phuheater , and out againe without 
crowding : lo that two hundred 
thouſand people could go in, or 
out, 1m half an houres time , with 
out crowding. Within, ic went 
vp from below by ſteps of ſtone 
vnto the top : and afforded roome 
enough to all that world of people, 
to lit conuecniently, and fee the 
combats and {ports that were exhi- 
bited in the Areaz, Anciently the 
top of it was {et rown4 with Statues;

And all this was done by 
the politick Romans , to teach men 
not to be affrayd of bloodshed and 
death in time of warces , with which 
they had becn fo acquainted in time 
of peace. 

The old round rubbage of brick 
which 15 here neare the Anphuhea- 
ter, was anciently a fine Fowuntam 
called Mera Sudans, (cruing for the 
vſcofthoſc that came to the [ports 
here.

From hence T went to the Church 
of S. fon and Pawl; and thenc to 
S.Gregories Church, which ancicntly 
had been his heuſe. Theyshew vs 
yer the place, and the table , where 
this holy man, iu recompence of his 
charitable hoſpitality to the poore, 
deſcrucd to haue an Angel, and the 
Lord of Angels for his gueſts. He 
treated dayly here 12 poorc men, in 
honour of the 12 Apoſtles. In oneof 
the Chappels youſce a fine ſtatue of 
white marble of S. Gregory, in his 
Pontifical robes; it was eretcd to his 
honour by Cardival Baronins , whe 
was a devout admirer ofhim.

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In the garden belonging to the 
monaſtery of S.Gregory, thercisto 
be ſeen a Cave in which I ſaw vpon 
the wall ſome old painting of the 
higheſt times of Pagan Rome : pitti« 
full ſtuff, yet conliderable for its 
ancientneſfl. 

From hence I went to the Bathes 
or Therme, of the Emperour An. 
tonmys,lookeing more like a towne, 
then a bathing place. Indecd 
Ammiaxus Marcellizxs out throws 
mee, and calls theſe, and the other 
Therme in Rome, L auacra in modum 
Proumcarum exſtrutlia : Bathing 
places built like prouwmces. And iudge 
whether of vs hath more reaſon, by 
that which we read inthe Excepru | 
Olymp o tori , where its layd , that 
theſe bathes of Amnteninus had a | 
thouſand fix hundred (ears of * | 
liched marble ; for as many perſons 
to fit and bathin a part : nay, ſome 
of thole bathing places were paued 
with fyluer, and were adorned ſo 
curiouſly with (yluer pipes for the 
water,with ſtatues, pittures,and preti- 
ons ſtones, that Seneca cryes out :

theſe {9s ſerue onely for the Ro- 
man Semimarifts torecreate in. 
Returning from hence berween 
the HM own Auentn and the MMown Circus 
Palatin, I Gw the place where the 1{4x:. 
Circus Maximnus ſtood. This was wy. 
the greateſt of all the Cireos in 
Rome, as its name shews. It was 
begun by Targumns Priſcus , but 
aftcewards much augmented by 
Iulins Ceſar, and Anuguiius. It was 
three fades long, and four akovs 
wide(TheRoman ſtade was 62 y foot, 
or 12.5 paces) Art laſt it wasadorned 
with ſtatues, and pillars by Traian 
and Heliogabrinzy. A hundred aud 
fifty the/en _— could lit conue- 
nient/y in the three open galleyyes. 
One of which was hae _ 
the ſecond for the gentlemen, and 
the thirdfor the common peeple. The 
two' great Obelicks, to wit, that 
before Porte del Populo , and that 
before S. John I aterans ſtood in it, 
Vander. this building were many 
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V aulted Canes called in Leann, For- 
nices , where lewd women profti. 
tnted themſelucs for money, and 
fo from theſe Formices came the word 
Fornication- 

Going from hence to S. Georges 
Church , 1 faw on my right hand, 
the goodly ruines of the Emperors 
pallace , called Palazzo HM ag grove, 
It poſlefled almoſt all the Palarn 
hill , as the ruines shew. Stately 
ruines I confeſle .: but ruines , and 
Imperiall rumes. And here I could 
not but wonder to ſee, the pallece of 
the perſecuting Emperors ruined 
quite,and the Chyrch of the poore 
F isherman ſtanding ſtill, more glo» 
rious then cuer, 

Before I came to S. Geerges Church 
I _ into S, Anaftafias Church , 
which was anciently the Temple of 
Neptune : and from thence to the 
old ſquare Temple, commonly held 
to be the Temple of [anne Qnadri 
frons : and with ſome realon., be- 
cauſe it hath four doves in it, and 
twelue Niches vpon every fide of 
the ſquar out ſide. The funr dores 
acer wed the four Seaſons of the 
yeare: 
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yeare : the trwelue mches , the twelxe 
months of the yeare > yet others will 
haue it to haue been onely an Arche, 
or Portick,, or a Lodge : and while 
they diſpute it ilego on to S. Geors S. Georges 
ges Church hard by to which Church C barch. 
is ioyned on old Arche curiouſly 
carued in wartb'e , which was ercc- 
ted here, by the marchants, or 
geliomitls, to the Emperours Seue- 
ri, and MM. Aurelins. 

Neare vnto this Chuch of S. 
George cameanciently the water of 
T ybey : and. this water or creek, of 
the r1iuer, was called Felabrum, The 
becauſe men paſſed over the river Yela- 
here by beat, and ſometime with a brum.

And for this reafon, they 
had great priwiledges giuen them.

Many other braue buildings ſtood 
ancicntly in this Foro Romano, 
worth remembring,as the Comuum, 
or publick place of aſſembly; fo 
callcd a coeundso:it being the Great 
Hall of Iuſtice , in which waserec- 
ted a large Tribunal, were the 
Pretor ( our Lord Chief fnſtice ) 
fat in an [wory chaire , called Cells 
Cxruls, and miniſtred witicetorhe 
people. In this Comnum ſtood the 
Statue of Horatis Cocles, and in the 
corners of it , thoſe of Pithagoras 
and Alcibiades. In this Foro allo, 
Rood the R oſtre ( a great Pwulps 
made of the Xoſtra or braſen ſnouts 
of ths ships w onn from the Antrare;) 
where Orators vicd to plead , and 
were T wlly thundered. Behinde the 
Roſtra ſteod R emulus his Tombe, 
and before the Roſtra, the Tombe 
of Farfulns the Foſter Father of 
Romulw. 

Mounting vp from henes to the 
Eapnrel- by the Coach way , I ſaw,

flegmatick ſpaniard , to comment | 
ypon. Yet I learnt out of this left | 
handed Latin , this obſeruation , 
that the braue Romans of the high- 
elt times, cared more to do well, | 
then to ſpeak well; and that the 
R oman commonwealth was turn- 
ing towards her decline , when fine 
language was in vogue. 

$. Hard by this pillar ſtand 
mounted two little quarter Cannons: | 
a poore Arſexal for the Roman 
Senators now a dayes. 

9. Then mounting vp ſome ten 
ſteps , I came into a little Cowrr 
whole walls arc all encruſted ouer 
with four excellent peecces of Mar 
ens Aurelin htsT rixmph cutin mar- 
ble. In one of them he eriumpheth 
in his open chariot: inanother he 
facrificeth : in another he giueth 
largeſſesto the People. Inthe forth 
he receiueth the preſents of the 
Romans. They are all (o well cut 
that you doubt whether it be the 
Emperoxr , or the Sculptor that 
eriumphs here. Indeed the Empe- 
Yors 
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rors Chariot hath got new wheels, 
of late , and his horſes new 5hoos 
and feet, elſe all is old. 

10. Then going vp the ſtairs 
higher, I ſaw an old plate of braſſe, 
nayed vp, in which the Roman 
Laws of the ten tables, were wiitten: 


ood Lawes, but few. And I was h_ 


lad to ſee them yer kept: if that 
= to keep lawes, to Keep them 
nayled faſt to the Wall. 

11. Then entring intothe Cham- 
bers and great Hall, 1 ſaw the 
ſtatues of Alexander Farneſe Duke 
of Parma: of M. Antonius Colonna 
the Popes General in the battle of 
Lepantio:and of Don Tohnof Auſtria 
Generaliſſimo. I law vpon the walls 
painted in freſco, the rapt of the 
Sabms , the duel of the tergimins 
Fratres ,three brothers againſt three 
brothers, Horats againit Curiact: : 
Scewola holding his hand ouer the 
burning coales : Cocles defending 
the bridge alone againſt an army 
of men: Scipio, and Hanbal with 
their ſcueral armycs, ſo razely 
painted by Pietro Perugino that the 
Romans

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Romans now are in loue with Fes 
bal. Then the pictureof the fit Con, 
ſul Brutus commanding the death 
of his oxwne Sor : that of the Tor. 
91914 : that of the conquering of 
the Sebins &c. all peeces as bald 
as the very actions they repreſent, 
Here allo in the other Chembery, 
I ſaw ſome fine ſietwes, as that of 
Caics Marims; that of Hoerevles in | 
braſſe b:ing but yet a lad; Thar of 
Tunins Brutus in braflc ; the heads 
in marble of Dragenes, Plato, 
Socrates: the Statues of Cicero, Virgil, 
and Plats; the braſen ſtaiue of the | 
Weolf that gaue ſuck ro Rewauln: | 
and Remws. Bur the beſt ſtatue here, 
is that of the yorg man picking 4 
therne out of his foot. Its onely of 
brafſe, but worth its weight in 
gold. The ſtory of it is this. A yong 
foot poite bringing letters af Gingular 
importance vio the Senate, and 
pricking his foot as he ran, would 
not ſtay to pick out the thorne ; but 
haſtening to Rowe with all (pecd, 
gdeliucred his letters in full Senate 
prac ſoone , as it appeared 
y their dates. But then claping 
himſclt 
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himſelf downe vpon the ground be- 
fore them all, he began to pick 
out the thorne,in the poſture you {ce 
him here. The Sexare ſeing the haſte 
he had made, and the payne he 
had endured , decreed preſently 
that his ſftatwe in that, poſture, 
should be creed in the Caprel. 
Thus the old Remans not hauin 

then recompences enough for = 
delcruing men, or clſe not willing 
to recoinpence them otherwile , 
perſuaded men, that no recompence 
was like to that of a ſtatxe in the 
Capuol , or to walke vp and downe 
the ſtree;s with a crowne of Laurel, 
or Oake leaves ypon their heads.

place alwayes of the Fenetian

of Rome. This pallace , as alſo that 
Ge J of 
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of the'Cancellarie , and that of Far- 
me, are ſayd to haue been built 
of the ſtones that were taken from 
the great Amphitheater; and yera 
great part of it remanes ſtill; and 
I belecue, as much as would make 
three more ſuch pallaces. | 

From S. Marks Pallace 1 went: | 
towards the Aſownt Quirinal now 
called Monte Canallo,and as I went, 
paſſed through that part of the towne 
which anciently was called Forum | 
Fran, and there ſaw that which | 
Traian himſelf neucr ſaw, to wit, | 
the wonderfull pillar of white 
marble creed there to Tr14,, and 
therfore called ColonnaT raians, but 
neuer {een by him: for he dyed in 
forrain expeditions returning from 
Perſia ys non cuer ſccing ic. This 
pillar is made of four and twenty | 
great ſtones of marble, in hich arc 
carued the exploits of Trays, 
eſpecially in his warres againſt the 
Dacians. Its a hundred twenty eight 
foot high , without its 6aſir-which 
15 twelue foot high. Within it there 
are a hundred fourlcore and five | 
ſtairs, which dcliver you vp to the | 
rop 
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topof it, and there are forty lirtle 
windows which let in light enough 
for you to go vp. On the top of 
all chis pillar where anciently bury - 
ed the ashes of Traian the Empe- 
rour: but Sixtns Quinta Cauſed, in 
place of them, the fatye m braſſe 
guilt of $. Peter to be (et vphere. 
Heretofore all the baſis of in was 
buryed vnder ground in the ruines, 
but now they hauc diggd about itand 
cleared it; yet by this we may ce 
how much the ſtreets of Rome are 
higher then they were ; Rome now 
peing vuut ypon the tuines of 
Rome, 

From hence going vp the hill I 


came to the Pallace and garden of 


Aldobrandini, The houſe is but The Pal-

in the time of the Pagans repreſent- 
ing 4 mariage after - old Remans 
fashion. 1 nx. this to be the an- 
cienteſt piture 19 Rome, and the 
ririty of it is ſo great , that Caualier 
P,z30 (-a brauc Gentleman and a 
Gg 1j great 
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Sreat Yrrewoſe , ) got leaue to co pie 
it out, and this copic is to be ſeen 
in the houſe of his ves , among 
other rare curiolityes , neare $. 
Anirea della Yalle. Next after this, 
I was showne in the foreſayd pal- 
lace , the true picture of AMartm 
Luther : a rare S. Sebaſtian in the 
c_ , of Raphaels hand : Vpon 
the ſtairs a ſtatue of a man hanging 

by the hands, 'with great ſtones 
at his feet weighing him downe: a 
torment much vſcd by the Heathens, 
and praQiſed by them vpon Chr:/ 
r1ans :, with a world of other pic- 
tures and ſtatues in the Chambers. 
From hence 1 went to Cardinal 
The pals Ma\xovinis Pallace , and there faw 
lace of in the garden, the famous pidture 
MARE of the Aurora made by Guido Rhent 
Ws famous ouer all Rome. In the court 
of this Pallace | ſaw the belt R :de- 
ing Maſters of Rome teach yong 
Gentleman to ride the Great horſe : 
but I found them here farre [short 
of the maſters in France, both for 
good horles,and good ſchollers, and 
graccfull ridcing. Inthe ſame Courr 
inthe 
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the ſommer cuenings , they play at 
ballon, a manly exercice much vſcd 
in /taly, and farre more gentile then 
our rude football (ſport.

the Pope , lince his creation, by the 
king of Spame for the King dome of 
Naples;euery yeare one, with a purſe 
of gold. The other horſes here were 
enely coach horſes; for when the 
Pepe goes any whither abroad vpon 
pablick ceremony , the Cardinal:, 
and Prelats vpon Mules, and the 
: noble men of Kome vpon their owne 
horſes , wait ypon him : and when 
he goes out of towne his owne hor/e 
gardsattend him. 


From hence I waspreſcntly inthe Monte 
$143,544 of Momtecavallo, where 1 Camallo. 


ſaw the ewo famous horſes in marble, 
with cach one aman holding him, 
they were ſent to Nero fora preſent 
by T 11dates king of Armenia. Inthe 
Pedeſtal of the theſe ſtatues are 
written, vnder The one of them 
Opus Phidie : vnder the other, Opus 
Gg 1 Praxuds.

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Praxitelis, Its (ayd that theſetwy' 
horſes and men were made by theſe 
two ancient Sculptors of Greece to 
repreſent Bucephalu and Alexan- 
der the Great, However theſe horſes 
gine name to this hill, and whereas 
it was formerly called Mons Quiri- 
nals ; its now called e Montecaualls. 
Vpon this hill ſtood anciently the 
Therme Conſtantmane, or Bathes 
of Conſtantin 1he Great , of which 
there are 'ſcen ſome remnants in 
the Garden of {olomre which lyecs 
behinde the wall of this praXJz. 
Oueragainſt the fotefiyd Lorſes 
Rands the Popes Pallace, where he 
ordi.zarily lines in Sommer. The 
houſe is ofa noble truture , and the 
rooms ſtately : but I ſaw nothing 
rare in them bur themſelnes. The 
Garden of this houſe is curious for 
hne walks, ſtore of fountains, and 
the coole Grotta vnder great shady 
trees, where there are hne water- 
works,and an organ playing without 
any fingersto touch it. Ouer againſt 
the backdore of this garden ſtands 
the nowntiate of the /eſwits , with 
the ncat new Church, &fine gardens.

V pon 
the wall of this Church is painted

Theſe fountains yſſue out from four 
ſtatues which lye here in cumbent 
oſtures; and they were made here 
by Lepidus. 
- Then following that fair ſtreet , I 
Santa Went to Santta Maria dellaV utoria 
Maria lo called from the vitory wonn in 
della Vit. the battle of Prague. The flags and 
rorie. cornets taken in this battle are ſet 
round about the Chyrch. in one of 
the flags, ouer the dore, I found 
Croſſe Keys , Cardinals Caps, Miters 
and Priefts corned caps all turned 
roply turuy , with this ſingle motto, 
E xtirpentor. Here are very neat 
Chappels eſpecially that on the left 
hand, where is ſeen the repreſen- 
tation of S. Tereſa wounded by a 
Seraphin.

of M ontalto , and others. There allo 
I ſaw a wooden organ, Pipes and all, 
and yet of no vngreattull ſound. 
Therealſo / faw the prtture of Damd 
killing Gotrath: /t rurnes vpon a 
frame, and shews you both the fore» 
fide of thoſe combatans , and their 
backſidestwo , which other piftures 
do not. Here arc curious /rxes; the 
true buſto of ſixtus V. a $«btrnade of 
richſtones. There 18 a pritures 12 ſtones 
of ſcueral colours which held one 
way, repreſents.nothing but a banck 
of hearbs; but held vpan other way, 
it repreſents 4 mans head and face: 
in fine here is in this little pallace,a 
neat Library in a coole roome, oucr 
the dore of which, on the in lide,arc 
written theſe words : Medicina ant- 
m1 ; as if Libraries were nothing 
but phiſick gardens for the minde.

his aflociat Aſax:!mi4n,condemned of Diocle- 


forty thouſand Chriſtians to worke tan, 


inthisbuilding forthe ſpace of hifteen 
yeares together , and afterwards 
condemned many thouſands of 
them to death for their rel1gron. 
Thus men work for Tyrants. But 
ſuch is the wonderfull prouidence 
of Goa: Churches of Chriſtians now 
ſtand where Chriftians were con- 
demned to death and torments. The 
blood of thele martyrs was but the 
ſeed of Chriſtians ; and when Drogle - 
tian condemned Clrnſtians toworke 
here, me thinks he did but bid 
them go lay the foundation of a 
Monaftery for Carthuſians , and of 
a Churchtor the worship of thatGod 
he ſo much perſecutcd.

By ſticking 
vpcanes inthe heapes of wheat, they 
can tell, ſmelling at the cnds of 
theſe canes, whether the wheat begin 
tomoiſten and corrupt , or nv, and 
accordingly = order either to 
turne it, and ayre it, or preſently 
togiue it out to the bekers. Theſe 
Graneries were alſo built ypon the 
ruines of Diocletians Baths, 


Church of From theſe Graneries I went to 
S. Agnes. the towne Gate , not farre off, called 


Porta Pia, and from thence ſtreight 
along for a good mile, to S.eAgneſes 
Church. Vnder the high Alter 
repoleth the body of that tender Vir- 
£m , who bcing as innocent as her 
name , {uffered martyrdome at thir- 
teen, and triumphed ouer the world 
before she could Know ir. 

Cloſe by ſtands the Church of S, 
Conſtaxtia an other holy primitiue 
Virgin. Here I ſaw the famous 


Tomb e , commonly called Bacchmw 
his 
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bs Tombe, but falſely , ſeing it was 
the Tombe of S. Conſtantia. Its a 
vaſt #rca, or Cheſt of one Porphyrie 
ſtone, aboue half a foote thick , and 
fix foot long. Its all cut on the 
oucfide with 4 baſſo r:l:exo in a moſt 
admirable manner. 

| From hence croſling ouer the fields, 


I went to Borgheſis Villa and gar- p,1(1. 


den, which arc a little half mile 
from the towne. This is the greateſt 
Vila thats about Rome. For here 
you haue ſtore of w4/kes , both open 
and cloſe , fich ponds, waſt cages for 
birds, thick+ts of trees, ſtoreoffontames, 
4 park of deere ; a world of fruit trees. 
ſtaryes of all ſizes, banquering places 
Grottas , wetting ſports , anda ſtacely 
pallace adorned with to many rare 
| ftatuesand pittwres , that their names 
make a booke 1» ottawo , which I 
referre you to. As for the pallace it 
ſelfe its compalled on both lides by 

afair dem:circle of ſtatues, which ſtand 
before the two dores, like old Pena- 
tes and Lares. The wall of the 
houſe is ouercruſted with aworld of 
Anticallie , or old maible peeces of 
anigniy : as that of (wrtins ſpurring 
I h ij into

into the Yorago : that uf Europe 
hurryed away by 1up:ter becomne a 
Bull, witha world of ſuch like f ables, 
Entring into the Houle I ſaw diuers 
roomes full of curiolityes. 

In the great hall ſands the ſtatue 
of Diana m Oriental Alabaſter, 
which was once 4 Deity adored by 
Auguſtus (eſar. Hereallohang two 
| great pittures, the one repreſentin 
a Caualcata when the Pope gocth 
abroad in ceremony ; the other a 
Caualcata when the Great Tiurke 
goeth abroad in pompe. 

2. In an other roome ſtands the 
ftatue of one of the famous gladrators 
anciently, who foughtalone againſt 
twenty others, and being wounded 
to death ſeems tothreaten with his 
lookes all his bcholders, Irs terri- 
bly well made. 

3- In oneof the chambers aboue, 
15 the head in profile of Alexander 
the Great cut in marble. 

4+ In an other roome below I ſaw 
the Statue of Seneca bleeding to 
death, Its of a black ſtone like /eat, 
then which nothing can be blacker 
but the crimes of Nero the Ma 


$1ſtricuar, 
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fiftricide , who put this rare man his 
taſter to death. 

5. Theſtatwe alſo of Daphne and 
Apolls malabaſter ; Apollo running 
afrcf Daphne, and che (tifkening into 
arcebeing oucr taken : her fingers 
Shooting into brazches, and her toes 
into roores , are admirably well done. 
It mult be Bernim:s worke, 

6. The ſtatue alſo of e/Eneas car- 
rycing his old Father Anchiſes 
ypon hisback out of burning Troye. 
The yong«. man is brawny and 
ſtrong; the old man is made leane 
and weake:; as allo the yong man 
Shews a great deale of tender affec- 
tion towards his Father; and the 
Father as much feare in his lookes.

The fooles paradiſe, repre- 
ſenting firſt a fine green. garden of 
flowers, then a pallace, and laſtly a 
neat Library, 15 tnade allo to rc-

Returning from this v://a by the 
back dore which leadeth to the 
Porta del Populs , I ſept into the 

XMadon- Church of Madonna del Popu- 

»e del Po» lo. This Church hath been 

pulo. much beautifyed of late by Pope 
Alexander the Y 11, becauſe of ſome 
of his anceſtors buryed here. Here 
I ſaw the famous ſtatue of Jonas 
made by the command of Raphael 
Vrbin, who shewd theSculprors of his 

time how perfely he poſſeſſed the 
theory 
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theory of Sculpture , if he would buc 
haue durtyed his fingers with that 
durty art. In a chappecl neare the 
Ghoſpel ſide of the _ Altar 1 
faw a good piCture of the hand of 
Guido Rhenst. Where nowthe High 
Altar ſtands, ſtood anciently * 
Tombe of Nero. 

Going on from hence on the lefr 
hand , towards the Piazza di Spas 
gra, I firlt paſſed by the great Guglia, 
or Egyptian pyramid carucd all oucr 
with Hieroglyphs. Its looked vpon 
by three ſtreets, and ſcene a farre 
eff. Then paſſing a little further , I 
eame to the Greek Church and 
(olledge , where vpon certaindayes, 
I faw their Ceremonies, and hear 
the Mafſe ſang in Greek after the 
Greeh Manner. Theſe Grecians are

A neatlittle cloſer full 
of diuers raritycs ; as a true hydras 
shinn with ſeauen necks : 4 petrifyed 
fungus: the rrue pifture of Frances 
the Firſt of France with that alſo of 
his Phyſitian, both made by Lau- 
rengo Vince , and cſteemed rare 
peeces; with many other little cu» 
riolityes. In an otherroome , the 
heads in white marble , of Gregory 
the XV, and his nephew Ave 
Luldouiſio. A chamber full of curious 
glaſles. Vpon the ſtairsalittle (upd 
lo loaden with a q#:1#er of arrowes, 
that an other little Cupid is forced ta 
hold them vp behind him. But that 
which is the moſt rare thing in this 
Villa , or perchance in any in Rome, 
is the incomparable Bedſtead which 
is ſeen in one of the Chambers of 
this pallace. Its all of pretious ſtones, 
and valued at'a hundred thouſand 
crewnes, The four bedpoſts arcall of 
Oriemal 
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Oriental polished Jaſper. The reſt 
of it is ofocher rich ſtones : but the 
headof it exceeds farre the reſt for ' 
riches and art, eſpecially the midſt 
of it, where the armes of the family 
of Ludewiſio are curiouſly ſer in rich 
ones of feueral colours according to 
the colours of the coar of armes. 
Here you haue bunches of grapes, 
ſomered, ſome white , bur all of rich 
ſtones. Here vaſt eAmzthyts, one 
ſquare, an other round in pyramidal 
forme. Here Phacton in his Chariot 
in a Cameo, with the wheels of is 
Chariot of pretious ſtones ;- and a 
world of ſuch rich worke, which 
makes this Bedſtrad the non plus of 
art and magnifcence, I-donot know 
for all that,why beds should be made ' 
of ſtones though pretions ones. If it be 
for the Princeſſe of this houſe to be 
brought ro bedin, it pottends'ynto 
her a hard labour: if to lodge in it 
the cucrlaſting Fame of the greatnell 
ofthis Family , its-a vaine labour;

This Conwent 1s the 
beſt ſeated ofany in Rome,and ohe of 
the nobleſt, being founded by kg 
Lewis the XI. of France , ouerlook- 
ing all Rome, and looked vpon 
rectprocally by the beſt places in 
Rome. In the Church I faw diucrs 
good peeces : as the Aſſumption of 
our Lady by Z uccarj: the pitture of 
the takcing dow.ne of - our Sauour

picture of our Samours appearing ts

of this Conuent the curious per- 
ſpectiue of S. Francs of Paula,and 
a rare ſunn dyal ingeniouſly con- 
tried. 

Deſcending from hence into the 
Paz dr Spagna, 1 law the foun- 
tain of the s41p, which in ſommer 
nights they ler ouer flow, to coole 
the P14Xz4 and the neighboring 
ſtreets, In this Prax ſtands the 
Pallace of the Spanich Embaſſador, 
belonging alwayes to him who is 
Embaſ[ador here. In the end of the 
Piazza ftands the Colledge det Pro - 
pagands Fede, of propagating the 
Faith, founded by YVrban the V 111

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would ſit ſtill in the darknefſ of 
infidelity, were it not for the Popes 
care and Charity. 

From hence I ſtecred to the Þ;. 
aa of the Fontana de Trent, and 
in my way, ſawdivers ſtatcly pal. 
laces inhabited by Cardinals , bes 
cauſe they ſtand neere the Foot of 
Montecauallow here the Pope reſides: 
This Fortain of Trew: 1s not yet 
finished as to the ſtructure that was 
mtended ; but onely the water is 
brought hither, and in that quan- 
tity , that it ſeemes to make three 
little riuers,at the three mouths our 
of which it gusheth, 

From hence I went nearer vnts 
the foot of the hill of Aſontecanelle, 
and ftept into the | Colledge of the 
HM atonites , in whoſe Church , I 
heard them finging Maſe in their 
owne language, and aftertheir owne 
rites , as the Chriſtians of Afount 
Libanw haue immemorably vied to 
do. Their language is eArabick, 
and they hauc alwaycs kept them» 
felues free from hereſies ; and in 
Vion with the Reman Church thelc 
$00  yeares, 
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From hence 1 wentto the Church 
of the SS.eA pool: built in honour 
of the twelwe Apoſtles by _— 
the Great , who in honour of thoſe 
holy Apoſtles , carryed out of the 
foundation 1welne baikets of earth 
ypon his owne 'shoulders. In this 
Church lyc burycd S. Philip and /a- 
cc two Apoſtles, Inthe Piazza be- 
forethis Church,ſtand four fine pal- 
hces;that of the Prince Colonna,that 
of Cardinal Ghiſs , that of Cardinal 
Sfor4a, and that of the S1gnor id wir. 

Croſſing from hence into the 
Corſo 1 tooke an exadt obſeruation 
of this ſtrect, which is the faireſt 
in Rome. Its called the Corſo, 
becauſe here it is that they make 
horſes run againſt horſes , Jews 
againſt Jews ,. boycs againſt boyes,, 
and the like , in Carnexal time. 
Here alſoit is, that the 41 aſcarades 
march in Cernexal time, and make 
themſelues and others merry : and 
aud all this is allowed the 1ralians 
that they may giue a little vent to 
their ſpirits which hauc been ſtifled 
in for a whole. yeare, and are ready 
els to choke with grauity and mc- 
lancholy;

The Corſo 
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lancholy ; moſt men here living 
alone in their houſes and chambers, 
If our Srateſmen in England had 
gone on in the courſe their wiſe 
ancestours had shewed , and had 
ſuffercd , as they did, ſome honeſt 
recreations to the pcople, as bowl- 
ing, shooting, raccing &c, to giue 
vent to their aCtiue ſpirits, we had 
all been happyer : but while both 
the Tribunals, and the Pulprts 
thundered out againſt moderate 
recreations and allemblycs, out of 
feare and faction, they made the 
humour of the Englizhmen grow lo 
ſowre and bitter, that nothing would 
pleaſe them, but flat rebellion , and 
fanatick herefics. Now here in 
Rome , once a yeare, In Carnexal 
time eucry one vents his humour 
according to his fancy, and ( as it 
ſcems) according to his need. One 
playes the Dottor of the Law , and 
goes vp and downe the ſtreets with 
is booke in his hand diſputcing 
with cucry man he meets and vtter- 
ing pure railleric ; and if by chance 
two ſuch Dofors meet, they make 
iport enough for half an __ by 
Noir 
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their abuſeing one another. Four 
of theſe, pretended Doctors , with 
their gownes and caps on, and their 
bookes of the Codex before them , 
ot an Aſſe into their coach who 

Fd allo an open booke before him; 
and thus they went along the ſtreets 
ſtudycing, and turning ouer their 
bookes. Another takes himſelf to 
be 4 Grand Cyrus, and gocs a horle- 
back with a rich Perſian habit and 
Plames highly mounted. One wenc 
a foot grauely with a cloake on, 
& cryed 4 ſecret againſt mice , 
and opening his cloake , shewd a 
cat that he had vndec his arme ? 
Another went vp and downe the 
ſreet combeing his haire like a 
fpaniard faluting the Ladyesr and 
ewirling vp his muſtaches with a 
ſtayed grauity. Some go in coaches 
and there play on inſtruments : 
others go On great carts, with little 
ſtages of bordes throwne vpon them, _ 
and there aGt little playes as they 
go along, andabuſetradsmen. One 
rides like a phylitian vpon a mule 
with a world of vrinals nos round 
about him. Others ride gravely 
trough, 
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through the ſtreets with _ clack- 
bays behinde them as it they came 
from - Polonia. Some Princes here 
make glorious Carro's , with four 
horſes on a breaſt drawing them, 
and with rare pageants _ them, 
and a great traine of horſemen and 
trumpeters, clad cxotically ,accom- 
panying the Carre in a moſt glo- 
rious mann:r, Some noblemen of 
higheſt quality , as Dukes, and Priw- 
ees, I hauc (cen going a foot pelting 
with ſugar plums thoſe that were in 
coaches and windowes ; and anger- 
ing them with their ſugar «fronts. 
Bur ncuer did any Maſcaraie plcaſe 
like that ſpeculatine [talian who 
mocked both the French and the 
Spaniards at once, by walking vy 
and downe the ftreet clad half like 
a Don, and half like a Aſonſfienr. 
Onelide of his haire hung downe in 
along curled lock powdered white: 
the other ſide was black and (weaty 
Half ofhis beard was turned downe- 
wards : the other half was turned 
vp with yrons and twirled in like 
the hilt of an old dragger. One eyc 


was 
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wasbare : and the other had aglaſle, 

or half ſpeRtacle before it held on 
by a (mall wyar from vnder his hat. 
Half his hat was a narrow three- 
fingered-brimd hat , with a lictle 
half feather vpon the brim : the 
other half of it was a broad brim 
with out ſo muchas a hat band. One 
half of his band about his neck was 
of a broad bonlace Rartched white: 
the other half was made of courſe 
law ne ſtartched blew and ſtanding 
out, vpon a pickydilly ofwyar. Half 
of hs face looked white with meale 
and pouder : the other half looked 
black and tawny, Halfof his doub- 
let was white fatin wich an open 
ſleeue and a yorld of Shirt huffin 

abouc his wriſt and half of his waſte : 
the other half was of black freeze 
with a black rafferty ſleeue cloſe and 
ſtrait co the arme, and a hanging 
fleeue of freeze. One half of his 
breeches was of ſcarlat and vaſt! 

wideatthe knee, with a confulio 

ofrubans of ſix colours : the othen 
halfwas of black taffery cloſe at thr 
knee, Vpon gne leg he had aline 
nen«

nen ſtocking with a great laced 
canon turned downeto his half leg: 
on the other hehad a black filk 
ſtocking drawne vþ cloſe. In fine, 
on pa he had a white ſpanish- 
leather shoo, with a ſtiff Knot of 
ſix coloured ruband a quarter of an 
elclong : on the otheralirtl- black 
flat foled Shoo tyed with a $hort 
narrow ruband., Thus this moral 
Hermaphrodite and welking Ems 
blem of peare betwen the two na- 
tions, walked vp and downe the 
Corſoggauely ; yet laughing within 
himſelf, to ſce how he carryed 
about him two ſuch antipatherical 
nations in one (ute of clothes. By 
this you may geſle at their other 
fooleries in Carneualtime , and (ee 
how innocently they diucrt them- 
ſclues : for you muſt know, that 
none are ſuffered to carry ſwords or 
armes while they go masked thus ; 
nor to enter into any houſe; nor to 
be abroad masked after it grows 
+darke; nor to do, or ſpeake any 
thing ſcandalouſly that may $shok 
cuuility or publick vyicw : for which 
rcalon 
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reaſon here are alwayes gards fer, 
and fargeants rideing vp and downe 
the ſtreet of the Corſo , to keep 
all in order , and to make _ cuca 
mirth obſcrue decency. 

In this fireet allo cf the Corſo it is 
that noblemen and Laayes take the 
ayre cucry fair cuening in their 
coaches. For this reaſon there are 
many fine pallaces built in this 
ſtreet ; as the Pallace of Signor Y:- 
telleſcht , where I law tenn chambers 
en a floore, and all of them filled 
with a rare collection of pittures and 
ftatues. Among the 7 ny was 
pleaſed exceedingly with that of 
Cincinnatus, and with that of Brutus 
defaced by the command of the 
Senate , where the very markes of 
the punches of the FHalbards 
wherwith they defaced it, are yet 
ſeen. Not farce from it ſtands the 
pallace of Prencipe Pamfilio , in Th, pat. 
which I ſaw more riches and rarc ,,,, of ” = 
furniture then in any houſe in Rome Pamfilie. | 
or almoſt in Jraly, For here * 
they chewed me excellent plate of | 
gold and ſyluer: an Agaze Croſſe |

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vpon a foote ofthe roote of Saphir= 
fone, and vnder it a baſis belet 
round with Cameo: cut into prifures: 
a great /yluer Crucifix vpon an ebeny 
frame , the whole worth 12000 
crownes : a rare cabinet with the 
picture of our bleſſed Lady in it, the 
whole valued at 6000 crownes : 2 
sword whoſe hilt is of three great 
[Turk y (tonesof great Value : a baſin 
of gold ict thick with Twrk y ſtones: 
three or four great Beſoars tones as 
big as pearmanes, which had been 
preſented to Clement the V Il 
from all parts becauſe he ſtood in 
need of them : a rich mirer ſet with 
pretious ſtones of great Value : a 
world of curious or:ginals of the bet 
painters hands : curious ſaddles , har- 
neſſe, lizeryes of show embrodered 
with gold and ſyluer , with many 
other rich curioſities. The other 
pallaces inthe Corſo arc theſe ; that 
of Prencipe Carbonians; that of Car- 
. dinal Francrotti ; that of Don Au- 
guſtine Chiſi, that of Prexcipe Lus 
dourſio, that of the Duke Caectano. 

Thereare alſoin this ſtreet ſome 
Churches 
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Churches worth takeing notice of;as 
that of S. Maria in Vie Lata,which Santa 
ſtands neere the Pallace of the {174 
Prince Pamfilio. Its an ancient Fa 
Clurch , and a Cardinals title, Bar Lata. 
ronns fayth , that its builr there 
where S. Paul lodged at his firſt 
comeing to Rome. Its ſayd allothar 
in the Oratory here S. Luke wrote 
the Acts of the Apoſtles. 

There 2 alſo in the Cor/o” the 
Church of S. Marcelo, a title of a q £ 
Cardinal. It was builtin the place 5p 
where anciently ſtood the Temple 
of the infamous Egyprian Godeſſe 
Iſis , which Tiberins himſelf cauſed 
to be pulled downe, the [do/ chrowne 
into 7yber, and all the Pricſts of x 
to be crucifyed, for hauing fauourcd 
a great crime comitted by a Roman 
Lady. Behinde this Church ftands 
the Oratory of S. Marcello, called 
the Oratory of the boly Crucifix, 
where there is a famous (onfratern:y 
in which many noble men of Rome

enchaſt women , im their very profeſ-

thus detamed for ever, by remaining 
whores vpon Record. Is it not 
a punishing of them, to 'depriue 
them all their life time (as long as 
they live whores) of the holy Sacra- 
ments ; and aftcr their death , of 
Chriſtian Burial ?

proucing the ſinn of 1whores, pru- 
dently waue the punishing of it with 
all 
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all-rigour, when he ſces that ſuch 
rigour would cauſe greater diſorders 
in that hot-nation , and in that citie 
where all nations ſceme -to club 
VICes » as well. as.vertues 2: Hence 
learned Abalenſis, a great Dine 
fayth;  Licet leges humane alitqua 
mala permutant non puniendo, nullum 
tamen malum permittunt ſtatuen- 
ao. |

Now God, allthough he 
be allmigh ty aud highly good, yet he 
permits euils to be dene in the world, 
which he could hinder, leaſt ly taking 
away them , greater goods Should be 
taken, awsy or greaterfenils should 
follow. But I wade too farre into 
this puddle : yet remember who 
thruſt me into it , and youl pardon 
me. 

Behinde the Chrrch and Conuent 
ofthe forelayd Pennents, ſtands the 
Church of San S71/ueſtro in Capite, 
ſo called from the picture of our 
Sautonurs head and face , which our 
Saxtour himſelf made by miracle, 
and ſent to Abagarus King of 
Edeſſa, as you may read at length 

1 
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in Baronins, and in Boſius in his rare 
booke called R oma gSotterranea. 
Now this picture is Kept here in 
this monaſtery ; and with great pro- 
bability, ſcing itjwas here that di- 
uers Greek Monks driucn out of 
their country by Conftantm (opro= 
nimu for the defence of ſacred 7ma- 
es, were entertained by the Pope 
Paul the Firſt ; and its very likely 
that theſe good men brought with 
them this famous pifture of our 
Saxiour to laue it from the fury of 
the /conoclaſts. 

Returning from hence into the 
Corſo againe I went to ſee there the 
Colonna d eAnton;no, the Great Pil- 
lar of Antowinu the Emperor. Its 
built 1uſt hike that of Tran de- 
ſcribed aboue. It was built by Aſar- 
ens Aurelus Antoninua the Emperor 
m honour of his Father Antoninu 
Pius, Its all of white marble en-

Ke thats empriſoned and locked 
vpin a Library, by laying vnto it : 
Oaiſts clayes C& prata ſigilla pudice, 
Pawcis oftends gemis , & communi 
landas, In fine, þ ſaw here the Apo- 
thecaries shop where a Lay brother 
maKes excellent Roman Treacle , 
and other odorifcrous diſtillations 
of ſoucrain Vertue. The Church 
belonging to this Colledge is de- 
kgned to be a noble thing , bur its 
bur half built for want of a whole 
founder. 

From hence I went to the Domr- 
wicans (onuent, called la Minerua , 
becauſe; its built vpon the Place 
where anciently ftood the Temple of 
M imerua. Hence allo the Church 
is called Santta Maria ſupra AMi- 
neryam, Inthis Cherch I ſaw many 
neat 7Tombes , astholc of Leo the X,

Mm the Quire,and are neatly wrought 
by that great artiſt Baccio Bandinel. 
li. Then the Tembe of Cardinal 
Pimentelta moderne Cardinal. The 
tombe of great Cardinal Morone, Le- 
gate for the Pope in the Council of 
Trent , and a man who had been 
thirteen times Legatus a L atere. 
Here alſo lye buryed the ashcs of 
Egidio Foſcarari Bashop of Modena 
called in the Comuncil of Trent, L umi- 
mere Aains. The'tombe of a Lady 
of _ of the Rage, is very 
neat for the new manner of ſpread- | 
ing (as I may ſay , and as you | 
would think) of black marble vpon 
an-othercoloured marble ;- and both 
ofthem ypon a round pillar. Here on 
the goſpel fide of the high Altar 
ſtandeth a- ſtarve of our Sawiow 
made by Michel Angelo , of white 
marble, a rare peece. Ar theen- 
trance of the great dore of this 
Chuich, lycs buryed vnder a plain 
fat ſtone , Thomas a Wie (attanu

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Brother in Religion, his Nameſake, his 
learned Commentator , and onely not 
hee. Out of humility he would not 
be buryed within the C4wrch , bur 
out of it. In the Sacrifty of this 
Charch, 1 ſaw the Chappel of S. Ka- 
therine of Siena,and this (happel was 
once her very chamber in Sena: Car- 
dingl Antonio Barberino ProteRtor of 
this order , cauſed it to be transfer- 
red hither from S:ene., Her body 
lycth vnder the Altar of the Roſary 
in this Church, 


From the AZ imerua 1 went to Samt - 
Andrea de{aY alle, a fine) Church cnm_ 
belonging to the Theatins. Its buik ,- 11. 


ypon the place where the Theater of 
Pompey Rood anciently ; and where 
in latter times ſtood the Pallace of 
the family of the Picolomim ; and 
perchans this was the reaſon why 
two Popes of that family, to-wit, 
Pins Secundys , and Pins Tertins are 
now buryed in this Church. The 
Cupola was painted by Canalier 
Lanfranco; the three corners vnder 
the Cupole and the tribune are of 
the band of Dowenichine. The neat

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Chappel of the Barberim: made by 
Pope YVrban the V11T while he was 
but yet Cardinal, 1s built vpon the 
very place where S. Sebaſtian was 
beaten , and throwne into a fink 
after hehad been shot. There had 
been formerly a lictle Church buile 
vpon this place, and ouer this ſinke, 
but S:xtus Quinte gaue leaue it 
Should be pulled downe , vpon con- 
ditiona chappel of the new deſigned 
Church $should be built in place of 
it. Infine, take all this Church to- 
gether, and it is one of the neateſt 
Churches ( except the Baſilice) 
that are in Rome, being of the Ar- 
chitecture of M aderna.

Not farre from hence ſtands the 
The Pal- Pallace of Farneſs belonging to the 
lace of Duke of Parma. Before it ſtands a 
Farneſe. noble p:a\Is with two rare foyn- 

pains init. The Pallace it (elf is one 
of the beſt in Rome , or cls where. Ir 
makesan /le, that is, it hath no 
houſes ioyning to it. The forme of 
it is ſquare, and it hath in the midſt 
af cucry {quare, a great dore letting 
ou into the court. This Courtis 
buile ypon pillars and arches, with 
a faicc open gallery aboue letting 
you into ſcucral appartiments. In 
this Court 7 ſaw the famous ſtatue 
of Hercules leaning ypon his club, 
which was found in the T herme of 
Antoninss 
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[Antoninus Caracalla : one of thelegs 
is moderne, thereſt old , and made 
by Glyco an eAthenian, as the Greek, 
words ypon jt told me. There is an 
other ſtatue of Hercules oppolit to it, 
and iuſt like it , but not ſo good, 

being but a cope of the former. The 
other ſtatues here of the two Flores, 
the two Gladiators, and others, are 
excellent peeces. — vp the 
great ſtairs to go into the chambers 
and open !Gallery , I ſaw the curious 
Statue of the boy and the Dolphin : 
and at the doreof thegreat Hall,the 
ſtatues of two Parthian captive K ings, 
Entring into that hall I metpreſently 


with the rare ſtatuc of Alexander 7, [te- 
Farneſi, Duke of Parma, trampling ;,, of 


ypon two proltrace ſtatues reprefent- 


crownes him. Alltheſe four ſeueral 
perſons are of white marble, andof 
one entire {tone. Its pitty that ſuch a 
ſtatue ſtands not in ſome more pub- 
lick place , to teach men to beware

Round about this 
roomealſoſtand a world of ſtatues of 
gladiators, ſtanding with their ſ[worde 
in their hands, and in ſeueral poſ- 
tures, ypon their gard, In the next 
chamberl ſaw rare pictures contain- 
ing ſome ations of finds Teri; 
and they are of the hand of Salwrats 
and Federico Zuccers. There is allo 
the pifture of Luther diſputeing 
with (atetay : and a pifture of the 
four Latin Dottors of the Chnrch,S, 
Hierome , $. Ambroſe, S. «Auguſt, 
E&'S.Gregory,of the hand of Perdongns. 
In an other chamber , a werld of 
ancient ſtatues of Philoſophers and 
Ports : as Euripides, Plato, Poſido» 
jus, Z eno, Seneca, progenes, Bacchys, 
Aeleager, and others. An other 
roome full of pictures of choyce 
hands, and a curious table of pierre 
- commeſſe about 12 foot long & x 
wide. Then the rare Gallery of fta- 
Fes , with the roof of it painted molt 
adngirably 
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admirably by the rauishing hand of 
great Hannibal Caraccio, and con- 
taining the repreſentation of the 
loues of the Heathen Gods and Goad- 
deſſgs. This painting may be' com- 
pared, yf not referred, before all 
the Galleryes of Rome,or Europe; and 
the very cutts of it in paper pictures, 
fold at the ſtationers shops » are moſt 
admirable, and worth buying. In 
the 'ſame gallery alſo ſtands the in- 
comparable ſtatue of Apolls ina fling 
ſtone. Here is alſoa curious Library 
inwhich beſides the curious bookes, 
are many rate peeces of miniature, 
and rarc pictures of Raphael, & Ti- 
j14n, and divers excellent delignes 
of the ſame Raphael, and of Hichel 
Angels ; that eſpecially of his /udge- 
wene, Returning againe through 
the ſame roomes, I could not but 
gaze againe at the ftatve of my fa- 
write Heros, Alexander Farneſt,and 
began at laſt to think that I was 
miſtaken cuen now when I ſayd, 
that Hercules his Statue ſtood in the 
Court below; for ypon better reflec- 
tion , I finde no ſtatue in the pallace

For they 
had Gods of all ſizes, ſeing ( as 
Varroſayth ) they had 30000 Gods.

For 
whereas other Yawlts are ſtreng- 
thened and made good by being 
$hut yp cloſe at the top, and in the 
center of the Vault, which hinders 
the Yault from $hrinking ; here 
this great maſſiue vavl: is ſef wide 
OPE at the top, with a hole abouethree 
yards wide in diamenter. /ndeed 
Sebaſtian 
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Sebaftianns Serlins, an experienced 
man in Frabriks , thinks this Church 
to be the vnick example of perfe& 
Architetture ; and Pliny in histime, 
placed it among the rareft works 
that were then extant. Jt hath no 
windows in it , nor any other light, 
but what comes in at the wide hole 
mentioned oboue. Anciently it was 
coucred with brazen tiles, and thoſe 
guilt too, as Lipſiw thinks; but 
now its couered with great flat 
ſtones. /ts a hundred and forty foot 
high, and as many broad : and yet 
3t hath no pulleys to beare vp that 
great roof. Indeed it hath thruſt 
all the Pillars out of dores , and 
makes them waice in the Porchs 
where there are thirteen gtecat ple 
lars all of one peece, cach one 53 
foot high, and fix in diameter', all 
of a garnie, or ſpackled marble. 
The Cepiutelli of thele Pullarsare the 
beſt in Rome of Cormthian order, 
Hereis the Tombe of the incompe- 
rable Painter Raphael Urbm.

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Jn this Temple ſtood anciently the 
famous Minerwa made by Phidias 
of which hiſtoryes ring. Here alſo 
was Placed the Srartwe of Yenm, in 
whole earethat incomparable pearls 
of Cleopatra hung, which vpon # 
ryotous wager with M . Antery(whe- 
ther of them should make the moſt 
coſtly ſupper)she was going to throw 
into a glaſle of vieger ro macerate 
it (assbe had done another before) 
and drink it vp: But 4.

divers antiquities , fudies of virtwoſi, 
and the like, which I hauc been 
forced , for methods ſake, to pale 
ouer : yet becaule there are whole 
bookes of all the pallaces , fountains, 
ſtatues , and antiquityes , (et forth in 
cutts and pittures, I remit my Reader 
to them, while I aske one queſtion, 

Where arc now thole rare peeces 
of antiquity which hiſtoryes rather 
mention , then we finde now in 
Rome? as the Cymboum Mary ; the 
G regoſtaſi s;-the Curia Hoſilia the 
Golden Houſe of Nero; the Theater 
of Pompey , of which Tertullian 
fayth, Pompeius HA agnus ſolo ſuo 
theatro minor ; the Forum Nerue 
the Theater of Statilius Taurus; the 
Septiz,onium Senuer:; the Tower of 
HMecenas ,, the Hippodromns ; the 
Howſe of Gordiangs ; the Circus Fla+ 
minns; the Circus Maximws ; the 
Atrinm 
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Atrinm Libertatts ; Scipios howſe ; 
the Triumphal Arch of Anguſtus 
Ceſar , of Domitian; and aworld of 
other ſuch rare bnildings , whereby 
the Romans thought to haue cter- 
nized cheir memories; if you aske 
for theſe things in bookes , you 
Shal finde their names onely ; if 
you looke for them now in Rome, 
you shall finde no markes art all of 
them: which makes me cry out with 
Petrark , Crede mihs alus quam la- 
pidets fundamentss eget gloria , vt ſit 
manſura : beleewe me true permanent 
glorie ſtands in need of other founda- 
trons then thoſe of ſtone. Hence [anus 
Vitalis an ingenious /talian Poet ,

o from one Church to an other, 
through all the Churches of Romez 
and there you $hall alwayes ſce a 
world of deuout people praying and 
meditating , yas hearing the (er- 
mons , and giuing of almes , and 
all this with that profund reſpe& 
and ſilence, with that aſſiduity and 
concourle , with that feruour and 
zeale, that you need not aske where 
the ſtation 15 , but onely obſcrue 
where you ſce the people flocking 
ſofaſt in themorneing , and where 
the poore make the greateſt hedge 
and /ane. In other Churches of Rome 
vpon their feſtinal dayes ( which 
happen almoſt eucry day , in one 
placeor other )they haue the beſt mw- 
ſich can begot and though this ſeems 
to draw mens eares to the Church, 
rather then their hearts ; yet when 
[ 
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f remember what eleuated thoughts 
ir breeds in the minde; and how 
innocently it detaines men from 
doing worſe , I carnot bur place 
Church muſick among the acts of de - 
uotion .

For my part, 
haning read in a learned Anthor,

For the Prophane Showes , I law 
the folemne Entryes of Embaſſadors, 
eſpecially thole of Obedrence , whyere 
each Princes Embaſſador ſtrive to 
out vye the other, and by exceſliuc 
expences make their maſters great- 
nelll appeare aboue that of others, 
Their Canualcatas to (ourt vpon their 

ublick audicnce : their reception 
in a publick Conſiſtory: their agndrence 
of Leaue, arc all ſtately, Then the 
curious Opere,or muſical Drammata 
recited-with ſuch admirable art, and 
ſet forth with ſuch wonderfull 
changes of Scenes, that nothing can 
be more ſurprizeing. Here 1 haue 
ſeen vponitheir ſtages,rimers ſwelling, 
and boats row:ng _ them , waters 
overflowing their bankes and ſtage, 
men flyeing in the aire, ſerpents crawl- 
m vpon the ſtage , houſes falling 
onthe ſuddain, T cmples and Boſcos 
appearing , whole townes , knowne 
Teapnes, ſtarting vp on the (uddaire 
with men walking in the ſtreets; the 
ſunn appearing and chaſcing away

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| ary heads like hails , rubars 
ash in theladyes faces like l:ghtning 
with athouſand ſuch like repreſen- 
tations, In fine, the Carnexal pom. 
pes in the ſtreets exhibited by no- 
blemen with great coft and glory. 
As for the Gomerment of Rome, [ 
found it diuided into two parts : the 
Gouerment of the Citie ; and the Go- 
werment of the Ci urch. That of the 
Citie is exatly performed by a Go- 
wernour (ſome Prelate of great parts) 
conſtituted by the Pope to watch 
ouer the (te carefully, and to 
render him an acount weekly of all 
that paſſeth. This Gowernovnr liucth 
alwayes in the heart of the Crtte, 
and hath beſides his owne gards, 
Barigello or Captain of the Sbirri or 
Sergeants , to:keep all in order and 
awe , both day , and night. This 
Barigello hath, Argus like , a hun» 
dred eyes to (py into the deportments 
of all that line in Rome, and , Bria- 
rews like, as many hanas , to carry 
to priſon thoſe that infringe the 
Lawes. Hence iuſtice here 1s as 
exatly performed, as orders are 
diſcreetly giuen out, The pores 
a 
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all thingsare printed and affixed in 

ublick places and shops ; Inns and 
RI are bound to haue them ſet 
ypin their entrance , that ſtrangers 
may know therates of all prouiſions, 
and blame none but themliclues, if 
they be couzcned. Sothat its as hard 
a thing to be couzened here, as its 
hard not to bo cozened 'in other 
places. And for thoſe that cannot 
rcad , or {peake the language well, 
Sbirri wil askcof them , what they 
payd a meale, how much for a pound 
of meate , how much for a pinte of 
ſuch and ſuch wine, &c. and ifchey 
finde them to haue been cozened 
either in the quantity}, weight, or 
__ , theyle right the ſtranger 

eyond his expectation , and punish1 
the delinquent beyond his deſire, 
The laſt Jwhily yeare I was showne 
lome of the Shirri in Pulgrims habits 
on purpole, to mingle themſclues 
with the other pilgrims, the better to 
obſerue how they were vicd or 
abuſed by their Hoſtes in [rs and 
Tawernes, and accordingly punish 
them. In fine, iuſtice is A well ad- 
Siniſtred here, and impriſoning 
caſcs 
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Church. 
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calcs ſo many , thatthe laſt Prince of 
{onde being in Rome, fayd he won- 
dred machart one thing the re,which 
was to {cc fo many men go out of 
their houſes in the morneing , and 
returne home againe to dinner with- 
out being impriſoned, A kinfe in a 
mans pocket , a darhe Lanterne , a 
ſword worne without leaue , &c,will 
ſufhce to make a man be lent to 
priſon:and a pockes piſtol found abour 
you , orin your cloakbag, 1s enough 
tomakec you be ſent to the Galiyes 
with tre iretti at corda, that 1s, the 
ſtrappaca thrice : yer they mitigate 
the rigour of theſe lawes to ſtrangers 
who ottend out of ignorance. 

As forthe gowerment of the Church, 
thats done partly by the Pope him: 
ſelf in {cucral Congregations held 
before him : partly by his Ficar 
General, a Cardinal who hath vnder 
him a/ice- Gerent(a Bis ep) to help 
him. Theres ſcarce a dayinthe week 
but the Pope holds one Congregation 
or other , about Charch 1affarrs , in 
which Congregations not oncly Care 
dinals interucne , but alto PB uhops 
and Dealers; and where all bulincflesy 

arc 
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are headed , as well as handledwith 
great deliberation, Euery three weeks 
the Pope holds a Conciſtory , where 
all the Card imals that are in Rome, 
mect his Holyneſſ, as at a Grand 
Counſel , to aduilſe with him con- 
cerning the necellary affairs ofthe 
Church. And its pretty to ſee how 
like the motions of a well ordered 
watch , all bulinelles here moue at 
once, and yetneuer interfere or clash 
with one another. 

As for the Inhabitants of Rome, 
they follow the fortune of their C 1:6; 
and as when Rome was bur yet a new 
towne , the inhabitants where bur 
three thouſand in all , ſayth Drony- 
(#5,andwhen it was comne to its full 
grouth , it had three or fowr mulltons 
of people, in fo much that in a great 
plague the Bulls of mortality came to 
ten thouſand men a day , and this for 
many dayes rogether : {ſo now Rome 
haucing been fix times fackt and 
ruined ( as I fayd aboue ) is nor the 
tenth part fo populous as heretofore 
t was ; and cuen thole inhabitants 
that are now 1n Rome, are for the 
moſt part originary from other parts

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1taly and Emrope ; and haue been 
drawne to take vp here cither by 
preferments or buſineſſ. The Nobility 
it (elf is for the maior part forrain 
and ſprung out of ſuch families of 
Popes, Princes, and Cardinals as 
haue becn forrain before their pro- 
motions and preferments. The 
true ancient and illuſtrious Roman 
families I found to be theſe few, 
Vrſin: , (olonna , Saxelli, Frangepan 
and lome few others. 

Hauing thus, as Parnters do,taken 
Rome in all her poſtures , I confelle 
rt happencd to mee, as it-did to 
Apelles takeing the picture of 
Compaſpe ; that 15, by looking lo 
often and lo attentiuely vpon Rome 
t beganto be ſofarre in loue withit, 
as not onely to ſubſcribe to Caſſiode- 
rus his opinion , who affirmes it 
to be akind of crime not to line in 
Rome, when you can do ut, Piaculs 
genus eſt abſentem ſibi Romam din- 
t14 facere, qui im ea conſtiturts poſytt 
laribus habitare;burt alloto ſublicribe 
to our old Britam Kings, Cadwallas 
der , (cawalla , Coenred, offa, Ina 
and Byrrhed , who thought Rome 
alſo

An other 
time It was ruined by ſilence ; no 
man darcing to fpeak of the enemyes 
comeing; too many falſe alarum; 
haueing made the mog:!ſtrats forbid 
ynder payne of death, that no man 
should ſpeak any more of the ene- 
myes comeing : ſo that when they 
came indecd, no man durſt [peak of 
it. Thus not onely Philoſophy, but 
cuen Szlence it (elf and Obedience, 
two noble Yertxes, arc hurtfull to 
men , if they bee not accompanyed 
with d:ſcretion.

Caradin , who of a famous Pyrat, 
became Kirg of Algiers , having 
erſwaded thoſe of Algiers to shake 
offthe Spanish yoake, This Caradin 
being vpon the AZedterrancan Sea, 
and heating by his (pyes, that f#- 
lia Gonſaga ( widdow of Yeſpaſian 
(clenna, and the hanſomeſt woman 
inthe world ) liucd here in Fand:, 
landed his men in the night , and 
ſent them to catch her napping; re- 
ſolueing to make a fine preſcnt of 
her to his lewd maſter So[yman. But 
she leaping out of her bed , rid a 
way in bh very linnen, eſcaped fo 
narrowly , that had she ſtayd to put 
on any clothes, she had for cuer, pur 
off all liberty. The Pyrats milling 
of this fair Helena, fayled not to 
make a burning Troye of Furd:; 
ranſacking it and carrycing away 
the beſt of its inhabitants : ſuch 
dangerous things are great beauties 
to weak townes.

In fine, it beareth vp 
notably |the mrereſt of ſpayne in the 
Court of Rome : and it 1queizeth ir 
ſelf now and then , into huge 
ſummes, four millions of crownes, 
to ſend rribure into Spaynes coffers. 
For this kingdome isa thouſand hue 
hundred miles in compaſle , four 
hundred and fifty wide. It hath in 
it twenty Archbishops Seats ; a 
hundred and twenty fiue Br5hops 
Seats ; a thouſand five hundred 
Bonrgs ; two millions of foules : ten 
proneipalityes;ewernty three Dutcbres; 
thirty Marqu:ſats; hfty foure Coun» 
tyer z and about a Thouſand Baro- 
mes , whereof four hundred are an- 
cient, It can rayſe a hundred and 
fifty thonland foot, and a hundred 
thouſand horſe. Its ordinary ſqua+ 
dron of gallyes are but 20.

ſurnamed, La Gentile, the Gentile, 
It hath Compenia on one fide of it, 
and the Meadiuerraneen Sea on the 
other : ſo that its fed by Natures 
beft duggs, Sea and Land. Its ayre 
was}alwayes cſtecmed fo pure, that 
the great men of R owe had cither 
their Villain Naples, or hard by. 
Its well built, well paved , well 
furnished with excellent proviſions, 
well filled with nobility , and the 
nobility well mounted. The chief 
ſtreet is trade dr Toledo, paucd with 
Freeftene, and flanckt with noble 
Pallaces and howſes. We entered 
into ſome of them ,. and others we 
ſaw which had not recouered their 
embonpoint ſince they had been ſick 
of Mazanellos dilcaſe. Their very 
looks shewd vs that their fickneſſ 
had been Connuultion - Fitts, The 
chief Pallacesare theſe : The ſtate» 
ly Pallace of the Yiceroy , that of 
Grauma, Caraffa , V wn Sulmone, 
Toledo, &c. Moſt of the houſes of 
Naeplesare made flat at top,to walk 
ypon : a molt conuenient thing to 
| breath ypon in the fresh Eucnings, 
and 


and caly to be imitated by other 
countryes, 

I ſaw here alſo the ſcueral pubs 
lick places of Aſcemblyes of the nob! - 
tity , according to their ſeueral 
rancks, Thefe places arc like open 
walking places, rayld abour with 
high aro» rayles , and painted 
within, 

Then the ſolos runninga quarter 
ofa mile into the Sea,and aGeding 
great refreshment to the townes 
men,who walk here in the cuenings 
m ſommer , where they are ſure to 
coole their lungs with a ſweet fre/To. 
Atthe end of the A/olo ſtands moun- 
ted the high Lanterne to direct $hips 
home ſafe in the night ; and a fine 

fonntain of fresh water. 

As for the Churches here they 
yeeld to none in /raly. The Domo 
1sancient , and thereforc out of the 
mode a little: yet it hath a moderne 
Chappel, which is very beautifull: 
and 1s one of the finelt in Europe, 
both for brazen ſtatues & rich paint- 
ing. The (wpola was painted by 
the rare hand of Domenichine. In this 
Chappel 
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(happel is the tombe of S. [anwariy 
Bishop of Benewent , and now Patron 
of this towne ; whole blood being 
conſcrued in a little glaſſe and con- 
crete , melts and growes liquid when 
its placed neare to his Head, and 
euen bubles inthe g/aſſe. A Frenchno- 
bleman Coemunt of la Val, was con» 
uerted from Cqlu:imſme to the Ca» 
tholick, Religion vpon ſight of this 
wonder, On the [ef: hand of this 
Chappel without , lyes buryed Pope 
Innocent the IV, who ordered firlt, 
that Cardinals Should weare red 
baits. The Verſes vpon his Tembe 
told me this. In the Sacrifty arc 
ept many pretious guifts of Prin» 
ces, and diuers Rel/tks of Saints 
enchaſked in gold and ſyluer. 

The Annunciate ts both neat and 
deuout:theC _ and roof are well 
painted & guilt, The two Infants of 
Bethleem with their ſeueral wounds, 
one in the head, the other in the 
body ,arc showne here. The Hoſp:- 
zal is ioyneing to it, and is of great 
reception. It maintaines two thou- 
land fick and decrepid init ; beſides 


abouc 
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aboue 800 orphans & poore chil- 
dren. 

Neare the great Hoſprtal ſtands 
$. Peters Church, and before it the 
Altar, vpon which ( as the Inſcrip- 
tion ſayth) $. Peter ſayd maſſeat his 
firſt comeing to Naples. 

The Theatins Church called S. 

Pauls, is very neat : and if you ſaw 5 p,,, 
it with its beſt hangings en, you 
would think it one of the neatcſt 
Churches in /traly. The roofis cu- 

riouſly painted and guilt. Here [ 

faw the rich Tombe of Beats Cattano 

2 holy man of thisOrder;and the T a+ 

bernacle of the Hig/, Altar , both, 

very rich. Inthe Sacriſty they haw 

as rich ornaments as in any Church 

of /taly, 

The JeſuitsCEurch here isthe beſt +3, 
they have in /raly, ifir be not alittle Teſuits 
too wide for its length. In the Sa- 4,4 
eriſty 1 ſaw the richeſt ornaments for | 
the Altrars, and the beſt Hluer 
candlefticks, that 1 haue ſeen any 
where els. Its rich in painting, 
ſculptures, 8 marble. The High Al- 
tar was not yet finished , but pro» 
mileth wonders.

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The Francſcans (hurch , called 
Maria Nona, isvery trim withits 
neat Chappels, and Tombes,and guilt 
roof, Here I ſaw the Tombe of Lo- 
rrech, who commanded {o long the 
French forces in this kingdome. Hig 
vertue in military affairs, was fo 
great , that his very encmycs , ad- 
mireing his worth, haue cauſed his 
body co be tranſlated out of an 
obſcure place , where it lay before, 
into this Church , and Tombe, I 
wonder they did not caulc thoſe 
words of //:rg'l to be put vpon it.

TheChurch of the Oliveten Father; 


is ſtately there lyes buryed Alexan- Oliuetant i 


der ab Alexandro a great antiquary, 
whole ingenious booke Gemaliuns 
dierum, giues light to many bookes, 
by the vnshelling of a world of an- 
cient cuſtomes of the Romans. In 
this 'Church alſo is the Tombe of 
braue Marcheſe dr Piſtara , (ur- 
named the Thunderbolt of warre.

Its the moſt ſumptuous thing in all 77 of rhe 
Europe for a Monaſtery , whether Carthu-

Its ſituated vpon a high hil, lvnder 
the wing of the Caſtle S. Elmo ; to 
put Caftles in mind, that they ought 
to defend and protect Rel:gron. The 
whole quandrangle, or x 2" of 
this onaſtery , is of pure polished 
white marble, paued with marble 
fquars, and adorned round with 2 
baluſter, and white marble pillars. 
Then entring into an open gallery 
we had as fine/a proſpett as Europe 


can afford , not excepting that of p ayclay. 
Greer,wich, thought by Barclay, the ron Ants 
beſt proſpett im Europe.

law all Naples vnder me, with the 
perfeCt light of the two other Caſtles, 
withthe haxen , the Molo,the Arſe- 
nal, the Ships, the country round 
about 7\ aples, Monnt Yeſunns , 
Panſilipns, the Ships at Sea, the 
Promuntoryes of Miſenum and Aſi 
nerua,the Ile of Caprea,with a world 


of other delightfull fights, Then 
I 
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I wasled into the apartment of the 
P adre V iſitatore , where I {aw moſt 
neat roomes, and ſome good pictu- 
res. Then going to the Church 1 
found it to exceel the cloyſter , which 
before I thought to haue exceeded 
all other things. Its all of marble, 
guilding, and parrting. The pauement 
1s RS red and white marble 
fquars, as is allo the Sacrifly. The 
Cheppels and pittures match the 
roef,and the pillars, with their parti- 
cular graces. The Sacriſty is ablo- 
lutely the richeſt I euer ſaw. The 
great cupbords are of ſuch a rare 
moſark wooaworke ilayd into 
pittures,that it diſputes hard withthe 
Quaire of ihe Dominicans 1n Bologna, 
Here they shewed me a great Cruci- 
fix of ſyluer , which had been fifteca 
ycares in makeing. The Remonſtrance 
to expole the B. Sacrament in, is 
made like aun, whole beames are 
mingled with ſyluer and coral. The 
greatCandlesticksof maſſiue ſyluer, 
and the great flower pots, arc cus 
riouſly wrought, 
Then 1 went to- (ce the three 
Caſtles; 
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Caſles; That of S. Elmo, which is Caſtle SY 
hard by the (arihuſians, was built by Elmo. 
Charles the I. It ſtands well vpon its 
owne gard by reaſon of its high t1- 
tuation : but I doubt whether it.can 
offend any enemy, except Naples it 
ſelf which is vnder it. 

The Caſtle Youo, was built by Caſtel 
William the third of Normandy,vpon F 00. 
a rock in the Sea; and from its oyal 
forme, itscalled (aſtel Fouo. There 
1s a digue Icading vnto it from the 
Land. 

The (aftle Nueno, was built by Caffel 
Charles of Anjou, deligned & ing of Nous, 
Naples. It ſtands neare the 4 olo, 
and leuel with the towne and Sea, 
as if it could defend and offend 
both. 

Theſe there Caſiles are garded by 
natural Spaniards; and well fur- 
nished with great Cannons,by whole 
language ( which r5- vitima Ratio 
Regum , Kings laſt arguments) the 
Neapolitans are either catechi2ed 
mto duty, or threatened mto obedience. 

Indced ſuch a people and towne,are 

not calily bridled : ſuch a 'wanton 
Courſeras N aples,is not tobce _/ 

wit 
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with ſnaffles ; it hath often plunged 
vnder the King of Spayne, butcould 
neuer fling him quite out of the 
laddle, merce a pli tre Caſtelli, 
The Then I went to ſce the markets 
Markets, here,and foiidthem moſt admirable, 
eſpecially thole of fruit, which Cam- 
pania ſends hither : and where but 
the taxes taken off, or reaſonably 
moderated , Naples would be the 
cheapeſt and richeſt place in the 
world. But the X':ngs officers ifthey 
fuck in Milan, and Fleece m Sicily, 
they Flea in Naples : which vſage 
droue the people ſome yeares paſt, in- 
470.1647 toſuch adeſperate humour,that they 
tooke vp armes vnder the comid of 
HMaRKanulls: his true name wasT ho- 
mas eAnrgelus Maia,a poore ſither- 
man without ſtekings or 5hooes, 
who for ten daycs together, ſwag- 
gered here ſo powerfully in x 
head of two hundred thouland mu- 
tinous people , that when he com- 
manded them to burne a houſe, they 
did it : when he commanded them 
to caſt into the fire all the goods, 
papers, plate, beds, hangings &c. of 
the Gabelliers , they did it without 
relerucing 
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ſarueing the leaſt pretious peece to 
— : when he commanded 
them tg cry out : Dewne w:th the 
Gabells, they did it : when he put 
his finger to his mouth , they were 
all filent againe z as if this poore fish- 
erman had been the ſoul that ani- 
mated that great body of people, Ir 
was prodigious indeed that ſuch a 
poore yong man ( not paſt 23) in 
waſtcoat and drawers, and his hishers 
cap on,Should finde ſuch obedience, 
from ſuch rich and witty citizens. 
But as 1ymultwous people make uarmes 
of every thing their fury meets with, 
ſothey make Captains of every man 
that will but head them ; andasthe 
Prouerbe goes, 1 ſeditione vel An- 
droclides bells ducem agit. They 
Shewed me the houſe of his fisher- 
mas : but the other houſes shewd 
me his fury. Thouſands haue not 
yet recouercd thoſe ten dayes tu- 
mults. Thus we ce, that when men 
are ripe for rebellion , Cromwells 
and MaRamells arc crycd vp for 
great men: orrather when God hath 
a mind to punish , flyes and gnats 
are powerfull things cucn againſt 
Princes. Here 
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Here are two eAcademes of wit; 
the one called the Ardent:, to 'show 
their ardour in ſtudyeing : the other 
the Orioſi , wilcly inſtituted .as ah 
all:y tothe others hear. ' 
Some of the famous men for lear; 
ning of this towne were,old Stating; 
rare Sannakarimw , Alexander ab 
Alexandre, and Tohn Baptiſt Mart. 
1 : three excellent Poets, and one 
Antiquery. Naples hath furnished 
the Church with 18 Popes. 

Hauing thus ſeen the town it ſelf 
of Naples, I was moſt willing to ſe 
the wonders of nature which are neare 
vnto it. Horſcing therefore beti- 
mes one morneing, we went with a 
guide to ſce' Veſunins the burning 
mountain, lome {eauen miles diſtant 
from Naples. Our honeſt guide 
had ſtudyed the hiſtory of this hill, 
and could tell , how often it had 
broken forth into flames ſince the 
b-ginning of the world, that 1s, 
ewenty times. Xrphilinus the Epite- 
1ſt of Dio, relates at length one 
that happened vnder the Emperor 
Titzs. But the laſt which happened 
in the yeare 1631, he rememberd 
very

very well, and related it tomeas we 
went along, with a fad preface , of 
Infandum Peregrize whbes renouare 
delorem, becauſe he could alio ſay; Ee 
quorum pars magna Jo. haucing been 
an Attor in that diſorder. For he was 
ſonn to a rich huſbandmar- here , 
and with much a do, e/£reas like, 
he had reſcued his old Father from 
the ashes of Feſuwnrrs, which ouer- 
whelmed and buryed whole Uila- 
ges, Here ſayd hee, pointing to the 
place, ſtood a great ziregard one of 
the beſt of the Country ; but now 
three farhom deep in ashes. Here 
flood a Village full of rich husband- 


men and goodly houſes ; but now 


ruined by the tones shot at it from 


Veſunins. Here ſtood oncea pleaſant 
Villa beautifyed with curious walks, 
vrange trees , fountains, and arbors, 
but /am cins eft vbi Villa fait. In a 
word , abouc two thouſand people 
were burnt , lamed, or fled TH 
this eruption. Then he showed me 
the vaſt ſtones which ouerchargeing 
the ſtomach *of Yeſun:w, he hadvo+ 
mited vp, with ſuch a boaking , that 
KN aples 
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Naples thought the day of Judge. 
ment had been at hand. Then he 
Shewed mea channel, where a Rixey 
of fiery green mattcy mingled with 
brimſtone , allum , won water, and 
ſalrpecter,had run from that ſpewing 
hill. The manner of this breaking 
out was thus. The h1/] began firſt to 
ſmoke more ychemently then be- 
force. Then it flamed and caſt outa 
cloud of ashes , which, had the wind 
ſtood toward the Crrre, had couered 
all Naples, and burycd it in thoſe 
ashes. Then it began to roare as if 
Madame Nature her iclf had been 
in labour. Thunder was but prſtol- 
Srack tothis noyſe : and the mouth 
of a Cannon a full milewide, muſt 
needs giue a great report. It bellowed 
and thundercd againe: Naples trems- 
bled : the ground (welled: The Seas 
it (elf shinercd for feare; when the 
'" hill tearing its entrals with huge 
violence , was brought to bed of 2 
world of vaſtſtones, and a fludd of 
Sulphurious matter which ran from 
the top of the mountain into the 
Sea for the ſpace of three miles. 
All this he tould me, - 
this 
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earthquakes. 
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this be shewed me afrerward , in a 
blick inſcription vpona fair marble 
ſogie erected hard by. Andall this 
made me but the more deſirous of 
ſeeing this mountain, Wherefore 
ſpurring on, we came ſoone after, 
tothe foot of the hill ; v here leauing 
our horles, we began to crawle vp 
that ſtep hill for a good mile toge- 
ther, to the midlegg in ashes. Ar 
Lſt, with much a doe, we got to 
the top of the hill ; and peeping 
fearfully ( remembring Pines ac- 
cident ) into the great hellow from 
the brinck of it, _ it tobe like 
a Vaſt Kettle , farre greater then 
thoſe Hell Kettles near Deſlington in 
the Bithoprick of Durham, made by

From thence we returned againe into 
our way, and preſcntly came to the 
entrance of the Grotte of Payſilipus. 
this If ountarnlycingat the veryback 
of Vaples,and rendering the paſlage 
to Naples extreamly inconucnient 
for carriages, it was thought fit to 
cut a cart way vnder ground , quite 
through the mountain : ſome lay it 
was 
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was Lyucullus, that cauſed it to be | 
thus boared : others lay , it was 
Cocceius I erya. Certainit is, that 
it is ancient , ſcing Seneca makes 
mention of it. 

Entring into the Grotteof Pauliſ. 
pus, we found it to be about forty 
foot high , and broad enough for 
two carts laden to mect with eaſe, 
T hey lay here, that it is a full mile 
long;but I thought it ſcarce ſo much, 
Werid ſome forty paces by the light 
of the wide entrance ; but that Va- 
nishing, we were left in the darke 
a good while, till we came to the 
halfway , where there hangs a burn» 
ing Lamp before the picture of our 
Samonr in the B. Virgms armes. 
T he light of this Lawp was ver 
excteball vnto vs; and I am _ 
dent, a Puritan himſelf, were he 
here,would be glad to ſce this Lampe 
and Pittyre , and louc them better 
for it cucrafter. All the way of this 
Grotta 1s very cucn and Leuel, but 
hugely duſty ; as a roome .mult be, 
that hath not been ſweept thele 
ſixteen hundred yeares. The people 
of the country meeting here in the 
darke, 
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darke, know how to auoyd one an- 
ather , by going from Naples on 
the right hand ; and rcturning on 
the Iſt; thatis, by Keeping on the 
mountaimiide going ,and returning 
on the Sea lide : and this they ex- 
preſſe by cryeing our often ; A /a 
Montagna, or, ala Marina, Totie 
mountain ſide,or to rheSea ſide,togiue 
notice whether they come, or go. 
Our guide vnderſtond thc word, and 
he giuing it vnto mee , and I to my 
next man, it rann through our whole 
Brigade , which conlifted of a dozen 
horlemen inall. Almoſt all the way 
we rid in; it , we £hut our cyes, 
haucing litcle vie of them; and our 
mouths and noſes too , for feare of 
being choked with the dutit: fothat 
our exteriour ſenles bzing thus shut 
vp, our interiour begito worke more 
freely,and tochink of this odd place. 
My thoughts, camcing newly from 
danna\arins and Uirgils tombes, 
fell prelently ypon Poetry ( for all 
this country is a Poet:cel country ) 
and I began to think vhetherthis 
were not Polyphemus his der, becaule 
Homer makes it tohaue been nearc

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the Seaſide, asthisis; and capable 
of holding great heards of sheep ay 
this allois. Sometimes I thoughe 
that ic might haue been here, that

phacles makes mention of /uprer 
Paxſilipns. Burt at laſt I concluded 
that this was the place where the 
merry Gods and Godaeſſes , after 
their jouial ſuppers, playd at hide and 
ſeek, without being hood-wincke. By 


this time we began to ſee the othes: 


end of theGrotte a farre off, bya little 
lightwhich grew greater and greater 
till at laſt we came to the yllue of 
IT. 

Being got out of this Cymmeren 
rode , we began to open our e yes 
againe toſee if we could find onean

Cane a new wonder, 

Arriueing there we preſently had 
a dog xeady ( though for the molt 
part the dog 75 here runn whineing 
away 
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away when they (ee a troupe of 
ſtrangers arriue ) and ſaw the cxpe- 
riment of that famous Grorra,which 
being but three yards within the 
fide of the hill, may be (cen without 
entringintoit. The experiment ws 
this. A man takesa dog aliue, and 
holding downe his head with a 
woodden forke to the ground , the 
dog begins firſt to cry , and then co 
turne vp the white of the eyes, as 


ifhe would dye. Then lctting him 


hold vp his head againe, he reco- 


vers. Andhaveing thus , twice, or 
thrice, shewed vs the experience of 
this infeftious place, he putts dow ne 
the dogs head againe, and holds ir 
downe ſolong , till the dog (cems to 
be dead indee1. Then rakeing him 
by the ſtiff leg, and running with 
him tothe Lake Agnano, ſome forty 
paces off, the throws him into the 
Shallow* water of this Lake, and 
preſently he begins to recouer , and 
towade out. Thcy would make vs 
belecue, that as it is the nature of 
this Grotta to kill: ſoit is the nature 
of this Ztke to reuive dead things 

Nu 1 agtne- 
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againe. Bur if the dog were dead 
indeed, all the water of Agnam, 
though it were Aqua Yue, would 
not recouerhim: he isonely a ſtoni- 
ed with the imnfettrous vapor which 
breatheth out of this Sulphurius 
ground below, The peſtilent na- 
ture of this Grotte was $Shewd ys 
poary by a lighted torch , which as 
ong as 1t was held high from the 
ground , burnt clearly : but as it was 
approached by little & little,neare to 
the ground, it grew dimmer and 
dimmer , till at laſt it burnt blew, 
and being held cloſe tothe ground, 
it went quite out. 

Then we were $howne hard by, 
the flowes of S. Gennaro, which by 
a natural ſulphyrious our ao 
ſtrongly from low cauſes, put a man 
preſently intoa ſweat , and are ex- 
ccllent remedyes for the Neapolitan 
diſcalc, called by ſome authors, 
(ampanus MM orbus: Nature,an 't {ul- 
gent mother,thinking her (clf bound 
to afford a remedy to the dilcorders 
which shc herſelf hath cnclined the 
Neapoltans vnto. 
 Thxn ferching abont the hills by 

a 
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2 norrow vnfrequented way, we 
came to the Conuens of Capucins 


ſtanding there where S. Jaruarms The Ca- 
was beheaded, In a little Chappel pucimns, 


on the right hand as you enter into 
the Church , they shewd vs the ſtone 
ypon which he was beheaded; the 
blood is ſtil] vpon it. 


Frem hence we deſcended downe 


into the Sulphatara,where the burn- The Su!- 
ing Su/phwr ſmokes out perpetually phatar. 


from vnder ground. This S#/phatara 
isa kind of pit enuironed on all 
ſides with banks, and it is about 
1500 foot long and 1000 broad. We 
rid downe into it on horſeback , and 
it founded hollow vnder our horſes 
feet, asif we had been ridcing ouer 
a woodden bridge, There are diucts 
ſprracula, or Vents round abour it, 
out of which the thick ſmoke 
preſſeth furtouſly,as out of a fornace; 
and makes Poets and Potters tinde 
matter enough ; thoſe for their F4- 
blescalling it, Forum Yulcan:: Thele 
for their Ad edrcinal pots, which they 

make of this brinſtony carrh, 
Neare to Sulphatara ſtands a 
round poole of black thick water,

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which alwaycs boyleth ; and what 
ſocuer yon throw into it , it 
comes out boyled indecd , but not 
ERITIY or other of it|bcing 
alwayes diminished, fayth Leandro 
Alberti.

this Zeke, to be that part of hell 
alotted to punish v/#rers , ſeing it

Deſcending from Sulphatara to 
PuRzole, we wondered to [ce the 
very high way ſmoke vnder our 
horſes feet, when yet we found nos 
them fo tery vnder vs: but 1found 
the ſmoke to come out of little 
chinks of the drycd ground : which 


Shewd vs that the whole country was 


.on hre vnder vs. Bcfore we came 


to the towne , we law the remnants 
ofa faire Amphnhearter , ard Ciceros 
Academy, 

Immediatly after this we came to 
Putxuolo, 4 called, either from 
the multitude of /pr;ngs about it; or 
els a fpmtore , from the ſmell which 
this brinſtony country affords. The 
rowne 
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towne is but little, yetanciently 2 
Bicheps Seat. Takeing boat herC 
preſently, we paſſed oucr the crec 
of the S:a to Baie, which is thre© 
miles from hence; and as we rowd 
along , I admircd the wild defigne 
of Cal:gula who built a bridge from 
Pur,x,uolo to Baie: (ome of the Ar- 
ches yet ſtanding on both ſides, show 
vs that his folly was real : and I 
beleene Suectonius meant this worke, 
when he taxcth the 1m/anas ſubſtruc+ 
tones, the mad buildings of this Em- 
perour, That which contributed 
much to the bold attempt; was the 
nature of the /a»d of this country, 
which made into morter and let 
downe intothe water, grows hard and 
ſolid , euen to petrify there art laſt. 
Puteolanus puluts, ft aquam atigit, 
fſaxuw et, 

Reaching rhe other fide of the bay, 
and leauing our boate to attend vs, 
we rambled for an hour and a half 
among the eAnrigarryes of this 
ruined Paradiſe of Baia: for you 
know, Nullns in orbe locus Baits 
preluxit amenis.

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Firſt we were led to the Aſercan 
di Sabato, looking till likeaſtreq 
with ruines of hauſes on both ſides. 
Thence we went to the Eliſiay

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to Poets for their fame :; otherw 
they are bur a very common plot of 
ground without any gracefulnel[” a 
all , except onely thatif Bae werea 
towne ftill, a many might make a 
fine Bowling ground here. But Poets 
who hue power and Licence to 
erect /:hacum into a k mgdeme , haue 
out-pocted. it herz , by crecing this 
intle ſpot of ground into 4 Para» 
«fe, 

Thence w2 came preſently rothe 
Piſcina A rrabilt , a vaſt building 
vnder ground, borne vp by forty or 
bfty great ſquar plars, 16g 1 go paces, 
40 wide, & zo high. We ur we 
into it by many Reps, & its ſo well 
walled with fione and lime on all 
ſides, that water cannot fink through, 
and all this was onely to Keep fresh 
water in, either for the Roman © al- 
iyes that vicd te lyc hereabouts 
in thele harbours ; or cls for the 
Romans 
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Romans guſts ; who hauing their cu- 
rious Yillas here abouts, had no mind 
to drink of the ſprings of this bi- 
tuminous country. At the top of 
this P:ſcina Mirabili, Telpicd ſome 
ſpoutes of ſtone yet remayning, by 
which they vied to let the water 
from aboue into this Yaſt Reſermer. 

Returning againe, we were showne

Then we went into the Cento Ca- 7797 Tunm. 
werelle, fo called from a hundred © erto Ct

Going againe towaids our boate, 
we were Showne the place where 
Agr:pma $hould have becn drowned 
by a falſe bottomed boate : but that 
fayling, her fonn Nero cauſed her 
to be ſtabed here. Indeed breaſts 
that had turned their blood into milk, 
togiue ſuck ro ſuch a monſter, could 
expect nothing elle but to be 
emjtyed of all theirb/ood; but shewas 
dcligncd to this ill vſage long be- 
Nan y fore 
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fore, For being foretold , when $he 
was with child of Vere, that she had 
in her wombe a ſon who $hould be 
Emperor, but witball, who Should 
kill her , she crycd out : Occidat 
modo mmperet: Let him kill me, [+ he 
kee but Emperor ; and $he had her 
wish. Its fayd alſo that this Par- 
1:cide ( tor, Neronunguam fine publict 
paricdi! prefatione nommandus eft, 
ſanth V alerins M axmus ) after his 
mother was killed;, would necds 
haue herripr vp, that he might fee 
where he had lodged nine montks 
together: and I belceue that nothing 
haſtened more the conſpiracy of the 
Komans againſt him , then rhat they 
could now no longer endure him, 
who 'could not endure his owne 
wether.

the very ſtreets; all now in the Se. 
Omnia fert #rasz and Time, which 
in all other places, is called Edax 
reramn , may here be called Bibax 
rerwm , haveing lipped vp here a 
whole towne. 

Rowing on ſtill by the Shore, 
we came tothe foot of Neres Pallace 
neere to the ruines of which, ſtands 
mounted a ſtrong {ftle , built a {4 
moderna , vpon hich Hill. Leaving 
here our boate againe, we were wish- 
ed to put our hands into the ſand 
of the very ſea , which we found to 
burne vnder the cold water. 


Then we went hard by to Ciceros Ciceros 
bathes , a great ſquar place , where bathes. 


anciently were written auer head in 
old letters, the names of the diſeaſes 
which theſe waters cured : which 
letters ſome Phyſitians cauſed ro be 
defaced, pretending that they where 
ſuperſttious charatters; when indeed 
they where vn willing men Should 
de curedby anything, but the ſtrange 


charatters in their recipes,

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into the long Grotre, and relently 
put into a | Hans by a Qifling hear 
which mett vs violently in that 
long entry. 1 followed my guide, and 
findeing the ſteme to be choking, 
I ſtouped downe low behinde the 
guide , to let him break the hor 
ayre before me. As I thus ſtooped, 
I found out by experience , wha 
others finde by hearclay , that the 
nearer the ground a man ſtoops 
here, the cooler he findes himſelf. 
Thus, Avteas like, fetching now 
and then ſuccour from my mother 
earth, | found humility to be a (afe 
remedy. In the middle of this long 
narrow Entry theres a place , for 
thoſe thatſtand in need of ſweating, 
to ſtand on, ſtradling wide , and la 
ſweat abundantly. They told me 
that at the end of this Gretra, there 
are bathes of ſoucrain YVeriwe ; but | 
being well without them, had no 
minde to be choked in. lecking out 
health. 

Rggurning from hence we had a 
huge walke of it cothe Lacus Auty- 
n#5,made bythe Riuer Acheron, 1deſt, 
ſine gandio : a fit name forthe wy

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#Hell. This Lake is famons for its 
ſftincking ayre,which was obſerued co 
kill birds as they flew oucr here. 

On the further fide of it, was the

Sybills were ; who for their irgs- 

nt:es lake, had the guift of Prophecy 

giuen them , fayth 5. Hrerome. This 

Sibylla Cumes prophecyed very 
particularly of our Sawr0urs burth, 

and for that reaſon /[ul:an the Apoſe 

tata burnt her prophecyes , layih 
Ammianys M arcell:nus , a Heathen 
Hiltorian of tholc times,

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As we returned againe from 
hence to our boat, we gazed vpon a 
great Af ountam called one Nus. 
wo, becaulc it was caſt vpin one night 
( on Michelmaſſe mght anno 1536) 
by an,earthquake, which the Philo. 
fophers call Braſmarichw that is, 
when the carth is throwne vp, and 
mountains are formed. Some hold 
this mountainto be three miles high 
but I think it enough to giue it a 
fill mile. It coucred ( at its riſeing 
vp") agreat part of the old Zacw 
Lucrinu which was quite lucked vp 
by this great /op. 

Then takcing our boat againe we 
returnedto Puzzxols, and at night 
to Naples; where we ſtayd but one 
day more , as well to reſt our horſes, 
as ta ſee the ſilk 5hops , where they 
make curious ilk waſtcoars,ſtokrnge, 
ſetarfs &c. 

He that deſires to know the H'/- 
tory of Naples, let him read the 
booke called, J/ Compenaio dell 
Hiſtoria di: Napols , di Collenuecios 

Hauing thus ſeen Naples, were+ 
turned againe towards Xome the 
ſame way we came , without any 
; danger 
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danger of B nar: , bur not with our 
ſome trouble cauſed vs by the ofh- 


cersof the Gabella at Fundi,who met 


vs 2 quarter of a mile out of the 
towne , and ſtopt vs vpon the rode 
to ſearch vs, and ſce whether we 
had any thing lyableto the Gabella; 
or more money of the country then 
the Law allows men to carry out. 
Formy part, I had taken care of all 
this a forchand, and had nothing 
yu” to the greateft rigour. Bur 
ome of our company that did not 
belecue the rigour to be lo great , 
found it. For to ſome they pulled 
oftheir boores, ſearched their pockets, 
breeches, doublets; nay , cucn their 
ſaddles , horſes tayles, and the very 
horſes feet. From one gentlman they 
tooke four piſtols of gold, becaule 
ke carryed fo much more then was 
allowed : though with much adoe 
we got the gentleman his money 
againe ; I have knowe diucrs that 
haue not eſcaped fo well, hauing 
been ſtripr inthe open helds cuen to 
their shirts &c.therr watches taken 
from them,though they bad broughe 
them 


Albano. 
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them withthem to Naples, and not 
bought them there. This is t9 


lcarne my traxeler to be inquiſitive 


in all his tourneys , of the Laws 


of the country where he traueleth, 
eſpecially ſuch obuious ones as 
Conterne publick, paſſages, bridges, 
ferryes , bearing of armes, and the 
like ; the knowledge of which 
cuſtomes will make thim auoyd 
many inconueniences, which I haue 
knowne others fall into. 

In an other yoyage to 2\ aples, in 
our returne to Rome we made little 
excurſions, to take in ſome places 
a bout Keme, which we had not ſeen 
before, as Albano, Caſtel Gandulfe, 
Freſcati, and Tiwel: , which lay al- 
moſt in our way. 

Riſcing therefore betimes at 
Veletri, we crolled ouer the hills, 
and came to Albans, ( anciently cal- 
led Longa Hlba ) and now one ofthe 
ſeauen Bichops Seats, about Rome 
which arc given tothe Eldeſt Biahop 
Cardinals , that they may be ar 
hand alwayes, and ready to aſſiſt 
the Pope in his affairs of im ua 

c 
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* othersarc Porto , Oſtia ,Freſcatr, Ti- 
wolt, Preneſte , Veleiri. In Albars, I 
ſaw nothing of moment , but an old 
Church, and ſome old houlcs : yct 
ſing it ſtands m fo good an ayre, 1 
wonder the great men of R ome hauc 
not built houles here, whece the wine 
is ſo exquiſicly good. Indeed this 
wine makes this towne bee much 
taken notice of by all ſtrangers, as 
, being the Leſt wine thats conſtantly 
drunck in Rome.

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From hence we went to the Yilla 


of Prince Burgheſe called Monte. Honte- 
dragone , from the Dragon in his 4/4gove- 


armes, It ſtands a mile and a half 
from the Be luedere, and the way to 
it is through curious walkes of 
laurel trees. The houſe is ſtately , 
and capable of lodging a Ximg with 
his whole court. The Chambers are 
neat and fit for both [caſons, winter 
and Sommer. I ſaw diuers good 
ictures in them. The /aft Supper 
1s of Alberto Dureos hand, and huge-- 
ly eſteemed. The ſtory of Polyphe- 
mw is of the hand of Lanfrance.

river; ſo that the gardener here by 
twraing a great cock,, can Jet in as 
much water as fills the Fonnteins., 
the:Caſcatas, the Grote , the. G>- 
revdola, and the other race weter- 
works, Hence 1s made the greatFoun- 
taine of Leda; the fairs of water; the 
long walkeof two biidred paces,ſerall 
along with Juttle flone fountams and 
bafins, purliag in your cares,and calt- 
ing our little ers of wareras youwalk 
Gougehem. And here you snall (ce f* 
ce thingsfor ſight and delrgrh,as the 
world can afford in this kind. Here a 
perfc& porieaeation of old Rome 
na perſpeCtiue : where. you [ce. che 
Caputol, the Pantheon , the chick cr1- 
wpbal Arches, the (ices, Theaters, 
Obeliſques, Mauſpleas, &cucnTiber ir 
ſelf : here curious grenes of trees 
making a green ſpring in the midit 
of wwier : here coole grottas and 
LU u4ns, makemg a cold winter in 
he midſt of Sommer: Here fal/ſtbirds 
Oo chir- 
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chirping vpon true trees, cuery one 
accordingtohistruenature; and all 
of them chatrering at once at the” 
hght of a falſe owle appearing and 
houling in atree. Here curious Gret- 
tas,cſpecially the Grotte of Virure, 
adorned with Nymphs, sheller, fta- 
tes, and vnauoy babe werting places, 
and organs plying withoutany man' 
touching them : there a fearfull Gz« 
randela of the Dragons, thundering 
as if they would ſet heaven on fire 
with co/d water,and pelt /»p:ter from 
thence with he:les tones, But 1 wrong 
theſe things which are rather co' be 
ſeen; then deſcribed: and my traveler 
will wrong himſelfmuch, if hee ſtaye 
not here three or four dayes, to view 
mnnitewente theſe wonders of arte, 
Having ſeen chele famous places , we 
retarned'to'Rome againez where we 
ſaw irs chief rarityes ouecr, and ouer 
againc:for Romam junat v/q;videre8: 
Ki men that haue ſeen Rome onely 
once delire to ſee itagaine: Hence the 
"Romans takeing leaue of a (tranger 
departing from Rome , after his firſt 
Voyage , lay ieftingly ro him, 4 &+- 
wed:res 
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geder ci; that is, Farewel till 1 ſee 
jou 4gaime ; knowing that cucry 
man who hath (cen Rome but once, 

.will defire co returne againe, Far my 
part, confelle I was gf chis (gotiment 
4anmy-firſt iourney ; but, pw. having 
| ſeen it fiue ſeucral times, I tookea 
long lcauc of ity, ,and began, to think 
of returning homeward by theway of 
.Lorcta , and Yenice, And that we 
might be ſurc to be at ence at the 
eat ſolemnity of theeA/cenſtan ,we 
left Rome the firſt week after Eaſter, 
. We ſerout of Reme by thePorte del 
Populo, all along the via Flamimia, 
which rearched as farre almoſt on 


this-lide of Rome, as the Via 4 pia Via Flay 
did on the other ; that is rom mini. 


Rome to Rimini. Its called Floamine, 
decaule the Conſul Flamimniuns made 
it by his ſoldiers in time of peace, 
leaſt they should grow idle, and baue 
their ſtrength totcek when the warre 
zhould break out. The reſt of the 
way from Rimms to Bologna , was 
paucd by e/£ mils Lepidua the Col- 
leguve of Flaminins , and from him 
Salled ria Emilia.

nes. Arriucing here rw we

Not farrefrom hence ſtands 
Afiſrum famous for S, Francis, Foun- 
derof the Franciſcan Order; T he Con- 
gent here is ſtately, and much vilited 
deuout Prigrims: And H omtefalce 
ous for the miraculous Hear: of 

þ. Clara. 

From Folrgn:,climbeingvpthe Apen 
11, we.came to Talento, famausfor 
the Tombe avd Reliks of S.- Nicolas 
Tolentinas. ob this.towne was Philel- 
phusa learned and noble Xnght,who 
defirous of polleſiing the Greek Ton» 
gue in perfeQion , was not onely con+ 
tent to go into-Greece in petſon, and 
there vilic the ruines of Athens, and. 
the rombes of the aneient Philoſo- 
phers; but broughttheuce with him a 
Grecian Lady, whom he had marry- 
&d at Conſtantinople , by whole dayly 
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c6uerſation he might learne the pure 
accent of the Greek rongue. And this 
he did in ſuch perfeQtion, that he tri- 


umphedouecr the Grecrans themſelues 


in their owne [anguage, Witnell | 


that diſpute which he had with Time 
theusa Grecian , about the force and 
accent of a Greek word, where both 
of them growing hot, and bettin 
at laſt their beards, which they bot 
wore then long, Phile{phns wonethe 
others beard; and cauſed it to be 
Shaved off immediatly,and keptitin 
his family as a Trophey :; though the 
poore G om ah hauc redeemed 
itwith' a confderable Suwmme of Ado- 
ney. Indeed they deſerned both to 
looſe their beards , tharicould be fo 
hot about fuch"a hairs warter,as the 
accent of a word. The ſtatue of this 
notable shaver, victorious Phileiphas 
F saw here in the rown-hbouſ/e. 
From T olentino we went to Mace- 
Y414a neat towne of la Mara; and 


Recanat a paſling threugh Recavaers, another 


anſome towne of the ſame country, 
we came betime to Lorere. 
Relſoluing but to ſtay here one day, 


wc 
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ve put outall ourtime to vſe preſeht- 
ly,and ſpent that afternoone, andthe 
gext day , in viewing cxaQly this ta- 
aed place which is io much frequent- 
ed by the deuout Prlgrims of all 
Chriftendome. This placeathrſt was 
nothing bur a plain highway, till the 
Chamber of our bleſſed Lady ( in 
which the Angel annoanced vnto her 
the ww7ſtery of the Incarnation of our 
Sawrowr in; her wombe ) was tran(la- 
tedthnther miraculouſly by the hands 
of Anzelr, abour the yeare 12.94 , 
when /nfidels and Twrks ouer fpread- 
ing the ng would otherwilc- 
have pro - that holy place, 
which cucn from the Apoſtles time 
had becu turned ints a Chappel. For 
my part , though this be no «rt:ce 
of faith, yet when I remember what 
was 1 in this (hember by the 4An- 

toourLady,to wit, now et :mpoſſi- 
ueapud D eum omneV erbum,nothing 
vu poſſible to God ,.l caliſy belecuc 
that hee, who placed thisgreat world 
& ſelf in a place where there was 
wthing before,can caſilyplace ahoulc 
there where there was no hen/e be- 
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fore; and that hee who makes an

here hauing no foundation in the 

ground ( as we (ce plainely) it 

not credible that it was built here by 

men » who would haue giuen fome 

lutle foundation ar leaſt to walls of 

that thichneſſe, and to a Louſe of the 

bigneſſ, eſpecially #tending alone in the 

fields, as it did at hit, and expoſe1 

all weather. Add further, that the 

very old painting which is (cen ypon 

part ofthewall on the unlide, mew" 

the 
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hehigh antiquity of this houſe. ln 
hne . whole country would hane 
men the /ye to this Traduron at 
fit, or as Gre as men had begun, 
cry it vp for a houſe brought chi- 
ther miraculouſly. 

Now, as for the Holy Houſe it [elf, 
it ſtands in the midſt of a great 
(barch,” which hath been builr oucr 
jinLater times, for the better cbue- 
jency of the peoples deworion, and the 
Church ſernice : and round abour irc 
more immediatly , there hath been 
buile- a decoration of white marble, 
which Rands half a foot diſtant from 
the Hofy Honſe, that men may ſee 
it was not intended ſo much for a 

0p, as fora decoration to it, as allots 
bn is from the hands of deuout 
plgrims who otherwiſe would hauc 
made no ſcrwple to haue bine nibling 
at the Rones of the walls here, and 
ſo in time, haue much defaced the 
Haly Houſe, with their Pons thefrs. 
This decoration is ſet round with two 
rowes of ſtatues of whue marble cur 
by the rareſt workmen of 7raly in 
thoſe times, to wit, Sanſonmes, Ban. 
dmell:, San Galle, Meme Lupo,and 
; others 
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others. The lower row of theſefta- 
rues expreſlech the figures of the ay- 
cent Prophets: and the other row 
abouc expreſleth the Statues of the 
Sybills , whoprophecyed among the 
Gentilsand Heathens of our Sentonrs 
birth of a Urygin; and his Paſiton; 3 
you may read at large in Lattantiny. 

As for the matter and forme. .of 
this houſe ; 1 found it to be of x 
hard red ſtoxe , like brick, but 
farre harder and b:gger then our 
brick : the forme — 
about the bignell of a reaſonable 
lodgeing chamber. Theres but: ons, 
window in it; and ancicntly» there 
was but one dore : but now there 
are three ; one.iat cither hide, 
and one behinde the eAltar, for the 
Chaplams that haue care of the 
lyhts and lamps which arc all- 
wayes burning here. Towards the 
vpper end of the houſe, there is-2n 
Altar, where the Holy ſacrifice of 
Maſſe is offered from four in the 
morneing vntil one in the after- 
noone. iT his Altar is of ſilwer, & was 
giuen by Coſmus I]. Greas Dukg of 
| Florence 
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Flirence. Before it hangs a Lampe of 
yld as great as two men could car. 
Ty. It vas the gwift and Yowe of the 
Senate of Vence in a plague time. 
On either fide of the walls , are fa- 
tened tvo preat Clandlefliks of 
pure gold, made like Cornwropias and 
neatly vrought +-they vere the gurfe 
of the great Dutcheſſe of Flarente 
Magdalena d' Auſtria , as her armes 
ypon them told me. 'On the 6Goſ- 
jel ſide of the Altar , theres anold 

ord wichin the 'wall , in which 
ate yer Kept. ſome little earthen 
dubes , which vere brought hither 
vith'the howſe, and therefore tradi;

that I could. not preceiue the 
ground of the ſtuff for pearle ; 
all theſe were the preſent of Cathes 
rme Zamuiky wife of the Chancelour of 
Polonia; and they are valued ata huns 
dred and thirty thouſand crownes, 
I know not whether this ſute of 
Church ornaments, or. that deſctib- 
ed abone in the Popes Sacriſty , be 
the richer. 

On the other ſide of this roome, 
are .great vindoves, betwixt cuery 
one of which , are ſet vpon long 
tables , diuers great townes ſo pre-

and all theſe that belong ro the 
Church any way ; but alſo furnisherh 
all P:lgrims, yea cucn all Princes , Car- 
dinals , Biheps, Embaſadors, and great- 
men of knowne quality, with vine as 
long as they ſtay hece vpon devo- 
tion. For this reaſon there belong 
large revenues to this Churco, and 
this Celeris abſolutly the beſt 1 
ſawin [raly, The Veſſels arc hugely 
great, and not toþe removed from 
hence. They have away to take 
our a peece. of their broad ſides, 
and ſo make them cleane. They 
are all hooped with icon , an4 
ſome of them are (o contrived, 
that they can draw three ſcueral 
ſarres of wine, our of one Veſſel, 
and by the ſame tap. The expe- 
rienc is pretty, but cho vine is bet- 
ter.

Venice at ſirſt was nothing but of y.,,ce. 
a company of little dry ſfors of 
ground , which held vp their heads 
in a Shallow Ses furniched by 
Saenen riuers , Piqua , Sila , Linen. 
4, Po, Adige , Brenta , and Ts- 
iamento, Which runn into it. To 
theſe little dry ſors of pround fishec 
men repayred anciently for their 
fiching , and buik little cottages 
ypon them. Burt afterwards Italy 
being oncrunn by Gorhs , Hwns , and 
Fieegorhs , divers rich men from 
ſeneral parts of Italy , as well as 
from Padua , fled hither with the 
beſt of their goods , to ſaue thenn 
and them ſelues in theſe poore core 
rages vnknowne to thoſe Barbarons 
rations : and findeing by experience 
this ro be a fafer place then 
any elſe , they began to provide 
againſt rhoſe ' x..an diſaſters of 
barbarous incurſions , by build- 
hg good houſes here. This many 
men did : & made art laſt a hne 
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tovne here , and greater then. her 
mother Padus, This happened 
rxelue hundred years agoe, which 
wakes Venice glory , that he is 
the ancicnteſt Republick im Europe, 
To which purpoſe I cannot omit 
ro tell here a pretty ſtory which 
was told me in Paris of a Venetian 
Embaſſadeor , %ho reſideing, in the 
Court of France , and finding him« 
ſelf in a viſite vhere there were 
many Ladyes , vas ſeriouſly asked 
by a grane old Lady ( v%ho heard him 
Eſi-elle ſpeak much of the Seignorie of Ve. 
belliz © nice) Whether the Seignorie of Ues 
nice Were fair or no 2 yes Madame, 
ſayd hee ; one of the faireſt in 
Eft elle Euroye, Is the greatt ſayd the Lady 
grande? again : yes, Madame , ſayd tho 
Embaſſader , she is great enough, 1s 
"ft elle the ruhe > ſayd the Lady « worth 
riche? | millions , replyed the Embaſſader, 
Me thinks $A , fayd the Lady, 
zhe vould be a good match for 
Aonfieur the Kings Brother : yes, 
Madame, replyed hee againe , bur 
Quelle aige thar she is a little roo old.

called by the Proverbhial Epithete , 
Venetis ls Rices, Venice the Rich, Irs 
- yell nigh eight miles in compaſle, 
and in forme ſomething like a 
Lute, It hath no walls about it to de- 
fend ir : but a mote of water that 
is fue miles broad which ſurrounds 
it. Ithath no ſuburbs , but a world 
of little 1lands cloſe by it. The 
Streets of Yenice are all fall of WAarer ; 
and for this reaſon they vie no 
caches here , bur viſit in beats, 
Theſe boars they call here Gou- 
delas , and there ace aboue rventy 
thouſand of them. For beſides 
that euery noble /enetian or rich 
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man harh two or there of his ovne , 
there are alvayes a vorld of them 
ſtanding together at ſoucral pub- 
lick wharf ; s0 that you need but 
cry out, Gendela, and you haue 
them lanch out preſently ro you: 
theſe Gondol4s are pretty neat black 
boars like our oares , holding fix 
perſons conueniently ypon the 
Seats, which are cauered ouer head 
with a thick black cloath , vith 
windows at either fide, which in 
vinter defends you from the inde, 
and in ſommer from the Sun, The 
multitude of theſe Gondolas help to 
employ a great many poore men, 
and to make a world of mariners 
for publick ſeruicein time of need, 
Ordinary people here may go yv 
and downe the towne by little back 
allyes , which they call here Cale; 
theſe by vinding vp and dovne, 
and delivering them ouer ſeueral 
bridges , hygely puzzle Rtrangers at 
firſt, OF theſe bridges there are 
aboue 1500 in Yencce , all of ſtone 
aud of one arch reaching from one 
ſide of a ftceet to the other, vhile 
the Gondela run vnder che. Arch, 
The 
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[The greateſt of rhele bridges is 
called the Realro , built ouer the 
Canal Grande , all cf white marble. 
This is one of rhe fineft bridges in 
Ewrepe , becauſe of tho one , arc 
we , & of the vaſt videneſle 
and height of tbar arch ; the Cha. 
nel here being as vide as any man 
can throw a ſtone. This bridge 
bears vpon irs back tvo roves of 
shops , and little houſes covered 
with lead ; and leaft this grear 
veight should make the foundation 
link , they buile ir ypon pulottes , 
that is , great trees ramed ipto 
the ground , to the number of (ix 
thouſand in all. In fine , this 
bridge coſt two hundred and fifty 
thouſand crownes, Ir vere a fine 
ſight, ro ſee in a bard froſt, the 
ſtreets of Venice all frozen , and 
people walkeing vp and downe 
ypon diamant ſtreets , or a cryſtal 
pauement. In the meane time its 
no vnpleafing fight to {ſee the 
ſtreets full of warer , and ſuch

A 
rich Pax of Mether of Pearle, AS pantsh 
Embaſſuder , once vieving this Treas 
ſore , tooke a candle and looked 
curiouſly vnder the long tables 
ypon which theſe rich tings are 
expoſed ; and being asked what he 
looked tor , anſwered : that be 
looked whether this Treaſure had 
rootes or no , as his maſters 7re«- 
ſore had , and therefore groweth 
yearly : meaning the Ind Fleet of 
Spazne which bringeth home yearly 
to the King of Spaynes coffers and 
Treaſure , tvelue millions.

that ſtood by ; and required the 
ynder officers that $shewed it; we 
vent into the Deges Palace , which 
loynes to S. Marks Church ; and 
mounting vp the open ſtairs into 
the open Gallery ,we ſaw the twe 
great marble Statues of Mars and 
Neptune, which ſtand at the head of 
theſe Nairs, and fignify the trengrh 
of the Yenetians both by Sr4 and 
R c 1h Land.

Land, They are excellent peeces, 
otherviſe great Sanſournw would 
neuer have owned them by writes 
ing vnder them : Op Sanſom, 
This open Gallery led vs into aworld 
of Chambers of 1uftice, and Clerck 
offices, all throngd vith buſineſl and 
buſy men. Going vp from hence 
into a higher ſtory , ve ſaw the 
Doges Chamber of audience , his An. 
tichambers , his dineing reeme , and 
the like, From thence ve vereled 
into Seueral great Chambers of 
Counſel , all rarely well painted, 
After thatve ſaw the Great Chan 
ber, or Sala of the Senate bouſe , 
vnere the Nebles meet ypon q cw 
as great as the Chamber, For here 
they meet about the chuſcing of 
publick officers, either for the go- 
uerning of the Cutie , or Army : 
and ſometimes they haue been 
forced ro ftay there eight dayes 
( sayth S«belluws ) not being able 
to agree about the Fleftiows ; they 
not being permitted to depart 
chence till they agree. This Se- 
nate houſe , or Great Chamber , is 
aboue tbreeſcore paces long , and 
thirty 
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thirty wide, Its full of Sees for 
the Noble Yenetians, to the number 
of two thouſand men , who haue 
right ro enter in here, Its painted 
on all ſides by the rareſt painters 
that vere in Italy when this roome 
vas made. Ouer the Doges Throne , 
is a rare peece of painting 
couering the whole end of the 
roome aboue, and repreſenting 
heauen in a glorious manner. Its 
of the band of Tinterer. The grear 
piftures vpon that ſide of the roome 
which lookes towards the court of 
the Palace, containe the hiſtory of 
Pope A cxander the III , and the 
Emperor Federick Barbaroſs, 1 ſaw 
alſo in this great reome, and in the 
next ioyning to it , the rue piitures 
of all the Doges of Yenice, In the 
other Chambers of this Pallace, in 
the Chwches , and other Pallaces of 
this rowne, | ſaw (o many, and 
ſo rare pe&ces of painting , of 7 
tan , Tinteret , Bellino , Gentile, Caſte! 
Franc» , Baſſane , Pailo Yeroneſe, Pere 
donone and others, that vich Madame 
Remes leaue , | dare bodly fay, 
that no place of /taly hath ſo marry 
R rc iii) rare 
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rare pictures in it , as Yenice hath : 
aud perchance , you vill be of | ,, 
my opinion , if you read the | 
catious booke of Kedelfi, who hath 
written the lives of the Painters of 1 
Fence , and the Yenetean Statr;and f 
ſers dovne where their prime petces 
are to beſeen, 
The lutle Hauing ſeen theſe Chambers 
Lirſendl, of Indicatuve, we were led abour to 
the Sals of rhe Crnſiglie de Drecs , 
( otherviſe called , rhe hrtle Arſes 
wal) inthe Pallace fiill. Its a cu. | 
rious light, and thereforenor tobe | 
omitred by my Traveler, There ate | 
armes in it for a thouſand men, 
ready vpon all occaſions of ſedi. 
tion or reaſon. The muckets are 
alwayes charged and primed ; and e. 
uery fix months rhey diſcharge 
them , to charge them a fresh. 
Pikes, and ſwords, are alſo ſo ordered 
here , that by plucking a ſtring, 
they fall into the hands of thoſe 
that shonuld vſe them : ſo that in 
leſle then half an here, a thouſand 
men may ſally our armed. In the 
end of the great roome where the 
muskets 
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muskers hang, ſtands a great ro 
bal pierced through like a backer 
hilt, and four times as big ai a 
ſoldiers helmet ; within which there 
is a ſpring , which being yncockt 
by the pul.ing of a corde , ſtrikes 
fire into gunpowder which lyeth 
round about within this Ba# in a 
ttain , and there are ſo many ſeve« 
ral ends of match as there are 
muwker: here ; half of the march 
banging our of the holes of the Ball, 
the other half being within, and 
reaching 1hto the train of [powder : 
ſo that the firſt man that should 
come in, and pluck the foreſayd 
corde would preſently ftrike hre, 
and light the marches all ar once ; 
and then cuery man catching a 
musket ,and one of theſe matches 
lighted, they are armed in a mo- 
ment. This armery is to fecure 
the Doot and the Senators ( while 
they are aflembled in counſel ) 
from $snch like treaſons as haue 
been plotted againſt them vhilft 
they vere fitting in counſel. And 
for this purpoſe, theres a dore 
which openerth out of the Senate 
Rry lou/e 
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houſe into this Armory ; and the 
Keys of it are alwayes layd neare 
the Dege when he ſitrs here in con- 
ſulration : Nor is this ſo much an 
Italian lealoſy,as a prudent caution 
cauſed by paſt dangers. For they 
shew vs in the great Arſenal , the 
armour ( with one arme onely , to 
be vorne vnder a Yenetian gowne , 
while the other arme was Sod 
bare, to take off all ſuſpicion) of 
Ba|4mante Theepol, and his complicer, 
ro the number of eight hundred 
men, who intended to Kill the 
whole Senate while it was aſſem- 
bled ; and make Baiamante maſter of 
Venice, But the plot was dasht in 
the execution ; becauſe Bajamantes 
brains were dasht out by a poore 
voman , who ſeing him march 
vnder hor window in the head of 
his rebellious crew , threw downe 
from her window a great earthen 


dec.2 1. 1, flower pot vpon his head, and killed 


him dead, His party ſ(ceing this , 
retired , and were ſoone (ubded ; 
and his houſe was turned into a 
Shambles for Butchers ; a fit diſgrace 
for him who would haue been the 
| Buicher 
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Butcher of his Prince and countrymen, 
here alſo in this Arſenal we ſaw 
the ſword and armes of braue Scan- 
derbeg Prince of Albania, whowonne 
ſeauen battles ouer ſeauen the 
moſt illuſtrious Baſs the Great 
Turk bad, and dyed after all, 
peaceably in his whares, in ſpite of 
Amurath, Its ſayd, that the great 
Turk hearing how Scanderbeg with 
his Swerd , had clouen men in two, 
ſent ro him ; and deſired him, ts 
ſend him his ſword, bis cutting ſword: 
which hee did ; the Tarck tryed 
it ypon his ſlaues, and findeing 
that he could not cleaue men as 
Scanderbeg bad done, ſent him word, 
that he had not ſent him his frrue 
ſwnd : ro whom ſcanderbeg replyed, 
that he had ſent him indeed his 
ſword , but not his are, As for this 
ſword, which they call here Scan- 
derbegs (vord , its a broad thin 
blade, of a reaſonable length, 
bur light, and of as good met- 
tel almoſt , as its maiter, We 
ſaw here many other curiolityes : 
as the ſtandard of the Doge Zan , 
vho reſtored Pope Alexander the 
Re 9 Mk 
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111 vato bis Sear againe; Yith his 
ſwerd , Buckler , & Helmct « The ftan. 
dard of the greet Twri, The jtandard 
of herſes hayre belonging alſo to 
the great Turk, and which. he hung 
our alvayes before battle, as a 
ſignal of combat : it was taken by 
a Franchman called Ciutar, The 
Starwes of Ludouice Sfory,4 Duke of Mi- 
las, and of his vife Yiſconti, The 
flatue or head of Carars, thom they 
call the Tyrant , but how truly 1 
know not. The Statue or head in 
braſe of brave Ueneri«, General of 
the Venetianz in the battle of Le- 
pants, Thehead in braſle alſo of 
brane Bragadins, flead alive by the 
Turks for his countryes ſervice; 
The pifure of ſorta Inflns in a great 
«ſe ſet with rich ſtones. Thu caſe 
was made for a great Lookeing glaſſe 
which the Fenetians ſent vnto the 
Sultaneſſe of the great Twrk ; but 
rhe «hip that carryed it , meeting 
in the vay a Freget which brongkt 
the nevs of a great Yiflory gotten 
ouer the Turks by the Yenetians vp= 
on Sanile Inſtines day , it returnd 
back :; aine with the preſent, and 
the 
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the Senate canſed the glaſſe to be ta- 
ken out, and Savrs Iuftinas prifure 
to be ſer in place of it. Then ve 
ſaw a rare C-1prr, or rather a cu» 
rious peece of fff vith figures in 
it, ſeat to the Kepublick of Fence 
by a K/ng of Perſia, The habits of 
tvo noble Chinefs tho vere bapti- 
zed at Yeni.e, The amovr, of braue 
Gatta Mela , Nith the prituwre of a 
eatt inhis headpeece. The armour of 
ſome of rhe ancient Poges of Ye- 
pce, who to the number of forty 
or fifty , vent to varre in perſon, 
and did ſuch things there. as to 
make their very armowr to be ho- 
norable The habit, buckler , and 
ſroerd of a King ef rerſis ; che armes 
are ſer with rich ſtones, The «r- 
mour of Henry the II11T. of France 
vith his pocket piftel, The armour 
of the Duke of Rohan. The complear 
armour of «little boy about ten years 
old , who 'was found dead in 
a battle feighting ſor the Yeretians 
avd by cewntry ; and not Knovne 
who hewas. Poore braue child ! 
who being worthy never to haue 
dyed , doeſt not ſo much as 
line 
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live in hiftory ; Indeed 1 did not 
think till then , that Mars bad his 
abortizves too , dycing before 
their time, and before they were 
named, Then they $bewd me 
«Attilas Helmet , with the bead 
peece of his horſe, A Cannon Shoot. 
ing ſeauen shoors at once, as yf 
death with bis ſingle dart went toq 
ſlovly ro worke, An other Cannon 
Shooting threeſcore tbotts in ten 
barrels. A halbard vith 4 barrel 
within it, shooting fourtecn $hotts, 
An other halbard $hooting ſea- 
uen shotts. A Cannon of iron car- 
rycing evo miles, and curiouſly 
wrought into flovers with the 
points of chizels, The collar of 
Iron of the Paduan Thrant ( as they 
call bim here) Carers, The little 
iron Cre:how of the ſame Tyrant, 
vith which be is ſayd ro haue shot 
needles a ſpann long , and killed 
many men p__y ,\ vho Kknev 
not how, or by whom they vere 
hurz. Then the duels Organs, or a 
trunck of leather with ten piſtol barrels 
in it of a foot and a half long, 


and ſo diſpoſed in oder like orgen 
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pes , that vpon the opening © 
7 lack of this —_ Deſe 
barrels being charged vith ſeuer- 
all bullers, should ler fly at once, 
and ſo ſeattering wide , Kill all 
thoſe that should be in the roome. 
This trunck was contrived by a re- 
vengefull man, »ho hauing a minde 
to be reyenged beth of his one- 
my, and of his enemyes friends 
at once, ſent him this rrunck by an 
| vaknowne bearer ( as a preſent 
| from a friend ) while he treated 
| bis friends & a dinner, The holes 
through the ſides of it, made by 
the bullets , 5hew the diuelih effel? 
of this Trunck; and how vell it de- 
ſerues;the name of the Divels or- 
gan, The boxe of betargos here is 
iuſt ſuch another inuention, A 
piſtel in 4 pocket beoke here , is as bad 
as the others, which being char- 
ged and let off, would preſently 
read your doome. Swords and day. 
gers, vith piſtol and Little gun bar. 
rels runing alons their blades , 
vhich being held dravne vith the 
broad (ide tro a matt, appeare ro 
be onely plain (words and dag- 

gers, 
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gers, and yer they diſchatg chruft 
not to be parried by any ſencemp 
gard. [ fav alto here a fine ſaberna- 
le of Criftal ; a burneing Lamp 
found in Arternors tembe in Padus, 
4 burning glaſe, which burneth balf 
a mile off : a rare Adam and Exe 
with the Serpent and the Tree, all 
cut our of one peece of vood by 
the rare hand of Alberts Dures ; 
and in fine , the pifture of King 
lamcs of England , the onely picture 
of any forrain Pcince that 1 fay 
there. - 

Having thus ſeen this Cabinet of 
AMars , we went our of the Pallace 
into the Pla% Ts of S, Wark , vpon 
which both the foreſayd Church of 
S. Mark , and the Deges Pallace 
looke. This is one of the nobleſ 
Pra7Jas that a man can fee inany 
towne. It runns from the Sea ſide 
vp along the Pallace to the Church 
fs Mark , and from thence turn- 
ing on the left band , it ſpreads 
it felf into a more large , and longer 
open place, moſt beautifull ro be- 
hold : for the whole p14, even 
frem the Sea (ide, ro the PR 
cn 
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end , is all built vpon arches and 
marble pillars ; and rayſed vp with 
beaurifall lodgeings , fit ro lodge 
allthe Procuratori of S. Hark; all 
the rich forrain merchants ; a vorld 
of perſons of condutron ; the Mint , 
aud - -$4-5—ame _— In thar 
att of rhe p147 44 which lyes vnder 
the Pallace , (> Nobuli "> tadtinn 
valke altogether, rvice a day, to 
conferre heat buſine(T of Irate, 
This meeting bere of the Noble. 


| men is called the Broglio, And in 
| the end of ir, (cloſe by the Ses 
| fide, ftand two great pillars of rich 
; matble , rhe one bearing vpon ir 


the Image of S. Theodor ; the other, 
the Lyon of SI, Mark , theſe rvo 
Saints, S$, Mark and S. Theodore , 
being te rwo Patrons of this City, 
Theſe tro pillars were ereted here 


by a Lombard , who required no 


other recompence for his paynes, 
then that it might be lawfull for 
dice-players to play art dice between 
theſe two pillars withour bein 

punished or moleſted, nay thou k 
they playd falſe play- Here alſo 
between theſe rvo pillars , they 
execute 
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execute malefactors , to sbewthar 
they deſerue nor the protetiion of 
theſe rye patrons , who break the 
orders of that rowne which is vnder 
their projettion. les pitty that the 
Lombard himſc|fwas not whiped here 
at leaſt, for makeing himſelf the 
Protetter of idle regues there, where 
the Saints are Patrons of honeſt- 
men. Ouer againſt the Pallce 
ſtands the Aims, in a place called 
14 Zeccha , and from hence the 
old coyned bere is called Zecchine , a 
petce of geld worth ſome ſeauen 
Shillings axpence of our mony. 
Hard by it, ſtands the Zibrury fa 
mous both for the quantity and 
quality of the bookes that are in 
it. Petrark ( ence Canen of the 
Church, of Padus ) gaue bis Library 
to it : and Beſſarion a Greek Cardinsl 
of great Learning and worth , gaue 
as many Greek Manuſcripts ynto it, 
as coſt him thirty thouſand crownes: 
and yet by this Legacy , Beſſarin 
was but cuen with the Yenertians , 
who bonored him in ſuck a parti- 
cular manner , as to (end ourthe 
Pucentawre it (elf to bring him into 
Venice 
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«being ſentrthither Legar byrhe Pope. 

8. Going from hence into. the 
other part of the Piazzs which 
ſtands before the Church , a 
ypon the very out corner of the 
yall of the Church ( as you come 
out of the Pallace ) four Porphiry 
Statwes of four marchants embrace- 
ing one. another, Haucing en- 
youur v hat thoſe Statues were ſer

or thete, I was told by a graue 
old gentleman of Yenice, that thoſe, 
whom theſe Sratwes repreſent , were 
four marchants and ſtrangers, vho 
brought hicher moſt of the lewels 
mentioned aboue in the Treaſary ; 
and that afterwards poyſoning one 
another , out of couctouſneſl, left 
this Srate heire of all. Inſt before 
the Church ſtand three tall maſts of 
hips ypon curiouſly wrought Piedes: 
tals f Braſſe , and each maſt bear- 
ing , vpon great dayes , a ftatel 


flag and ſtreamers, Theſe three maſts 


ſignify the three nobleſt parts of 
the Yenetians dominions , tovit 
the Kingdomes of Cyprus , and of 
Candy , and the State of Yenice, In 
this P:4JJs 1 found alvayes _— 
0 
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of ſtrangers perpetually walking 
and talking of bargains and rraffick, 
as Greeks , Armemans , Aibanung, 
Slanenians, Polonmans , leives , and 
cuen Turks chem(ſclues; all in their 
ſeueral habirs , bur all conſpireing 
in this one thing , # ſell drave ; 
and buy cheape. Hereallo they have 
euery night in. ſommer , a vorld 
of pA mb crarlatans , and ſuch 
ſtuf,vbo rogerher vith their drudg. 
es and remedyes , ſtrwe to pleals 
the people with rheir little come 
dies , puppet Sau , ſongs , muſick , 
forges , and ſuch like buffennerie, Its 
Nrange ro ſee how they finde 
dayly either new fooling , or new 
fodles, not onely ro heare thembur 
euen the throw them money roo 
for ſuch poore contentments. In 
this P4774 alſo ſtands the Cam- 
penile, or High ſteeple of Venice, 
diſtant ſome fifty paces from the 
Church of S. Mark, Its built forty 
foot ſquar on all ſides , and tvo 
hundred and thirty fix high. The 
,, top of it is coucred with guile riler, 
which in a ſunshine day , appeare 
elotiouſly a farre off, The founde- 
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woof it is almoſt as deep vnders 
ground , as the top of ir is bigh 
zboue ground ; a wonder , if you 
conſider that 1t ſtands in Yenie, 
From the top of this Campanile we 
had a perfett view of Yeniuwe vnder 
0s, and of all its neighboring [{ands, 
Forts , Sea , and Townes abour ir 3 as 
alſo of the outſide of S. Afarks 
Church , its Frontiſþice, its Cupolas 
and the four horſes of braſſe guile 
phich ſtand ouer the Front/pice, 
Theſe herſes came out of the shop, 


| not out of the ftable, of Lifip pres a 


famous ſtaruary in Greece, and were 
ginen to Neve by Timdates King of 
Armenis, They vere carryed by 
Conſtant the Great from Kome to 
Conftantimeple ; and from thence 
they vere tranſporred hither. In 
fine, from the top of this ſteeple, 


| Veſav the compaſle of the great 


Arſenal of Uenice , which looked 
like a little towne in our ſighr. 
Indeed ſome make 'it three miles 
abone ; but I cannot allow it fo 
much, The fight of this Magazin 
of warre a farre off, made vs haſten 
downe from the feeple ro go lee it 
nearer hand. 9.

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9. Takeing therefore a Gm- 
dela , we wentto the Arſenal, Where 
after the ordinary formalityes of 
leauing our ſwords at the dere , and 
paying the Porters fees , ve were ad- 
mitted , and led through this great 
Shop of Mars, Its lo well ſeated 
neare the Sea fide,and ſo vell built, 
chat ir might ſerue the Yenetien Se. 
narors for a Caſtle in time of dan. 
ger : and in it there is a Well of 
fresh water, not to be poyloned, 
becauſe of two pecces of Unicernes 
korne (er faſt in the bottom of it; 
I confefſe, I neuer ſaw any wherg 
ſuch 0econemie as is bere obſerued, 
Fifreen hundred men are dayly 
employed here , and duely payed 
atthe veeks end, according to their 
ſeueral employments and 'vorks, 
The expences of theſe workemen 
amount to a theuſand Pucats euery 
day in the yeare : ſo that they 
make accompt that they ſpend in 
this Arſenal four hundred & thirty 
thouſand crownes a yeare : Enough 
almoſt ro maintain a pretty army 
conſtantly. Euery vorkewan here 
hath wine rvice a day , and that 
very 
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good too , but that it is 
1 lictle mingled with water, We 
vere led rbrough all che vaſt rooms 
of this MagaJin , rooms like vaſt 
Churches. LA one of them I faw 
nothing bur great oares for Gallzes, 
ſeauen'men going to one oare. In 
another , nothing bur vaſt ſternes, 
In another , nothing bur vaſt nayles 
for Gallyes and 5hips, In another 
they vere making nothing bur 
Salter for gunpowder. In another 


they vere caſting great Cannens , 
Morter peeces, and Chambers, In| an 
ether they had notbing bur a pair 
of vaſt Scales to veigh Cannons with. 
In another , Mafts for Galyes and 
$hips of a prodigious greatnefſ' and 
length ; and yer of ſuch a rare 
ke , that one filipping vpon 
one end of them , you heare it 
ealily ar the orher end, by apply- 
ing your eare to it, Some of 
theſe maſts are worth fourſcore 
pounds. In other vaſt roomes I 
ſaw ſtore of Cannms of all fizes 
both for shizs and Gallyes : where 
alſo I ſaw ſome Turk»b Cannons 
vith yords ypenthem in the Turks 
Language 
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Language. There I ſaw allo one 
Cannon $hooting tliree $shorrs at 
once : another five : one great 
Cannon found buryed in Candy fall 
of gold medals :; the great Caunent 
caſt here while Henry the: 11 1. of 
France dined in this Arſenal, They 
had heretofore a prodigious quan- 
tity of Cannons here, bur novtheſe 
roomes are much emptyed by 
reaſon of this warre with the Turks, 
In other great roomes [ ſaw huge 
heaps of Cannen bullets of all lizes, 
vich ſome Enſignes #onn ouer the 
Turks, Then mounting vp intothe 
Chambers aboue, I ſaw in two vaſt 
roomes , armes for fifty Theuſand men. 
in another, armes for tiwelue Gallzes : 
in another , armes for Fifty Gallzes, 
Here allo I ſaw the ſute of armour. 
of Scanderbeg : that of the Doge 
%4n4, the Lanterne of Don lokn of 
Auſtries ship in the battle of boo 
ts; the Lanterne of a Turkuh Gailoy,! 
the armour of Baiamante Theopels and 
his complices, with one arme onely: 
ſome armes taken from the Turks 
it the battle of Lepante, other armes 
taken from the Genwueſs ; a great 
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Creſſebow , shooting Vaſt arrowes of 
ironaboue hue quarters long : an 
inuention of great vie before Gunne 
were found out, A cannon bullet 
vith four long irens , like the tops 
of halbards , which shut yp cloſe 
into it when you put it into the 
Cannon , but open againe of them- 
ſelues , as ſoon as the bullet is our 
of the Cannons mouth; and (ſo {pread- 
ing into four parts , cut all they 
meet , vith ſtrange fury : a dange- 
rous inuention in See bartlgs , ro 
to ſpoyle cordage and rackling, Here 
alſo they shev vs thediſcription of 
the towne and Fort of Cliſs , and 
how it was taken by the Yenetians 
ſome 20 yeares agoe. Then def- 
cending from thence , ve went to 
ſee the places where they make 
new Gallyes , aud mend o1d+ ones. 
There I found a vaſt ſquare court 
three hundred paces broad in euery 
ſquare , and full.of vaſt penthowſes 
_—_ of holding in them , Gallyes 
of fifty paces long a peece. In 
the midſt of this Comrs is a vaſt 
ſquare Pend of water , let in from 
the Ses 5 where the new Gallyes are 
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tryed ; and the old ones are let 
into the Arſenal ro be mended and 
rigged a nev. Here I aw a world 
of Gallyes , and a world of men 
workeing about them moſt buſily. 
There vere heretofore divers of 
theſe great Courts full of Gale , 
bur naw they are much exhauſ- 
ted ; the Galyes being abroad in 
warte. Hence it is obſerned that 
This .Arſenal , before theſe warres, 
could arme 200 gallyes , and two 
hundred thouſand men, Here ir 
Vas that they made a Galle , and 
ſer her our at Seca while Henry the 
III dyned here in the Arſmndl ; 
which made that X#ng ſay then, that 
he would giue three of his beſt 
townes in France { except his Parla. 
ment rownes ) for ſuch'an Arſenal, 
Indeed the Arſcnals of Paris , Genus, 
Zurick, Naples, and Geneua,ſeemed to 
me to be little gunnſmiths hops in 
compariſon of this. They were 
then makcing here two nev Galleaſſes 
( vhen I vas laſt there) of vaſt 
bulk and expences. In fine I ſaw 
hete the old Bucentoro; and preſently 
afrer the new Bucentere, This laſt 
1$ 
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is the Gally of State , of the Doge , 
when he goeth forth vpen the 
Aſcenſion day accompanyed vith 
the Senate, to eſpouſe 4 S#4, as they 
call it bere. This is a noble Galle 
all guilt without , and wainſcotted 
round about the Deck , with guilt 
ſeatss There runns a partition 
of wood quire along the Deck of 
the Gallie, with ſeats on both ſides 
and with a low open roof of wood , 
to let in ayre , and yet Keep off 
the ſun ; and all this is gwr and 


' | painted, and So" of fiue hun« 


dred Senators, who in their ſcarlar 
robes , wait ypon the Doge that 
day. The Doge fits it the Puppe, 
in a Char of State , With the Popes 
Nunc on one hand of him, and 


| the Patriarch of Venice on the other, 
| and a place for muſick behind 


them. The /laues are all vnder hat- 
ches , and not ſeen at all : bur 
their oares , ( m__ on each fide ) 
moue all at once like great wings 
which make the Bucentore moue moſt 
maieſticaly. And this is all thar [I 
can remember in this Arſenal , 
except rhe Cellar of wine, and the 
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great roomes , ( as I came om ) 
vhere women onely are employed 
in mending old ſazles z and men 
( a part) in makeing great cables: 
and indeed thoſe waſt Anchors 
which lye ncare the woodden bridge 
here at the entrance, ſtand inneed 
of cables of the greateſt ie. 

10. I happened to be ar Venice 
thrice , at the great Sea Truwmph , 
or feaſt of the Aſcenſion, which was 
performed thus. About our eight 
in the morneing , the Senators in 
theic ſcartlat robes , meet at the 
Doges Pallace, and there taking him 
vp , they walk wuh him proceſſio- 
naly vnto the sShoare , wete the Bu- 
centers |yes waiting them ; the 
Pepe: Nuncio being vpon his right 
hand , and the Patriarch of Fence , 
on his left hand: Then aſcending 
into the Bucentoro , by a hanſgwe 
bridge throwne out to the Shoare, 
the Dogetakes his place,and the Sene- 
gors fit round about the Gallie as 
they can , to the number of rvo, 
or three hundred. The Senate being 
placed , the anchor is weighed, and 
the ſlaves being warned by the 
Capitams 
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Capitains whiftle and the ſound of 
trumpets , begin to ſtrike all ar 
once Vith their «eres , and ro make 
the Bucentero march as grauely vpon 
the water, as if she allo went ypon 
coppini. Thus they ſteere for we 
miles vpon the Laguna , while the 
mulick plays, and fings Fyrhala. 
mums all the way long , and makes 
Neptune icalous to ho Hymen 
called ypon in his dominions. 
Round about the Bwucentere flock 
a vorid of Prttes and Gondels, richly 
couered ouerhead with ſormpruous 
Canopies of (ilksand rich ſtuffs, and 
roved by raermes in rich liveryes, 
as vollas the Trumpeters, Thus for. 
rain Embaſaders , diners neblemen of 
the country , and firangers of condy- 
tion wait vpon the Doges gallic all 
the way long, both comeing and 
going. Arlaſt the Doge being atrined 
at the appointed place,, throws 
a Ring into the Ses , withour any 
other ceremony , then by ſaying: 
Deſponſamns te , Mare; mn faoon pre 
pers dominy : we ofpouſethes , 0 Sea , 
n teſtimony of our perpetnal dominin 
over thee : and ſo returnes ro the 
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Churcy { S. Nico#las in Lio ( an land 
bard by ) where he aſliſts at high 
Aaſſe with the Senate. This done, 
he returns home againe in the 
ſame ſtate ; and inuites thole that 
accompanyed him in his Gally, to 
dinner in his pallace : the prepa- 
tives of which dinner ve ſaw befiee 
the Doge was got home. This ce. 
remony of marrying the Se, as 
they call ir , is ancient, and per- 
formed yearly in memory of the 
grant of Pepe Alexander the, [1], 
vho being reſtered by the Yenerians 
ynto his Seat againe, granted them 
pover ouer the Andriatick Sea , as 
a man hath pover ouer his wife; 
and. the Yenerians to Keep this 
polleſſion , make euery yeare this 
watery Caualcats, I confeſle , this 
ſight is ſtately , and a Teu would 
poniene'y conceiue , that Neprune

The Corſo in the morneing , we vent after 
«t 4ura- dinner to lee the Ewening Corſo ar 


Murane , where we ſaw thoſe fine 
Gondelas and Tritt , which ve bad

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ſeen waiting vpon the Poge ity the 
morneing , nov roving in ſtare vp 
and downe the great Candle of Mn. 
ran to the (ound of Trumpets ; and 
vith all the force of the brauny 
vatermen that row them. Some. 
times meeting too thick in the 
arches of the voodden bridge here, 
they crack one an others Gendalas, 
breack one an others oares, ouer- 
turne their boatmen ,and areſtoppr 
for an boure rogerher without being 
able to vnrtangle. Embaſſaders them 
ſelues of Forrain Princes appeare 
in Corſo this evening with all cheir 
brauery ( five or (ix Gondolas all in 
one liuery) as vell as all the gallants 
and gentry of Yenice, who appeare 
here this euening at Corſo. |

This Palace , 
hath one ſtrange thing belong- 
ing to it, beyond the Pallaces of 
Venice :to wit, a neat garden, for 
Gardens in Yenice, ate as wonderfull 
things, as Coaches : and-I cannor 
remember, that looking vpon the 
whole city from the top of the 
high Steeple, 1 ſaw two places where 
there were any green trees. Bur 
the beſt thing chart I ſaw here , was 
the Procuratere Nans himſelf, the 
greateſt Ornament of the Yenerian 
Senate , whoſe learned pen bath

and the shops of the gunnſmuths , eſpe-

The beſt Hifterians of the Breſcian a 
affairs, is Ortawe Koſi, in his wy = 
called Memorte Breſcrane. 

From Breſcia I were once to Go 
Cremaand Bergame,tvo ſtrong rovnes 
of the Yeneriam , and both fron- 
tiers to the Srare of Milan. The 
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firſt is very ſtrong and famous for 
fine linnen made here, The latter 
is ſtrong too , both by its Caſtle, 
od walls , and' its high ſituation 
vpon a hill, which giues you a fair 
proſpet into tne Milaneſe for rven- 
ty or thirty miles. In the Church 
of the Auguſtins lyes buryed Am. 
breſins Cine author of the ex- 
cellent Larim Diftionary , which learns 
ed Paſſeratius hath ſer our lince 
vich great additions, Irs in fix lan- 
£uages. 

From Fergamo I went to Milan, 
one days journey. An other time 
I went from Breſcia ro Milan by 
the way of Mantus , and Miran- 
dla, 

Mantus belongs to a Soucrame 
Duke , or Prince , of the houſe of 
Genſague, Its ſtands in the midſt 
of Marihes which are nurrished 
by the river Mincw : fo that 
theres no coming to ir but by 
two long bridges ouer the Lake, 
And yer this towne was taken 
ſome forty yeares ago : no rovne 
being impregnable where an Aſe 
laden vir gold can enter ; or 
where 
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| where fatt;on Keeps one gate. For 
abour thar time , the Emperors Ar- 
my , by ſecret intelligence , pre- 
ſenting it ſelf before it , was let 
in ; and ſacked the trowne. Ar the 
entrance of the towne gates, they 
obſerue the fashion of many other 
rownes in 1/taly , ro make Trauel- 
ers leaue their pffols and carabins 
at the gate where they enter , 
and not ſee them againe till chey 
meer them at the other gate where 
they goc out ; giueing them , for 
all that , a contrrajegno or little 
taley , where of you Keep one 
petce , and the other is tryed to 
your piſtols , where by you may 
clayme and challenge them, This 
is an ancient cuttome in the K«« 
mans times , as I finde in Ualerins 
Maximus , who ſayth , it was the 
practiſe of thoſe of Marſe.lles( then 
a Koman Colonie ) ut hoſpitia ſua, 
quemadmidum aduenientibus humans 
ſunt , ita ipſis tuts ſivr, As for Mantuair 
ſelf, irs well built, and full ofgood 
houſes.T he Dukes Palace was hereto- 
fore one of che richeſt of 1raly, I was 
told that ic had ſceauen changes of 
Tty hangings 
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hangings for every roome in the 
houſe ; beſides a world of rate 
pritures , Statnes , plate , ornaments, 
cabinets , an Yuicorss horne , an 
(9 Organ of Alabaſter ; fix tables , each 
one three foot long , the firſt all 
of emeraxds , the ſecond of Twrky 
ſtones , the third of hyacintbs , the 
fourth of Sajhirs , the fift of 
Amber , the xt of heſper ſtone, 
But the lavperedl:fts fwepr all away. 
The Dukes The origin of the hvuſe of Gonſe- 
Family, gue is from Germany. For a long 
time they vere onely Marquiſes of 
Adantua , till Charbes the V., made 
His Revs. them Dwkes, The Renenwet of this 
ny Prince are about five bundred thou.
